3-01/050.10 PERFORMANCE TO STANDARDS 


Members shall maintain sufficient competency to properly perform their duties and 
assume the responsibilities of their positions. Members shall perform their duties in a 
manner which will tend to establish and maintain the highest standard of efficiency in 
carrying out the functions and objectives of the Department. 


Incompetence may be demonstrated by: 


« alack of knowledge of the application of laws required to be enforced; 

“ anunwillingness or inability to perform assigned tasks; 

« failure to conform to work standards established for the member's rank or 
position; 

e failure to take appropriate action on the occasion of a crime, disorder or other 
condition deserving police attention; 

« absence without leave; and/or

3-01/030.10 OBEDIENCE TO LAWS, REGULATIONS, AND ORDERS 
a) Members shall not willfully violate any federal statute, state law or local ordinance; 
b) Members shall conform to and abide by the following:

« Rules of the Department of Human Resources; 


c) Members shall obey and properly execute all lawful orders issued by any supervisor 
of higher rank or classification or who is officially acting in such capacity;

f) Members who are arrested or detained for any offense, or named as a suspect, other 
than an infraction under the Vehicle Code, shall immediately notify their immediate 
supervisor or Watch Commander of the facts of the arrest or detention or allegation. 


After business hours, if the member is unable to contact their immediate supervisor or 
Watch Commander at the Unit of Assignment, the member shall contact Sheriff's 
Headquarters Bureau and request immediate notification to their Unit Commander. The 
member shall provide details of the arrest or detention to Sheriff s Headquarters 
Bureau, including alleged charge(s), location, police agency jurisdiction, and return 
phone number where the member can be reached, for relay to the Unit Commander. 
The Sheriff's Headquarters Bureau member receiving notification shall immediately 
notify the employee's Unit Commander. 


The Unit Commander shall immediately notify Internal Affairs Bureau. The employee's 
Unit Commander shall immediately respond to the member's location if the member is 
arrested and taken into custody. 


According to the nature of the offense and in conformance with the rules of the 
Department of Human Resources, disciplinary action may result and may include, but is 
not limited to, the following: 


a reprimand (written); 
suspension without pay; 
reduction in rank; and/or 
dismissal from the Department.

3-10/050.15 PERFORMANCE TO STANDARDS - PERFORMANCE ASSOCIATED

5-09/210.02 INITIATION OF A PURSUIT 
Deputy personnel are authorized to initiate a pursuit only when the driver of a motor 
vehicle clearly exhibits an intention to avoid apprehension or detention by using the 
vehicle to flee, or fails to stop, and only after careful consideration of the following: 

e the seriousness of the known or suspected offense; 


e the need for immediate apprehension of the suspect compared to the risks to the 
public and persons engaged in the pursuit; 


the speeds involved; 

the safety of uninvolved bystanders and motorists in the area; 
pedestrian and vehicular traffic volume; 

the time of day; 

weather and road conditions; 

familiarity with the area of the pursuit; 

the quality of radio communications; 

the need for and availability of air support; 

the capabilities of the police vehicle involved; and 

any other factor that would indicate that the interests of public safety and 
effective law enforcement would not justify initiation of a vehicle pursuit. 


A pursuit may be initiated under the following conditions: 
e known or suspected serious felony suspect(s). 


NOTE: "Serious felony" as used in this section includes: the attempt or act 
of murder, mayhem, serious or violent sex crimes, robbery, arson, 
kidnapping, car jacking, assault with a deadly weapon, first-degree 
burglary, major narcotics violations, and terrorist acts. 

NOTE: Possession of narcotics/drugs in amounts associated with common 
personal use or street-level sales does not warrant the initiation of 
a vehicular pursuit. 


« aconfirmed Grand theft, vehicle; or 
* misdemeanor suspects only in the following situations: 

o where the suspect(s) has been observed by a Deputy or reliable 
witness(s) to be displaying a firearm in an assaultive manner reasonably 
contemporaneous to the initiation of the pursuit; or 

o Where there is reasonable suspicion to believe the suspect is driving under 
the influence of alcohol or drugs, or is otherwise impaired, and the 
suspect's driving prior to the attempted stop is so flagrantly reckless that 
he presents a clear and present danger to other users of the highway, and 
failure to apprehend the violator would likely pose an imminent and life 
threatening danger to the public. 


NOTE: Examples of such flagrantly reckless driving include, but are 
not limited to, collisions with other vehicles or objects, forcing 
other vehicles to take evasive action to avoid collision, failure 
to stop at controlled intersections without slowing, or driving on 
the wrong side of the highway. Following the pursuit, 
personnel shall provide the Watch Commander with a full and 
specific explanation of the hazardous acts that led to the 
decision to pursue. 


A pursuit shall not be initiated or continued: 


« once it has been determined that the driver of a vehicle is refusing or failing to 
yield and the only known reason for the intended stop is: 
o an infraction or misdemeanor crime (including CVC violations), except as 
provided above; 
o any crime not classified as a serious felony, as described in this section; 
or 
o apossible grand theft, vehicle. 


There are few law enforcement operations that require a higher degree of common 
sense and sound judgment than sustained high-speed vehicle pursuits. Deputies must 
effectively perform in an atmosphere where long-range consequences may hinge upon 
the soundness of split-second decisions. 


The immediate apprehension of the violator is not more important than the safety of 
uninvolved bystanders, other motorists, or the Deputy. When it becomes apparent that 
the immediacy of apprehension is outweighed by unreasonable danger to the Deputy or 
others, the pursuit must be terminated. 


While engaged in a pursuit, Deputy personnel are exempt from the rules of the road 
only ifthey are operating their vehicle Code 3. However, the law does not excuse or 
exempt from civil liability an abuse or arbitrary exercise of this privilege, nor does it 
provide exemptions from criminal and civil liability when the vehicle is being driven 
without due regard for the safety of all persons using the highway (21056 CVC). 


The keys to a successful conclusion of a pursuit are proper self-discipline and sound 
professional judgment.

5-09/220.50 FOOT PURSUITS 
POLICY 


It is the policy of the Sheriffs Department to assertively apprehend fleeing suspects in a 
manner that maximizes both public and Deputy safety, while giving due consideration to 
the Department's Use of Force Policy. Depending on the circumstances of an incident in 
which a suspect flees, Deputies and Security Officers are authorized either to pursue or 
coordinate a containment. Further references to "Deputy" personnel are also meant to 
reference Department "Security Officers." 


Foot pursuits are inherently dangerous and require heightened officer safety 
awareness, keen perception, common sense, and sound tactics. It is the Department's 


position that, barring extenuating circumstances, surveillance and containment are the 
safest tactics for apprehending fleeing persons. Therefore, Deputies must initiate a 
radio broadcast with appropriate information within the first few seconds upon initiating 
a foot pursuit to ensure that adequate resources are coordinated and deployed to assist 
and manage the operation to a safe conclusion. The safety of Department personnel 
and the public is paramount and shall be the overriding consideration in determining 
whether or not a foot pursuit will be initiated or continued. Any doubt by participating 
Deputies or their supervisors regarding the overall safety of any foot pursuit shall be 
decided in favor of communication, coordination, surveillance, and containment. 


Each provision of this policy is subject to emergency exceptions. However, the Deputy 
or supervisor who deviates from this policy will be solely responsible for explaining their 
actions. Common sense shall be the guiding factor in any decision to engage or not 
engage in a foot pursuit, as well as in any subsequent assessment of the decision 
made. 


DEFINITIONS 
Foot Pursuit Defined 


A foot pursuit is an attempt by a Department member to follow or track, on foot, a 
fleeing person who is attempting to avoid arrest, detention, or observation. Terms such 
as "chasing to follow," "moving containment," or other terms describing similar dynamic 
on-foot tactical operation shall be subject to the following procedures governing foot 
pursuits. 


Partner Splitting Defined 


"Partner splitting" during a foot pursuit occurs when loss of visual contact, distance, or 
obstacles, separates partners to a degree that they cannot immediately assist each 
other should a confrontation take place. 


For the purposes of this policy, "partner splitting" does not pertain to lone Deputies 
assigned to static containment positions. 


PROCEDURES 


Multiple Deputy Foot Pursuits 


When conducted by multiple Deputies, foot pursuits can be an appropriate and effective 
tactic. Should partner splitting occur for any reason, Deputies shall be subject to the 
provisions of "One-Person Foot Pursuits" outlined below. 


Initiating Deputies' Responsibilities 


Deputy personnel initiating a foot pursuit shall broadcast the following information over 
the radio, using the dispatch frequency, to SCC within the first few seconds. Ifthe 
Deputy is assigned and/or working at MTA, TSB, Parks Bureau, Court Services, 
Custody Division, or County Services Bureau, the information shall be broadcast using 
their home radio frequency. If a Unit's home radio frequency is not monitored by SCC, 
their Unit's Desk personnel shall relay the information over the SCC Access channel. 
Desk personnel shall also coordinate communications between the Deputies involved 
and the nearest field resource (LASD patrol Station or Police Agency). 


unit identifier or name of Deputy in pursuit; 
suspect location and direction; 

reason for the foot pursuit; 

suspect description; and 

whether or not the suspect is armed, if known. 


Barring extenuating circumstances, if a Deputy is unable to promptly and successfully 
broadcast this information, the foot pursuit shall be terminated and containment 
immediately established. The initiating Deputy shall be in field command and bears 
operational responsibility for the foot pursuit unless relieved by a supervisor. 


One-Person Foot Pursuits 


One-person foot pursuits and the splitting of partners during foot pursuits present 
additional dangers to the Deputies involved. The decision to pursue must weigh the 
dangers of the pursuits against the necessity to apprehend. 


If a lone Deputy initiates a foot pursuit, the objective of the pursuit shall be to apprehend 
by use of a containment, subject to valid emergency exceptions. 


Should the decision to initiate a one-person foot pursuit occur, the Deputy shall adhere 
to the following guidelines which include but are not limited to: 


do not attempt to close and apprehend but maintain visual contact only; 

do not continue to pursue if visual confirmation is compromised; 

do not chase a suspect into a building; 

should a containment be established and the suspect is within the containment, 
termination of the foot pursuit should be considered; and 

» Should communication with SCC be lost, the pursuing Deputy shall immediately 
terminate the pursuit. 


This policy does not restrict Deputy Sheriffs in their mission of apprehending violators of 
the law. The policy also does not mandate that Deputy Sheriffs put themselves at undue 
risk and pursue in every situation. 


Field Sergeant or Court Services Branch Supervisor Responsibilities 


As with any tactical incident, the Sergeant or Court Services Branch Supervisor does 
not have to be physically present to assert control over the situation and may order the 
termination of the pursuit based upon information received. In subsequent reviews for 
policy compliance, supervisory personnel shall be prepared to clearly articulate the 
circumstances which supported their decision to terminate, or to allow the continuation 
of, a foot pursuit. 


The Sergeant or Branch Supervisor shall immediately respond to the terminus of the 
foot pursuit, oversee post-foot pursuit discipline, and assert control as needed. The 
Sergeant or Branch Supervisor will ensure compliance with all Department policies, 
specifically those relating to the use of force. 


Watch Commander or Court Services Area Lieutenant Responsibilities 


The Watch Commander or Court Services Area Lieutenant shall be in overall command 
of the operation. This command responsibility shall include all Department personnel 
involved in the foot pursuit. Ifthe Court Services Area Lieutenant is not available, 
command responsibility shall be assigned to the next available individual who is below 
him/her in the Court Services Area rank structure. 


The Station/Unit Watch Commander shall respond to the desk area and immediately 
take command either by establishing "cold line" communications with the SCC Watch 
Sergeant or via Station/Unit transmitting capabilities. Station/Unit Watch Commanders 
shall make a decision based upon their assessment of the information received 
regarding the continuation or termination of the foot pursuit. In subsequent reviews for 
policy compliance, Watch Commanders shall be prepared to clearly articulate the 
circumstances which supported their decision. 


Should the Watch Commander be in the field during a foot pursuit, they may authorize 
the Watch Sergeant to assume operational control of the incident from the desk. This 
does not alleviate the Watch Commander's overall responsibility for the pursuit. 


SCC Responsibility 


Upon the initiation of a foot pursuit by a Deputy, SCC shall immediately place the 
broadcasting Deputy on the duplex patch and request an Aero Bureau Unit. 
Coordination of resources to assist the Deputy is of paramount importance. 


If Deputy personnel not assigned to a Patrol Station initiate a foot pursuit, and the 
pursuit is within an area patrolled by the Sheriff's Department, the SCC Watch Sergeant 
shall notify the Watch Commander of the nearest Station. If the pursuit is not in an area 
patrolled by the Sheriffs Department, SCC shall coordinate a response from, and notify 
the Police Agency who patrols the area where the pursuit is taking place. The Sergeant 
or Lieutenant from the Unit of the pursuing Deputy shall identify him/herself via radio 
and continue command of the incident. If no supervisor is on scene, the Watch 
Commander of the closest Station shall assume immediate command of the operation. 


Detective Division Personnel 


Detective Division personnel routinely engage in surveillance and fugitive apprehension 
operations. This policy does not apply to counter-surveillance or detection avoidance 
activities by suspects or persons under surveillance. The policy does apply to situations 
in which a suspect is actively fleeing from immediate arrest, detention, or continued 
observation by pursuing investigators. 


Should Detective Division Investigators become involved in a foot pursuit that requires 
assistance beyond those resources already involved and at scene, the team's 
designated radio operator will advise SCC via a SCC-monitored frequency. SCC shall 
notify the Watch Commander of the nearest station who will facilitate the response of 
assisting units. The Detective Division Sergeant or Lieutenant on scene will identify 
him/herself via radio and continue command of the incident. If no Detective Division 
supervisor is on scene, the Watch Commander of the closest station will assume 
command of the operation. 


EVALUATION AND REPORTING 


All foot pursuits shall be debriefed. It shall be the responsibility of the Watch 
Commander or Court Services Area Lieutenant supervising the foot pursuit to conduct a 
debriefing of the incident with all personnel involved. The debriefing may be conducted 
by the Field Sergeant or Branch Supervisor and discussed with the Watch Commander 
or Court Services Area Lieutenant who will document the debriefing in the Foot Pursuit 
Database. Watch Commanders or Court Services Area Lieutenant shall ensure that 
Field Supervisors or Branch Supervisors discuss debriefed foot pursuits at regular Unit 
briefings.

3-10/150.00 TACTICAL INCIDENTS 


The fundamental duty of all sworn personnel is to protect life and property. 


Members shall be guided by sound tactical principles when involved in any tactical 
incident. The tactics employed by Department members shall be governed by 
applicable Department policies, accepted training practices, the exigency of the 
circumstances, and the application of sound judgment and common sense. Adherence 
to policies, training, and supervision is critical in preventing an unreasonable response 
to fear and resolving incidents in the safest manner possible. When reasonable under 
the totality of circumstances, personnel should use de-escalation techniques such as 
advisements, verbal persuasion, and other force prevention tactics focused on 
increasing officer and/or public safety. The Department's Core Values, a reverence for 
human life, and the safety of all parties shall be considered when deciding on a 
resolution to a tactical incident. 


Following any tactical incident, regardless of significance, the conduct of Department 
personnel may be evaluated for compliance with established Department policies and 
state and federal statutes. A primary consideration in determining sound tactics is 
whether the actions by personnel increase or decrease officer safety, and/or public 
safety. All personnel shall be prepared to clearly articulate the circumstances which 
supported their decisions. 


NOTE: Tactical incidents include, but are not limited to, responses to crimes in 
progress, building searches and/or area containment, barricaded 
suspects, hostage situations, active shooters, foot or vehicle pursuits, 
pedestrian or traffic stops, missing persons, and any other law 
enforcement situation where sound principles and tactics should be 
employed. 


The concepts commonly referred to as the six "C"s - COMMAND, CONTAIN, 
CONTROL, COMMUNICATE, COORDINATE, and CONTINGENCY - shall serve as a 
guide for all personnel involved. 


Tactical incidents commonly share characteristics which must be constantly evaluated 
and, in most cases, analyzed to ensure a successful conclusion and enhance officer 
safety in future similar events. A seventh "C" - CRITIQUE - is equally important and 
shall be performed at the conclusion of any tactical incident. 


The scope and sophistication of this critique (commonly referred to as a "debriefing") 
shall be dictated by the scope and sophistication of the incident. The critique should 
include a comprehensive analysis of those tactics and techniques which contributed to 
the success of the operation, while thoroughly evaluating those which proved 
unproductive. The critique shall be performed in a timely manner (preferably 
immediately following the event), attended by all involved members and, when 
appropriate, facilitated by a supervisor. Discretion shall be used by supervisors when 
critiquing actions which appear to be in violation of Department policy or established 
law. Supervisors and managers shall make every effort to maintain the technical and 
tactical proficiency of their subordinates through training, debriefings, tactical 
discussions, and engaged supervision. 


Incident Command 


Personnel at the scene of, or directly involved in, a tactical incident shall demonstrate 
regard for incident command. In addition, all personnel have a positive duty to actively 
provide appropriate coordination and ensure communication is shared among 
participating Department members. 


To ensure clarity, avoid confusion, and minimize risk to those involved, the following list 
of commonly used leadership/incident command terms and their definitions/significance 
is provided. All personnel shall expect that their conduct may be evaluated based on 
their adherence to the following principles.

OPENING STATEMENT 


On Friday, March 20, 2015, IAB investigators Sergeant Chad Smeltzer, Sergeant Juan 
Ybarra and Lieutenant Richard Harpham responded to a command post erected by 
South Los Angeles Sheriff's Station personnel, regarding a Deputy Involved Non-Hit 
Shooting. Investigators learned from South Los Angeles Sheriff's Station personnel, 
South Los Angeles Station Deputy Caren Mandoyan was involved in a non-hit shooting 
following a vehicle pursuit and foot pursuit of an armed suspect. 


SYNOPSIS 


On March 20, 2015, at approximately 0042 hours, Deputies Caren Mandoyan and 
Christopher Quinones were assigned to the South Los Angeles Sheriff's Station, 
working Unit 231B. Deputy Quinones drove their marked patrol car northbound on 
Budlong Avenue at 107% Street and stopped at a stop sign. As the deputies were 
stopped, they observed a red older model Volvo, drive through the eastbound stop sign, 
without stopping, and turn northbound Budlong Avenue. 


Deputies Mandoyan and Quinones saw three male blacks seated in the vehicle, as the 
vehicle turned northbound. The Volvo accelerated northbound Budlong Avenue. 
Deputy Quinones drove their patrol car northbound, in an attempt to pace the vehicle. 
The deputies' paced the Volvo and estimated it travelled between 35 and 45 miles per 
hour (MPH) in a 25 MPH zone. Deputy Mandoyan observed the vehicle's license plate, 
California license number Y and checked it, using the patrol cars Mobile 
Digital Computer (MDC). 


As the Volvo reached the intersection of Budlong Avenue and 106" Street, the Volvo 


turned eastbound 106" Street at an unsafe speed, causing the vehicle's tires to screech 
and failed to stop for a second stop sign. Additionally, the vehicle turned without 
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signaling and crossed into the westbound portion ofthe roadway. Based on the 
deputies' observations, Deputy Mandoyan believed the driver of the Volvo was driving 
under the influence of alcohol and/or drugs. Deputy Quinones activated the patrol car's 
overhead forward red light, in an attempt to conduct a traffic stop. After the patrol car's 
overhead forward red light was activated, the Volvo continued driving eastbound 106'^ 
Street without stopping. 


Due to the vehicle's failure to stop, Deputy Quinones activated the patrol car's overhead 
rotating lights and Deputy Mandoyan began to broadcast the deputies were involved in 
a vehicle pursuit from his Department portable radio. Upon Deputy Mandoyan initiating 
the radio broadcast, the Volvo stopped abruptly, mid-block 106" Street, between 
Budlong Avenue and Vermont Avenue. Deputies Mandoyan and Quinones exited their 
patrol car to begin a felony traffic stop. After the deputies exited their vehicle, the Volvo 
accelerated away from them. 


Deputies Mandoyan and Quinones, entered their patrol car and pursued the Volvo, until 
it briefly stopped again. As the Volvo stopped on 106" Street, the front right passenger, 
Suspect Arthur Thomas, exited the Volvo. Suspect Thomas turned to his left, and the 
deputies saw he held a pistol with his left hand, near his waistband. 


Deputy Mandoyan told Deputy Quinones, Suspect Thomas was armed with a handgun. 
Suspect Thomas ran to the south sidewalk of 106" Street, and continued eastbound 
toward Vermont Avenue. Deputy Mandoyan exited his patrol car and ran after Suspect 
Thomas. The red Volvo accelerated eastbound 106" Street toward Vermont Avenue. 
Deputy Quinones drove their patrol car eastbound, parallel to Deputy Mandoyan as he 
ran after Suspect Thomas. 


As Deputy Mandoyan ran after Suspect Thomas, he held his Heckler & Koch (H&K) 
pistol with his right hand and ordered Suspect Thomas to stop and drop his weapon. 
Suspect Thomas failed to comply with Deputy Mandoyan's orders and continued to run 
eastbound away from him. As Suspect Thomas neared Vermont Avenue, he turned his 
upper body toward Deputy Mandoyan. Based on Suspect Thomas' actions, Deputy 
Mandoyan believed Suspect Thomas was attempting to shoot Deputy Quinones or 
himself, so he fired two rounds from his duty weapon at Suspect Thomas. 


Suspect Thomas' upper body appeared to display a jerking motion, as if he had been 
struck by Deputy Mandoyan's fired bullets. Suspect Thomas continued running to the 
corner of 106% Street and Vermont Avenue and ran southbound on the west sidewalk of 
Vermont Avenue. Deputy Mandoyan broadcast on his Sheriff's Department portable 
radio, he had been involved in a shooting. 


The red Volvo turned southbound Vermont Avenue from eastbound 106" Street and 
fled the area. Deputy Quinones drove the patrol car eastbound 106^ Street, past 
Deputy Mandoyan, and turned southbound Vermont Avenue, past Suspect Thomas as 
he ran on the sidewalk. Deputy Quinones stopped his patrol car south of Suspect 
Thomas and exited the car. 
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Suspect Thomas turned and briefly ran northbound, then eastbound across the 
southbound lanes of Vermont Avenue. Deputies Quinones and Mandoyan ran toward 
Suspect Thomas and ordered him to stop and lay down. Suspect Thomas stopped 
running and laid face down in the number one lane of northbound Vermont Avenue. 
Deputy Quinones handcuffed Suspect Thomas and escorted him to a patrol car, seating 
him in the backseat. Upon inspecting Suspect Thomas, it was determined he had not 
been struck by Deputy Mandoyan’s fired bullets. 


Suspect Thomas' handgun, a Glock Model 23 .40 caliber semi-auto pistol, was located 
in a school yard, west of the west sidewalk of Vermont Avenue. 


The Volvo was located shortly after the incident. The driver of the Volvo, Witness 
Edward Rachal, was located and arrested on March 31, 2015.

PHYSICAL EVIDENCE 


All physical evidence was located and collected by Forensic Identification Specialist 
Nakia Porter-Berry, Deputy Brian James and Senior Criminalist Leslie Thompson. For 
descriptions of the evidence collected, and where it was located, see Crime Scene 
Investigation reports [Exhibits J & K], Laboratory Examination reports [Exhibits I, X & 


Y]. 
INVESTIGATOR'S OBSERVATIONS 


IAB investigators responded to the scene and observed Deputies Quinones and 
Mandoyan's patrol car parked in a southwestern direction near the west curb line of 

Vermont Avenue. Investigators’ observed two .45 caliber auto cartridge cases, 
and one black flashlight in the area of the south sidewalk of 106th Street west of 
Vermont Avenue. 


One bullet strike was located at MW Vermont Avenue, at the Playa Dorado Pupuseria 
Y Restaurante. The fired bullet fell to the ground and was recovered by Crime Lab 
personnel. For additional information refer to the Crime Scene Investigation Report and 
Sketch [Exhibit J]. 


WEAPONS USED BY DEPUTY PERSONNEL 


Deputy Mandoyan fired two rounds of Department issued .45 caliber ammunition from 
his personal, Department authorized, Heckler & Koch, .45 caliber, semi-automatic 
Universal Self-Loading Pistol (USP). The firearm was examined by Senior Criminalist 
Phil Teramoto of the Scientific Services Firearms Identification Section. The firearm 
was found to be functional [Exhibit 1]. 


WEAPONS USED BY SUSPECT THOMAS 

Suspect Thomas was armed with a Glock, Model 23, .40 caliber, semi-automatic pistol 
containing 10 live cartridges in the magazine, and one live cartridge in the chamber of 
the firearm. 

PROPERTY DAMAGE 

One of Deputy Mandoyan’s fired bullets, struck a metal roll-up door frame, located at 


Vermont Avenue, at the Playa Dorado Pupuseria Y Restaurante. The fired bullet 
fell to the ground, and was recovered. 
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CRIMINAL INVESTIGATOR AND CHARGES FILED 


The criminal investigation into the shooting was handled by Detectives Nicholas 
Adragna and Gene Takashima of the Operations Safe Streets (OSS) Bureau. On June 
11, 2015, Suspect Thomas plead Nolo Contendere to Possession of a Firearm by a 
Felon with Prior Convictions, 29800(A) PC and Exhibiting a Firearm in the Presence of 
an Officer, 417(C) PC. Suspect Thomas received a prison sentence of 16 months for 
each criminal conviction. 


LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


The incident took place during the hours of darkness, and the area was illuminated by 
nearby overhead street lights. The weather was cool and clear. 


INVOLVED PERSONNEL STATEMENTS 
DEPUTY CAREN MANDOYAN’S OSS INTERVIEW 


On March 20, 2015, OSS Detectives Nicholas Adragna and Gene Takashima 
interviewed Deputy Mandoyan at the South Los Angeles Sheriff's Station. On March 
20, 2015, Deputy Mandoyan was assigned to Unit Z31B on the Early Morning shift. 
Deputy Christopher Quinones was his assigned partner. 


At the time of the incident, Deputy Mandoyan was wearing a Sheriffs Department 
uniform, consisting of a tan shirt and green pants. Deputy Mandoyan wore a 
Department authorized gun belt and he was armed with an H&K .45 caliber USP pistol. 
In addition to Deputy Mandoyan's firearm, he carried two pairs of handcuffs, a portable 
radio, a magazine pouch and a Taser on his gun belt. Deputy Mandoyan was right 
handed. 


The patrol car assigned to Deputies Quinones and Mandoyan for the shift, was a 
marked Sheriff's Department patrol car, with an overhead light bar and Department 
insignia on the sides of the car. The emergency lighting on the patrol car was "Fully 
operable." 


The incident began as Deputy Mandoyan and Deputy Quinones were stopped at a stop 
sign, as they drove northbound on Budlong Avenue at 107® Street. Deputy Mandoyan 
saw а red Volvo traveling eastbound on 107% Street approaching Budlong Avenue, at a 
"High rate of speed." The Volvo turned from eastbound 107' Street to northbound 
Budlong Avenue, without stopping at the stop sign. 


Deputy Mandoyan said if their car had not been stopped, the Volvo would have collided 
into them. As the Volvo drove northbound Budlong Avenue, Deputy Quinones drove 
their patrol car north, in an attempt to close the distance. As they approached the 
Volvo, Deputy Mandoyan checked the Volvo's license plate status, with the patrol car's 
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MDC. Deputy Mandoyan said they paced the Volvo for a short distance and estimated 
it was traveling at 35-40 MPH. 


When the Volvo reached 106" Street, it failed to stop at a stop sign, turned right 
abruptly without signaling, and drove eastbound on the westbound side of the roadway. 
The Volvo accelerated eastbound on 106" Street toward Vermont Avenue, swerving 
between the eastbound and westbound portions of the roadway. Based on Deputy 
Mandoyan's observations, he believed the driver of the Volvo was driving while under 
the influence of alcohol and/or drugs. Deputy Quinones activated the patrol car's 
overhead red and blue lights to initiate a traffic stop. The Volvo failed to yield and 
continued to accelerate away from the patrol car. 


When the Volvo failed to yield, Deputy Mandoyan initiated a vehicle pursuit broadcast 
[Exhibit P] for a reckless DUI driver, on his Sheriff s Department portable radio. Within 
two to three seconds of Deputy Mandoyan's broadcast, the Volvo "locked its brakes" 
and came to a complete stop, midblock of 106" Street, which caused Deputy Quinones 
to "brake hard" to avoid colliding into the Volvo. 


Deputies Mandoyan and Quinones exited their patrol car to conduct a traffic stop of the 
occupants of the vehicle. As the deputies exited, the Volvo accelerated eastbound 
away from them. Deputies Mandoyan and Quinones entered their patrol car, and drove 
eastbound, pursuing the Volvo an additional 10 to 15 yards. The Volvo stopped again, 
and Suspect Thomas exited the front passenger door. Suspect Thomas turned to his 
left, and had his hand in his waistband area, holding a black handgun with his left hand. 


Deputy Mandoyan alerted Deputy Quinones Suspect Thomas was "armed." Suspect 
Thomas ran toward the south sidewalk and eastbound toward Vermont Avenue. The 
Volvo drove eastbound toward Vermont Avenue. Deputy Mandoyan ran toward the 
south sidewalk of 106" Street, staying parallel with Deputy Quinones, as he drove the 
patrol car eastbound. 


Deputy Mandoyan ordered Suspect Thomas to "Stop," and to "Drop the gun." Suspect 
Thomas continued to run eastbound. Deputy Mandoyan ran after Suspect Thomas, to 
maintain visual contact. As Suspect Thomas neared Vermont Avenue, he turned 
toward his left and Deputy Mandoyan believed Suspect Thomas was going to “engage” 
him with his firearm. Deputy Mandoyan fired his handgun twice at Suspect Thomas. 


Deputy Mandoyan believed Suspect Thomas was positioned west of Vermont Avenue, 
on 106!" Street, at the time of the shooting. Suspect Thomas jerked backwards, and ran 
southbound Vermont Avenue. Deputy Mandoyan broadcast on his portable radio, he 
had been involved in a shooting incident and the armed suspect was running 
southbound Vermont Avenue. 


Deputy Mandoyan saw Deputy Quinones drive southbound Vermont Avenue, past 


Suspect Thomas, and stop approximately 20 yards ahead of him. Deputy Quinones 
was visible to him throughout the incident. 
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Deputy Mandoyan said, once Suspect Thomas saw Deputy Quinones' position ahead of 
him, he turned toward Deputy Mandoyan. Suspect Thomas appeared to realize he had 
a deputy in front of him and behind him. Suspect Thomas ran eastbound across 
Vermont Avenue. Deputy Mandoyan and Deputy Quinones ran after Suspect Thomas 
and eventually detained him past the center median of Vermont Avenue. Deputy 
Quinones handcuffed Suspect Thomas and Deputy Mandoyan simultaneously 
broadcast information to assisting units that the Volvo had turned westbound on 107% 
Street and fled the area. 


DEPUTY CAREN MANDOYAN'S FOLLOW-UP OSS INTERVIEW 


On March 20, 2015, OSS Detectives Nicholas Adragna and Gene Takashima 
conducted a follow-up interview with Deputy Caren Mandoyan, in order to identify the 
driver of the Volvo. Deputy Mandoyan signed the Victim / Witness Admonition — 
Photographic Mug Show-Ups form and he identified the person depicted in photograph 
five, [Exhibit N] as the driver of the Volvo. Deputy Mandoyan said the male identified 
as number five, Witness Rachal, was the driver of the Volvo. 


Deputy Mandoyan clearly saw the driver, as the Volvo drove past him when he and 
Deputy Quinones were stopped at 107" Street. The picture did not depict hair designs 
on the right side of Witness Rachal's head at the time of the incident. 


DEPUTY CAREN MANDOYAN IAB INTERVIEW 


Prior to Deputy Mandoyan's IAB interview, he was provided with copies of his IAB 
firearm retrieval transcript, transcripts of his two OSS interviews and a copy of his 
supplemental report [Exhibit B]. 


On April 8, 2015, IAB Sergeants Chad Smeltzer and Brian Godwin interviewed Deputy 
Mandoyan at the IAB office building. Attorney Leslie Wilcox from the Green and Shinee 
law firm attended the interview. 


Deputy Mandoyan began his career with the Sheriff s Department in the year 2000, as a 
reserve deputy assigned to the Lennox Sheriff's Station. He was hired as a deputy 
sheriff in October of 2006, and was assigned to the Inmate Reception Center. In 
February of 2007, Deputy Mandoyan transferred to the West Hollywood Sheriff's 
Station. In February of 2013, Deputy Mandoyan transferred to the South Los Angeles 
Sheriff's Station. 


On March 20, 2015, Deputy Mandoyan was assigned to work with Deputy Quinones, 
and it was their first occasion working together. Deputy Quinones was the driver of their 
patrol car, and he was the bookman. His understanding of the duties of the bookman 
were to write reports, communicate on the Sheriffs Department radio frequencies, 
check vehicle license plates and support the driver. 
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Prior to the shooting incident, Deputy Mandoyan and Deputy Quinones had discussed 
tactics or expectations of each other. He explained, "everyone" at the South Los 
Angeles Sheriff's Station had trained the same way and understood the roles and 
responsibilities of their positions. 


Deputy Mandoyan first observed the Volvo during the hours of darkness. He estimated 
the Volvo traveled through the intersection at 107 Street and Budlong Avenue at 
approximately 25 to 30 MPH. Deputy Mandoyan saw three people in the Volvo, 
because its windows were not tinted and he illuminated the Volvo with his patrol car's 
spot light. He saw the Volvo's driver, a front passenger and a male seated in the center 
rear passenger area. Deputy Mandoyan saw the driver of the Volvo had a unique 
haircut with "Engraved designs," on the side of his head. 


When the Volvo drove eastbound 106% Street from Budlong Avenue, it travelled on the 
westbound side of the roadway and there were no traffic lines painted on the roadway, 
separating the directions of travel. When Deputy Mandoyan initiated the vehicle pursuit 
radio broadcast, he estimated their patrol car was located mid-block on 106^ Street, 
"Maybe a little further west." He estimated the Volvo was approximately one and a half, 
to two car lengths in front of their patrol car, when he started the broadcast. Deputy 
Quinones activated the patrol car's overhead lights and siren. 


Deputy Mandoyan chose to broadcast the vehicle pursuit from his portable radio, 
because it was how he was trained. He believed his radio communication with the 
Sheriff s Communication Center was good during the vehicle pursuit. 


As Deputy Mandoyan broadcast the required vehicle pursuit radio traffic, the Volvo 
stopped abruptly. The speed limit on 106% Street, between Виола Avenue and 
Vermont Avenue was 25 MPH. He estimated, the Volvo drove between 40 and 45 
MPH, during the pursuit. He never lost sight of the Volvo during the pursuit, nor did he 
see any pedestrians or bicyclists in the area during the vehicle pursuit. The roadway 
was dry and he estimated the temperature was in the mid-70's. 


Deputy Mandoyan said when the Volvo stopped abruptly on the first occasion, he 
estimated it occurred east of mid-block on 106" Street. The patrol car did not contact 
the Volvo when it stopped. He estimated the patrol car stopped one car length behind 
the Volvo. He and Deputy Quinones exited their patrol car when the Volvo stopped. He 
estimated, he was outside of the car for approximately two seconds. 


When the Volvo stopped on the second occasion, Suspect Thomas exited the Volvo, 
and his left hand was in the area of his waistband. He explained, Suspect Thomas 
exited the Volvo and turned to his left, in Deputy Mandoyan's and Quinones’ direction. 

It appeared Suspect Thomas had been tangled in the passenger's seatbelt as he exited. 
When Suspect Thomas turned toward him and Deputy Quinones, Suspect Thomas 
stood in the street next to the Volvo. Suspect Thomas did not say anything as he 
turned toward the deputies. 
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Deputy Mandoyan reviewed page six of his OSS interview transcript and clarified, 
Suspect Thomas held the handgun in his left hand. Deputy Mandoyan said when 
Suspect Thomas exited, the patrol car was approximately one to one and a half car 
lengths behind the Volvo. He used the patrol car's door for concealment. 


Deputy Mandoyan saw Suspect Thomas held a handgun and told Deputy Quinones, “I 
know he's 417." He did not hear Deputy Quinones' response. He saw Deputy 
Quinones drive the patrol car parallel to him as he ran. He also saw the Volvo flee the 
area. Deputy Mandoyan had not discussed the tactic of running after a suspect, while 
Deputy Quinones drove parallel to him as he ran, prior to this incident. 


As Suspect Thomas ran from Deputy Mandoyan, Suspect Thomas looked back at him. 
Suspect Thomas was located on the south sidewalk and held the handgun "Low and to 
his left.” Deputy Mandoyan never lost sight of Suspect Thomas’ firearm prior to 
shooting at him. He told Suspect Thomas, "Let me see your hands. Drop the gun!" 
Suspect Thomas failed to comply with his verbal commands. 


Deputy Mandoyan considered himself in "Foot pursuit" of Suspect Thomas during the 
incident. Deputy Mandoyan focused on Suspect Thomas, because he was an armed 
suspect and he presented a threat to the community. Deputy Mandoyan explained, his 
goal was to never actively catch Suspect Thomas, but to maintain visual contact and to 
follow him at a distance. Deputy Mandoyan ran on the sidewalk after Suspect Thomas. 


Deputy Mandoyan did not think he acted independently from his partner, when he ran 
after Suspect Thomas and Deputy Quinones drove the patrol car parallel to him. He 
maintained visual contact with Deputy Quinones during the entire incident. 


Deputy Mandoyan reviewed page seven of his OSS interview transcript, and clarified 
when he described Suspect Thomas' movements, Suspect Thomas turned to his left. 
When Deputy Mandoyan said “right”, he meant "correct," as he agreed with Detective 
Adragna. 


Deputy Mandoyan described Suspect Thomas' turning movements directly before he 
shot at him. He said Suspect Thomas turned toward his left, holding the handgun in his 
left hand, near his thigh area. As Suspect Thomas turned, Deputy Mandoyan believed 
Deputy Quinones was positioned parallel to him, in the patrol car. As Suspect Thomas 
looked back toward Deputy Mandoyan, he saw Suspect Thomas' handgun began to 
rise. Deputy Mandoyan said, "That's when | felt that he was gonna fire on me or fire my 
partner. That's when | engaged him." 


Deputy Mandoyan saw Suspect Thomas holding the handgun in his left hand and did 
not see Suspect Thomas holding anything in his right hand. He did not see Suspect 
Thomas holding a wallet at any point during the incident. 


At the time of the shooting, Deputy Mandoyan was aware of the area behind Suspect 
Thomas, which consisted of a large white brick building across Vermont Avenue. There 
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was no pedestrian traffic and he knew the businesses were closed. Additionally, there 
was minimal to no vehicle traffic on Vermont Avenue. When Deputy Mandoyan shot at 
Suspect Thomas, he was able to use his handgun's front sight. 


Deputy Mandoyan did not have a flashlight in his hands when he shot at Suspect 
Thomas. He explained, the flashlight located on the grass in the area of the shooting, 
was his flashlight. He felt the flashlight fall out of his right “sap pocket” of his uniform 
pants. 


Deputy Mandoyan's handgun had a Surefire X300 tactical light mounted to it at the time 
of the shooting. He did not recall activating the tactical light when he shot at Suspect 
Thomas, but he knew the light was on. Deputy Mandoyan was running at the time he 
shot at Suspect Thomas. He had trained the tactic on his own, and he had not received 
Department training related to running and shooting simultaneously. He felt comfortable 
with the tactic of shooting and running. 


Deputy Mandoyan estimated 10 to 15 yards separated him and Suspect Thomas at the 
time of the shooting. The lighting in the area consisted of street lights and lighting, 
coming from a liquor store across the street. 


After Deputy Mandoyan shot, Suspect Thomas continued to run and did not say 
anything. He believed he had struck Suspect Thomas, because Suspect Thomas' 
upper body appeared to make a jerking motion when he shot. Suspect Thomas was 
positioned on 106^ Street, west of Vermont Avenue. Deputy Mandoyan did not see 
Suspect Thomas drop or throw anything. 


Deputy Mandoyan briefly lost sight of Suspect Thomas as he ran southbound Vermont 
Avenue. He could see Suspect Thomas' shadow, but could not see him clearly, 
because the corner was obscured by a chain link or wrought iron fence. Deputy 
Mandoyan broadcast he had been involved in a shooting prior to reaching Vermont 
Avenue. Once Deputy Mandoyan arrived at the corner, he clearly saw Suspect Thomas 
running southbound on the west sidewalk of Vermont Avenue. 


After the shooting, Deputy Quinones drove the patrol car southbound Vermont Avenue, 
past Suspect Thomas and stopped the car mid-block Vermont Avenue, between 106'^ 
Street and 107th Street, in a southwestern position. Deputy Quinones exited the patrol 
car, drew his firearm and pointed at Suspect Thomas. Deputy Mandoyan continued to 
run toward Suspect Thomas southbound Vermont Avenue. 


Deputy Mandoyan explained, a crossfire situation did not exist between him and Deputy 
Quinones, because Deputy Quinones was located on the street and Deputy Mandoyan 
was located on the sidewalk. They were positioned at angles where each deputy was 
not impeded by the other deputies' position. 


Suspect Thomas ran southbound Vermont Avenue and changed direction and ran 
northbound Vermont Avenue, toward Deputy Mandoyan. Deputy Mandoyan told 
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Suspect Thomas, "Let me see your hands.” Suspect Thomas ignored Deputy 
Mandoyan's commands and ran east, across Vermont Avenue, away from both 
deputies. 


Deputy Mandoyan and Deputy Quinones ran after Suspect Thomas. Once Suspect 
Thomas crossed the center median of Vermont Avenue, he stopped and the deputies 
detained him at gunpoint. Suspect Thomas was ordered to lay in the prone position and 
Deputy Quinones handcuffed him in the number one lane of northbound Vermont 
Avenue. Suspect Thomas did not resist the handcuffing, and neither he nor Deputy 
Quinones placed a knee on Suspect Thomas’ back. Neither deputy used force upon 
Suspect Thomas once he was detained. 


Deputy Mandoyan had no knowledge of Suspect Thomas complaining of any pain and 
he did not speak to Suspect Thomas once he was handcuffed. Deputy Quinones 
inspected Suspect Thomas for injuries and escorted him to the patrol car as Deputy 
Mandoyan continued to broadcast information regarding the Volvo, which had fled the 
area. 


Deputy Mandoyan said neither he, nor Deputy Quinones used profanity toward Suspect 
Thomas or threatened to kill him. Suspect Thomas never said anything regarding his 
handgun to Deputy Mandoyan. 


Sergeants Reynaga and Bolder responded to the incident. He believed he provided a 
short synopsis of the shooting incident to Sergeant Reynaga. Deputy Mandoyan was 
not injured during the incident, and he had no knowledge of Deputy Quinones being 
injured. 


Deputy Mandoyan used his personal H&K .45 caliber pistol during the shooting. He 
attended the required Department training, which authorized him to use the pistol on- 
duty. He preferred the H&K pistol, because he had trained with it and believed it was a 
smooth pistol. His Department issued pistol was the Berretta 92FS pistol and he had 
not attended the Department's conversion training for the Smith and Wesson M&P 9mm 
pistol. Deputy Mandoyan carried his OC Spray and Taser at the time of the shooting. 
He did not have his side handle baton with him at the time of the shooting. 


Deputy Mandoyan viewed two videos of the shooting incident. Deputy Mandoyan said 
video file CH11 [Exhibit S] only showed the Volvo stopping on the occasion where 
Suspect Thomas exited the Volvo. After viewing the video, Deputy Mandoyan saw he 
was positioned on the sidewalk at the time of the shooting, but he could not tell 
specifically where he was located when he shot. He could not tell if the illumination, 
which appeared to come from his body during the video, was from his handgun firing or 
from him activating his tactical light mounted to his firearm. He observed what 
appeared to be a possible muzzle flash near the chain link fence, where he saw one of 
his fired shell casings after the shooting. 
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Deputy Mandoyan said he and his partner appeared in the video, to have been parallel 
to each other during the shooting. He did not see Suspect Thomas’ position in the 
video when he believed he saw the possible muzzle flash. 


Deputy Mandoyan said after viewing video file CH11, the distance appeared longer than 
10 to 15 yards, between the first and second occasions the Volvo stopped. 


Deputy Mandoyan viewed video file CH13 [Exhibit S]. He saw a shadowy figure 
moving in the video, but he could not tell if the figure was him or Suspect Thomas. 
Deputy Mandoyan said video file CH13 depicted the Volvo and Deputy Quinones driving 
the patrol car eastbound 106'^ Street to southbound Vermont Avenue. He was located 
in the vicinity of the corner of 106^ Street and Vermont Avenue, when Deputy Quinones 
slowed the patrol car at the corner of the intersection. 


WITNESS STATEMENTS 
DEPUTY CHRISTOPHER QUINONES OSS INTERVIEW 


On March 20, 2015, OSS Detectives Nicholas Adragna and Gene Takashima 
interviewed Deputy Quinones at the South Los Angeles Sheriff's Station. On March 20, 
2015, Deputy Quinones was assigned to Unit #31B on the Early Morning shift. Deputy 
Caren Mandoyan was his assigned partner. 


During the shift, Deputy Quinones was the driver of their marked black and white patrol 
car. The car had Sheriff s Department insignias displayed on both sides of the patrol 
car. It was equipped with an overhead emergency light bar, and four red lights attached 
to the front bumper area. 


During the shift he wore a tan Sheriff s Department uniform shirt with a badge and 
nametag and green pants. He wore a gun belt with two pairs of handcuffs, an ASP 
baton, portable radio, and Oleoresin Capsicum (OC) Spray. Deputy Quinones was right 
handed and carried a Smith and Wesson M&P 9mm pistol. 


Deputy Quinones drove northbound Budlong Avenue and stopped at a stop sign located 
at 107" Street. At the intersection, he noticed a red Volvo four door sedan driving 
eastbound on 107" Street approaching Budlong Avenue at a high rate of speed. The 
Volvo failed to stop at the stop sign, and turned northbound onto Budlong Avenue. 


As the Volvo turned northbound, Deputy Quinones saw three occupants in the vehicle. 
He saw two male blacks seated in the front portion of the vehicle and a male black 
seated in the right rear seat. As the Volvo drove northbound, it appeared to accelerate. 


When the Volvo reached 106" Street, it failed to stop for the stop sign and made an 
abrupt right turn, eastbound onto 106" Street without signaling. As the Volvo turned 
onto eastbound 106" Street, it traveled onto the westbound portion of the roadway. 
Deputy Quinones followed the Volvo and activated his patrol car's forward facing red 
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light in order to initiate a stop of the Volvo. When the patrol car's forward emergency 
light was activated, the Volvo failed to stop and accelerated toward Vermont Avenue. 


Deputy Mandoyan broadcast on the Sheriff's radio system, they were pursuing a 
reckless DUI driver. As Deputy Mandoyan broadcast the vehicle pursuit, the Volvo 
suddenly braked causing the vehicle to swerve side to side and the tires to screech. 
Deputy Quinones stopped their patrol car. He and Deputy Mandoyan exited their patrol 
car in an attempt to conduct a felony traffic stop of the Volvo. 


Once Deputies Quinones and Mandoyan exited their patrol car, the Volvo accelerated 
away from them, continuing eastbound 106" Street. Deputies Quinones and Mandoyan 
entered their patrol car and pursued the Volvo for an additional 10 to 15 yards, where 
the Volvo abruptly stopped again. 


As the Volvo stopped, the right front passenger Suspect Thomas, exited. As Suspect 
Thomas exited, he turned to his left and Deputy Quinones saw Suspect Thomas 
clenching the "butt" of a black firearm in the area of his waistband, as he was positioned 
in the door frame area of the Volvo. 


Suspect Thomas ran from the Volvo toward the south sidewalk of 106'^ Street toward 
Vermont Avenue. Deputy Mandoyan ran after Suspect Thomas and the Volvo 
accelerated eastbound 106" Street, past Suspect Thomas, and turned right onto 
Vermont Avenue. Deputy Quinones entered his patrol car and drove eastbound 106'^ 
Street in an attempt to stop Suspect Thomas and contain him. 


As Deputy Quinones drove the patrol car, he maintained visual contact of Deputy 
Mandoyan and drove parallel to him on 106" Street. As Suspect Thomas ran, he 
turned his body to his right, toward Deputy Mandoyan. Deputy Quinones heard two 
gunshots fired from his partner. Several vehicles were parked along the south side of 
106^ Street, which obscured Deputy Quinones' view of Suspect Thomas' entire body. 


After Deputy Mandoyan shot at Suspect Thomas, he ran southbound on the west 
sidewalk of Vermont Avenue. Deputy Quinones drove southbound Vermont Avenue 
and accelerated past Suspect Thomas as he ran. Deputy Quinones stopped his patrol 
car approximately 50 yards south of 106' Street and exited. 


Suspect Thomas turned and ran northbound toward Deputy Mandoyan. Suspect 
Thomas then turned, and ran eastbound across Vermont Avenue. Deputy Quinones 
ran toward Suspect Thomas and detained him at gunpoint, past the center median of 
Vermont Avenue, in the northbound lanes of traffic. 


Deputy Mandoyan ran to where Deputy Quinones detained Suspect Thomas. Suspect 


Thomas was placed in the prone position and Deputy Quinones handcuffed him as 
Deputy Mandoyan stood behind him.

He identified the person depicted in the number 
three photograph [Exhibit O] as the driver of the Volvo. 


DEPUTY CHRISTOPHER QUINONES IAB INTERVIEW 


Prior to Deputy Quinones' IAB interview, he was provided with copies of his OSS 
interview transcripts and a copy of his supplemental report [Exhibit C]. 


On April 8, 2015, IAB Sergeants Chad Smeltzer and Brian Godwin interviewed Deputy 
Quinones at the IAB office building. Attorney Leslie Wilcox from the Green and Shinee 
law firm attended the interview. 


Deputy Quinones graduated from Academy Class #356. He had worked custody 
division assignments at Pitchess Detention Center East and North Facilities, prior to his 
transfer to the South Los Angeles Sheriff's Station. 


On March 20, 2015, Deputy Quinones was assigned to Unit #31B from ШЕН 
EN ous. Deputy Quinones drove the patrol car during his shift, and it was the first 
occasion he and Deputy Mandoyan were assigned to work together. Deputy Quinones 
did not discuss tactics with Deputy Mandoyan prior to the shooting. 


Deputy Quinones estimated the Volvo drove approximately 25 to 40 MPH as it failed to 
stop for the stop sign at 107" Street and Budlong Avenue. Deputy Quinones saw a 
passenger seated in the right rear seat of the Volvo. The driver had a unique hair style 
with shaved designs on the side of his head. 


Deputy Quinones paced the Volvo's speed northbound Budlong Avenue and estimated 
it was drove between 35 and 45 MPH. He said the area was a residential neighborhood 
and the speed limit was 25 MPH. 


As the Volvo drove from northbound Budlong Avenue to eastbound 106" Street, the car 
veered onto the westbound side of the roadway, and traveled approximately 25 to 40 
MPH. Deputy Quinones said there were no vehicles driving westbound on 106^ Street 
as he followed the Volvo. 


Deputy Quinones initiated his patrol car's overhead forward red light, and the driver of 
the Volvo failed to yield to him. He activated the patrol car's overhead rotating lights, 
but did not believe he activated the patrol саг siren. Deputy Mandoyan broadcast they 
were in vehicle pursuit of the Volvo as they drove eastbound on 106^ Street. Не 
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estimated the Volvo was 10 to 20 yards ahead of their patrol car, when Deputy 
Mandoyan initiated the vehicle pursuit broadcast. The weather was clear and the 
roadway was dry. He did not see any pedestrians or bicyclists as he pursued the Volvo. 


Deputy Quinones said Deputy Mandoyan was unable to complete his vehicle pursuit 
broadcast, because the Volvo came to an abrupt stop mid-block 106" Street, between 
Budlong Avenue and Vermont Avenue. The patrol car did not contact the Volvo when it 
stopped. He estimated the patrol car stopped two to three feet behind the Volvo. 


When the patrol car came to a complete stop, he and Deputy Mandoyan exited the car. 
He estimated he was out of the patrol car for one second and the Volvo accelerated 
away from them. No occupants of the Volvo exited the car when it stopped. 


Deputy Quinones said when the Volvo stopped on the second occasion, he faced 
eastbound. Suspect Thomas exited the Volvo and turned to face westbound, toward 
him, when he saw Suspect Thomas had his hand near his waistband. He estimated, 25 
to 30 feet separated him from Suspect Thomas when Suspect Thomas turned toward 
him. He estimated 20 feet separated Deputy Mandoyan and Suspect Thomas, when 
Suspect Thomas exited the Volvo. Deputy Quinones used the patrol car's engine block 
as cover and the patrol car as concealment. 


Deputy Quinones said the Volvo obstructed his view of Suspect Thomas below his 
waist. Suspect Thomas was illuminated by the patrol car's spotlights. Suspect Thomas' 
handgun was tucked into his waistband and he had his left hand on the butt of his gun. 
Deputy Quinones heard Deputy Mandoyan say "He's got a gun!” when Suspect Thomas 
exited the Volvo. Deputy Quinones had not previously discussed the tactic of Deputy 
Mandoyan running after Suspect Thomas as Deputy Quinones followed in the patrol 
Car. 


After Suspect Thomas ran from the Volvo, it accelerated toward Vermont Avenue and 
turned southbound. He did not consider pursuing the Volvo, because he and Deputy 
Mandoyan made a "conscious decision" to pursue Suspect Thomas, because he was 
an armed suspect. 


Deputy Quinones said his intention of driving the patrol car after Suspect Thomas and 
Deputy Mandoyan, was to contain Suspect Thomas and maintain visual contact with 
Deputy Mandoyan. Deputy Quinones considered Deputy Mandoyan in "foot pursuit' of 
Suspect Thomas. He did not broadcast the foot pursuit on the Sheriff's radio system. 
He knew Deputy Mandoyan broadcast a suspect had run from them. 


Deputy Quinones did not believe Deputy Mandoyan acted independently as he ran after 
Suspect Thomas. He did not consider his and Deputy Mandoyan's actions to be partner 
splitting. 


When Suspect Thomas turned to his right, he heard two gunshots fired by Deputy 
Mandoyan. When he heard the gunshots, he could not see Suspect Thomas’ firearm, 
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because vehicles parked along the south sidewalk obstructed his view. He could not 
see if Suspect Thomas had one or two hands on his handgun. He could not see if 

Suspect Thomas aimed his handgun at Deputy Mandoyan. Suspect Thomas’ “upper 
torso” was facing southbound as he ran eastbound, with his right arm pointed toward 
Deputy Mandoyan. He did not see if Suspect Thomas held any other objects with his 


hands. He believed Suspect Thomas attempted to shoot Deputy Mandoyan. 


Deputy Quinones drove the patrol car, parallel to Deputy Mandoyan when Deputy 
Mandoyan shot at Suspect Thomas. Suspect Thomas was illuminated at the time of the 
shooting, but he was not sure if Deputy Mandoyan had illuminated him. He said street 
lights illuminated the area, as well as lighting from a liquor store at the corner of 106'^ 
Street and Vermont Avenue. He did not know if Deputy Mandoyan was running when 
he shot at Suspect Thomas. He estimated Suspect Thomas was five feet west of 
Vermont Avenue at the time of the shooting. 


Deputy Quinones estimated he was approximately 15 to 20 yards from Suspect Thomas 
at the time of the shooting. He estimated Deputy Mandoyan was approximately 10 
yards from Suspect Thomas at the time of the shooting. He was not sure where the 
Volvo was located. 


Deputy Quinones did not see Suspect Thomas drop or throw anything at the time of the 
shooting. He did not feel Suspect Thomas ever had an advantage over him or his 
partner. Suspect Thomas ran southbound Vermont Avenue after Deputy Mandoyan 
shot at him. Deputy Quinones never lost sight of Deputy Mandoyan as he ran after 
Suspect Thomas. 


Deputy Quinones drove past Deputy Mandoyan on 106" Street and turned southbound 
Vermont Avenue. He passed Suspect Thomas and ordered him to "Stop." Suspect 
Thomas did not acknowledge Deputy Quinones' order and continued to run 
southbound. Deputy Quinones held his handgun and pointed it at Suspect Thomas as 
he drove past him. He did not see Suspect Thomas holding the handgun as he passed 
him. 


Deputy Quinones believed, as he drove southbound Vermont Avenue, Deputy 
Mandoyan broadcast he had been involved in a shooting. He stopped his patrol car on 
Vermont Avenue, east of the west sidewalk angled in a southwest direction. Once 
Deputy Quinones parked his patrol car, Suspect Thomas turned and ran northbound 
Vermont Avenue toward Deputy Mandoyan. 


Deputy Quinones assumed Suspect Thomas saw Deputy Mandoyan because he ran 
east, across Vermont Avenue. Deputy Quinones ran after Suspect Thomas and 
ordered him to stop. Suspect Thomas stopped running in the number one northbound 
lane of Vermont Avenue. He ordered Suspect Thomas to raise his hands and lay down. 
Suspect Thomas complied with Deputy Quinones' commands. Deputy Quinones 
handcuffed Suspect Thomas as Deputy Mandoyan stood 10 to 20 feet from them. 
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Suspect Thomas did not resist the handcuffing. Neither Deputy Quinones, nor Deputy 
Mandoyan used force against Suspect Thomas during his handcuffing. Neither deputy 
placed a knee in Suspect Thomas’ back as he laid on the roadway. Neither deputy 
used profanity toward Suspect Thomas nor did they threaten to kill him. 


Deputy Quinones did not recall speaking to Suspect Thomas after he was handcuffed. 
He believed he checked Suspect Thomas’ body for injuries and Suspect Thomas did 
not complain of pain to him or say he had been injured. Suspect Thomas did not say 
anything to him about a wallet. 


Sergeant Reynaga responded to the incident scene and Deputy Quinones reported his 
actions and observations to him. He was not injured during the incident and he was not 
aware if Deputy Mandoyan was injured from the incident. 


Deputy Quinones reviewed video file CH11 [Exhibit S] and said the video footage 
appeared to show a greater distance than 10 to 15 yards between the first and second 
occasion the Volvo stopped during the vehicle pursuit. The video did not capture the 
first occasion the Volvo stopped. 


After viewing the video, Deputy Quinones could not determine where Deputy Mandoyan 
was located at the time of the shooting. He was unable to determine if flashes of light in 
the area of where Deputy Mandoyan may have been located, was from a flashlight, 
Deputy Mandoyan's muzzle flashes or from a tactical handgun light. He was located in 
the patrol car, parallel to Deputy Mandoyan at the time light was depicted on the video. 
Deputy Quinones could not determine where Suspect Thomas was located in the video, 
at the time of the shooting. 


Deputy Quinones reviewed video file CH13 [Exhibit S]. He did not see Suspect 
Thomas running in the video footage. When the patrol car slowed at the corner of 106" 
Street and Vermont Avenue, he assumed he was checking for southbound traffic on 
Vermont Avenue. He did not recall communicating with Deputy Mandoyan or Suspect 
Thomas as he turned onto southbound Vermont Avenue. 


SUSPECT ARTHUR THOMAS OSS INTERVIEW 


On March 20, 2015, OSS Detectives Nicholas Adragna and Gene Takashima 
interviewed Suspect Thomas at the South Los Angeles Sheriff's Station. Detective 
Adragna advised Suspect Thomas of his Miranda rights and he agreed to speak to them 
about the incident. 


Suspect Thomas was seated in the front passenger seat of the Volvo when he saw a 
Sheriff s Department patrol car following the car he was in, as it was driven in the area 
of 107" Street and Budlong Avenue. Suspect Thomas saw the red lights of the patrol 
car “come on" when the Volvo reached 106% Street. The driver of the Volvo turned east 
onto 106" Street and stopped mid-block on 106" Street, between Budlong Avenue and 
Vermont Avenue. The Volvo continued driving toward Vermont Avenue and stopped 
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again. When the Volvo stopped the second time, Suspect Thomas exited the car and 
ran toward Vermont Avenue. 


Suspect Thomas explained, prior to running from the Volvo, the rear passenger, who 
he knew as "Dave" passed a handgun from the rear seat, onto the front passenger 
floorboard where Suspect Thomas was seated. He reached down to the floorboard 
and retrieved the handgun along with his wallet. Suspect Thomas figured he was 
going to run with the gun and “toss it." 


Suspect Thomas exited the front passenger door and ran from the deputies with the 
handgun in his left hand and his wallet in his right hand. He ran east toward Vermont 
Avenue and heard "shots." Suspect Thomas "tossed" the handgun, by raising it over 
his head, and throwing it. He continued running south on the west side walk of 
Vermont Avenue. He denied turning toward the deputies as he ran with the pistol. 


Suspect Thomas heard the deputies say "freeze" as he stood in the northbound lanes 
of Vermont Avenue. Suspect Thomas surrendered without incident. Suspect Thomas 
was shown a photograph of the pistol recovered at the scene and identified it as the 
gun he ran with from the Volvo. 


Suspect Thomas understood why the deputies reacted the way they did, because they 
saw the firearm and the manner in which he exited the Volvo. He said the deputies 
may have felt their lives were in danger. Suspect Thomas said, “| can understand the 
reason why anyone would have opened fire." 


Suspect Thomas was shown a photograph of Witness И He said Witness 
was like a "brother" to him, and it was his vehicle he was a passenger in 


prior to being contacted by the deputies. Suspect Thomas had gone to Witness 
house earlier in the evening. Suspect Thomas said he and "Dave" were 
at Witness house, when the driver of Witness] Volvo arrived 


at the house. Suspect Thomas entered the Volvo with the two other males and they 
drove away from Witness ouse. 


Suspect Thomas was shown a photograph of Witness Rachal. He said the photograph 
looked similar to the driver of the Volvo. Suspect Thomas knew the driver by the 
moniker "Little" "something." Suspect Thomas stated the driver was possibly a 
member of the “Hoover” or "Pimptown" gangs. Suspect Thomas denied being a 
member of a street gang. 


SUSPECT ARTHUR THOMAS IAB INTERVIEW 


On March 23, 2015, IAB Sergeant Chad Smeltzer interviewed Suspect Thomas at 
Men's Central Jail (MCJ). Suspect Thomas said on March 20, 2015, he was a 
passenger in the front seat of a car. He believed there was one additional person in the 
car besides the driver. He could not recall who owned the car. Suspect Thomas knew 
he had an outstanding warrant for $26,000, for driving without a driver's license. 
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Suspect Thomas became aware deputies were behind the vehicle he was riding in, 
when he saw a spot light illuminate the vehicle. He did not recall seeing red or blue 
lights coming from the deputies’ patrol car or hearing a siren. 


The vehicle Suspect Thomas rode in, stopped in a diagonal fashion on 106" Street, 
between Budlong Avenue and Vermont Avenue. The passenger seated behind 
Suspect Thomas, named "Dave" handed him a handgun, because Suspect Thomas told 
him he was going to run from the deputies because of his outstanding warrant. He 
received the handgun from Dave and exited the vehicle and ran toward Vermont 
Avenue. As he ran, he held the handgun in his left hand, and his wallet in his right 
hand. His hands were positioned in front of his body as he ran. Suspect Thomas never 
turned to look toward the deputies. 


When Suspect Thomas heard gunshots, he dropped his wallet and threw his pistol, 
while he was located on 106" Street. He recalled hearing two to four gunshots and 
believed he was located on the sidewalk. The gunshots were in "rapid succession." 
Suspect Thomas was not struck by the deputies' bullets. He never attempted to shoot 
at the deputies. He believed the handgun was black, but he did not know the 
manufacturer or the caliber of the pistol. 


After Suspect Thomas heard the gunshots, he ran southbound Vermont Avenue on the 
sidewalk. A deputy drove past him in the patrol car and he ran across Vermont Avenue. 
Suspect Thomas surrendered to the deputies in the northbound lanes of traffic of 
Vermont Avenue. He said a deputy told him to “Freeze, I’m gonna shoot you, I’m gonna 
kill you." Suspect Thomas placed his hands on his head and laid on the ground. 


As Suspect Thomas laid face down, a deputy placed a knee on his back, near his neck, 
which caused him pain. He could not recall which deputy placed his knee on his back. 
Suspect Thomas' back was "sore" and he had been taking Tylenol to alleviate the 
soreness while at MCJ. When he arrived at MCJ, he told the medical staff, “| had the 
pain, but | did not tell them where it came from”. He also received a “little scratch" on 
the inner portion of his arm, near his elbow when he laid on the ground. 


Suspect Thomas had back problems prior to the shooting incident, because he had 
been involved in a car accident when he was approximately 26 years old. He did not 
have any surgery performed to his back as a result of his injuries from the car accident. 


Suspect Thomas did not ingest any narcotics or alcohol prior to the shooting incident. 
He suffers from 


[Exhibit I]. 


Suspect Thomas said he is ambidextrous. He believed some people standing at the 
liquor store in the area where the shooting may have witnessed the incident. 
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WITNESS EDWARD RACHAL OSS INTERVIEW 


On March 31, 2015, OSS Detectives Nicholas Adragna and Ernesto Castaneda, 
interviewed Witness Rachal at the South Los Angeles Sheriff's Station. Detective 
Adragna advised Witness Rachal of his Miranda rights. Witness Rachal stated he 
understood his rights and agreed to speak to them without an attorney present. 


On March 20, 2015, Witness Rachal drove his "brother' named "Terrence," Suspect 
Thomas, prior to the shooting incident. Suspect Thomas sat in the front passenger 
seat of the Volvo as Witness Rachal drove. A third person, a male black adult with 
dark complexion, sat in the rear passenger seat of the Volvo. Witness Rachal did not 
know his name, and said he was a friend of Suspect Thomas. Witness Rachal drove 
the Volvo, which belonged to “ЕН Witness 


Witness Rachal drove the Volvo in the area of Budlong Avenue and 109" Street, when 
he saw a Sheriff's Department patrol car pull behind him. He saw the patrol саг red 
lights come on when he reached 106" Street. He did not stop and continued drive. At 
some point, he remembered "slowing down” in the area of 106" Street and Vermont 
Avenue. When he slowed the Volvo, Suspect Thomas opened the front passenger 
door and ran from the vehicle armed with a handgun. Witness Rachal continued 
driving the Volvo and later returned to Witness house, located at NE 
West 109' Street. Witness Rachal returned the Volvo's keys to Witness И 
and left the location with the rear passenger of the vehicle. 


Prior to the incident, Witness Rachal had smoked Methamphetamine. He was "high" 
when he drove the Volvo. He also possessed a Methamphetamine pipe. Witness 
Rachal knew his driver's license was suspended. Witness Rachal did not stop the 
Volvo when he saw the red lights of the Sheriff's patrol car because he was "high" on 
Methamphetamine, possessed a Methamphetamine pipe and his driver's license was 
suspended. His memory of the incident was somewhat unclear, because he was 
"high" on methamphetamine. 


Witness Rachal did not know Suspect Thomas possessed a firearm. Prior to Suspect 
Thomas exiting the Volvo, he told Witness Rachal he "had something on him." 
Suspect Thomas pulled something from his waist area, and opened his passenger 
door. Witness Rachal slowed, and Suspect Thomas exited. Witness Rachal saw the 
"spotlight" from the Sheriff's patrol car illuminate the black firearm Suspect Thomas 
held. 


Detective Adragna showed Witness Rachal a photograph of Suspect Thomas. 
Witness Rachal identified Suspect Thomas as "Terrence", the person he spoke of who 
had exited the Volvo with a firearm. Detective Adragna showed Witness Rachal a 
photograph of Witness J Witness Rachal identified him as MEE the 
person who owned the Volvo. 
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WITNESS НИ OSs INTERVIEW 


On March 20, 2015, Detective Nicholas Adragna and Detective Gene Takashima, 
interviewed Witness EEE the South Los Angeles Sheriff's Station. Detective 
Adragna advised Witness Eh his Miranda rights. Witness  statec 
he understood his rights, and agreed to speak to the detectives without an attorney 
present. 


Witness MN arrived home at approximately 0200 hours on Wednesday morning 
March 18, 2015. He had not left his house or driven his car since he arrived home. 


Witness MN stated if anyone had taken his vehicle, it would have been "without 
his knowledge." Witness | added on numerous occasions, “unknown 
people” entered his home and retrieved his car keys. Those people were allowed 


access to his vehicle to “smoke”, “hang out”, “sit”, and sometimes “take” his vehicle 
without his knowledge. 


Witness MM said a person named “Terrence” sat in his vehicle the night of the 
incident. Witness] stated “Terrence” was the last person һе saw in his 
vehicle, around 2100 hours. It was a “possibility” he somehow acquired the keys to the 
vehicle. He described “Terrence” as a male black adult, light complexion, 5’7” tall, 
medium build, approximately 30 years of age. 


Witness MM said, a person he treated like “family” would borrow his car on 
occasion. The person’s name was “Edward Rachal.” Witness described 
"Edward" as a male black adult, light complexion, 5'10" tall, thin build, who commonly 
had “different types of designs" cut into his hair. Witness 00 said “Edward” 
had been associated with the “112 Hoover” criminal street gang and was known by the 
moniker “Little Trigger.” Witness] had not seen “Edward” since the previous 
Saturday or Sunday. 


Witness MN stated sometime between the hours of midnight and one o'clock in 
the morning on March 20, 2015, "Edward" telephoned him and asked if he had spoken 
to “Terrence.” "Edward" sent ШИ ех! messages as well, around the same time. 


Detectives Adragna and Takashima conducted a second interview with Witness 
MU ater in the morning of March 20, 2015. Detective Adragna showed 
Witness BMW» photograph of Witness Rachal. Witness ШИЕ identified 
him as "Edward." Witness J stated the “Edward” he spoke of earlier, was the 
same “Edward” in the photograph he reviewed. 


Detective Adragna showed Witness И photograph of Suspect Thomas. 
Witness identified him as “Terrence.” Witness WWW said the 
"Terrence" he spoke of in the previous interview, was the same “Terrence” in the 
photograph. 
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ADDITIONAL INFORMATION 


Various assisting South Los Angeles Sheriff's Station personnel responded to the 
deputy involved shooting incident and wrote reports [Exhibits A, D-H] related to their 
portions of the investigation to the incident. 


A Pursuit Evaluation form [Exhibit Q] and a Foot Pursuit Evaluation form [Exhibit R] 
was completed to document the respective pursuits. The "cold line" telephone 
conversation [Exhibit M] between South Los Angeles Station Watch Commander 
Brendan Corbett and Sheriff's Communication Center (SCC) personnel, during the 
incident was transcribed. 


The South Los Angeles Sheriff's Station in-service sheet for the Early Morning shift of 
March 20, 2015, [Exhibit U] documented Deputies Quinones and Mandoyan were to 
assigned vehicle "5382" as their assigned patrol car. The Deputy Daily Worksheet 
[Exhibit V] documented Deputies Quinones and Mandoyan were assigned to vehicle 
“SD5382.” Crime Lab photographs [Exhibit T] documented Deputies Quinones and 
Mandoyan had vehicle “505282” at the shooting scene. 


On March 19, 2015, approximately two hours before the shooting incident, Field 
Sergeant Hugo Reynaga documented [Exhibit W] Deputy Quinones had been involved 
in a traffic collision with another vehicle and had been driving vehicle “SD5282” for the 
assigned shift. 
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All right, today's date is March 20", 2015. Тһе time is 0416 hours. This 
is Sergeant Chad Smeltzer, S-M-E-L-T-Z-E-R. With me | have my 
partner, could you go ahead and introduce yourself?

106'^ Street without signaling, and as it turned right, it immediately turned 
the westbound lane of 106 Street, and proceeded to accelerate, traveling 
eastbound on 106" Street. 


So it's now eastbound on 106" Street but it's in the westbound lanes of 
travel, essentially on the opposite side of the street? 


Correct. 


And just prior to doing that, it blew through a stop sign, in addition to not 
signaling... 


Right. 
...on 106... 
Yes. 


.-апа, and Budlong? Okay, so now it's accelerating, it's in the opposite 
lane of travel, going eastbound towards Vermont, and what happens next? 


The, the vehicle continued traveling eastbound, it swerved over to the 
east, east, eastbound lane on 106" Street. 


So it's essentially swerving in and out... 
Yes. 


...going between the eastbound and the westbound lanes of travel? 
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Right. Correct. And...at which point his driving pattern alerted me that 
somebody that was, that was driving of this nature was possibly under the 
influence of either drugs or alcohol. My partner then initiated the, the red 
and blue takedown lights on the rotators.... 


And they were operable, you saw them light up? 

Yes, | saw them light up.  Alerted the driver to pull over and stop, at which 
point the vehicle failed to yield and accelerated, continuing to, continuing 
to drive eastbound on 106^ Street. 

So at this point, you formed the opinion that the driver's possibly under the 
influence of some sort of alcohol or drug, your partner activates the 
forward facing red light and essentially to conduct a traffic stop and it 
continues accelerating eastbound? 

Correct. 

And then at some point do you advise over SCC that you're in pursuit? 
Yes, once, once the vehicle failed to yield, | used my handheld radio and | 
initiated emerging traffic, advising SCC and my assisting units that we 
were involved in a pursuit of a reckless DUI vehicle. 

And it's continuing east and what happens next? 

Once l initiated emergent traffic, within approximately two or three, about 
two seconds later, the vehicle locked its brakes, came to a complete stop, 
and it came, yeah it locked it's brakes came to a complete stop, 
somewhere approximately midblock of 106'^ Street. 

And did you guys have to abruptly brake to avoid... 

Yes. 


...colliding with it? 


Yes, we, we, we broke hard to avoid colliding with the vehicle and we 
began to exit our vehicle to contact the driver. 


So essentially to conduct a traffic stop? 
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Yes. So once we exit our vehicle, the, the red Volvo then reaccelerated 
and continued driving eastbound on 106" Street for approximately another 
10 to 15 yards. 


And did you get back in the vehicle, in your vehicle? 


Yes, yes, we, we reentered our vehicle and we continued to drive behind 
the vehicle. The, the red Volvo. 


And then what happened? 


Then the vehicle then came to a stop, a brief stop, and the front passenger 
exited the front passenger seat, the door, and as he exited the vehicle, he 
turned to his left, faced, made a circle and facing our direction, and at the 
same time he had his hand in his waist, his waistband area, and I, | exited 
my vehicle and | could clearly see that he had a, he was possessing a, a 
black handgun in his right...in his hand. 


When the car stopped the second time, just prior to the passenger getting 
out, from the passenger getting out, was the car straight towards Vermont 
or was it at any sort of angle when it stopped? That you remember? 

It was straight. It was straight facing Vermont. 


And so the front door opens and you see this individual step out and he, 
did he turn to his left or to his right? 


He turned to his left, his...which, which ended up facing us, once he made 
a complete left turn, left, left twist. 


So he turned towards the vehicle back towards you? 

Yes. 

And then you saw he, that he had a firearm in which hand? 

It was in his, | believe it was his left hand. 

And then what happened? 

Then he proceeded to run towards the south sidewalk of 106" Street. І, | 
moved, |, I...after | observing him with the firearm and | seen him run on, 
towards the sidewalk, | ran...l immediately alerted my partner that the 


suspect was armed, then | ran towards the south sidewalk and | stayed 
parallel to my partner and maintained visual on him, and also, also on the 
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suspect, and once the suspect ran approximately five feet, five to ten feet, 
he then turned towards his left and, and I can clearly see the firearm in his 
left hand again. | ordered him to stop, stop, and drop the gun, he 
proceeded to, he proceeded to run eastbound on 106" Street. As the, as 
the suspect exited the vehicle, the red Volvo then accelerated and drove 
towards, and left the location at a high rate of speed towards Vermont. 


So, it's essentially the front passenger armed with the firearm, after he 
exits, turns towards you, then, then runs west to the south side or, excuse 
me, runs south to the south sidewalk, continues east. Is, essentially, this 
Volvo paralleling him and, but then eventually passing him? 

Yes. 

'Cause it's faster, obviously, than he can run? 

Yes. 

And then at that point the suspect turns again towards his left... 

Right. 

...some point towards you? 

And so I, | began to run towards the suspect's direction and maintaining a 
visual on him, as he neared the end of Vermont Avenue, he, he turned 
again towards me with his left, towards his left, at that point | believe that 
he was gonna turn around and engage me with the firearm, that's when | 
engaged him and | fired two shots from my handgun, and | assessed the 
situation, and at that point my partner entered our vehicle and he drove in 
the suspect's direction, where he was running, which was southbound on 
Vermont. 

So you, you think essentially, approximately, when you fired, based off of 
the suspect's actions of, of engaging you with his firearm, you fired your 
firearm, the suspect was essentially at that corner of Vermont and 106? 
He was near...yeah. 

Approximately? 


Approximately, yeah. 


And beginning to make that turn south? 
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Right, he was, 1, | would say probably, he was a little closer west, he was а 
little west of it, he wasn't quite in the corner. 


So not quite ready to make that corner turn to head south? 
Right, he was still just west of Vermont on 106" Street. 


So you fired your, your gun two times, and then what does the suspect 
do? 


Suspect, he jerked backwards, so, in my direction, and then proceeded to 
run southbound towards Vermont Avenue, at which point | briefly lost sight 
of him. 


And you continued to follow him towards Vermont and he turns south and 
then you eventually reach Vermont and turn south as well? 


Yes. 

And then what happens? 

Then the sus-, |, the suspect continued running southbound on Vermont, | 
saw my partner driving his vehicle southbound, passing the suspect and 
he pulled into a driveway, approximately 20 yards ahead of him. 

This is your partner? 

Yeah, my partner, Deputy Quinones. This, during this time I’m relaying, 
l'm still on the radio relaying emerging traffic to my assisting units, advising 
them of the suspect's whereabouts and also advising them of the red 


Volvo that fled the location. 


And then | think you may have already said this but you also advised that 
you had fired your weapon over the radio? 


Yes. Yes, | advised that | was involved in a shooting and that we were, 
there was a suspect that was on foot, there was an armed suspect that 
was running in the direction of southbound on Vermont from 106" Street. 


So then your partner continues to follow him and you had sight of your 
partner during the entire time? 


Yes. 
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Correct? And, and then your partner follows alongside of the suspect's 
southbound on Vermont, passes the suspect somewhat, and then stops 
his vehicle... 


Right. 
And, and then you continue following the suspect? 


Right. The suspect, once, once the suspect sees my partner's car, he 
turns around and doubles back towards northbound on Vermont in my 
direction. As soon as the suspect saw me, that | was, | was, | was behind 
him, he then ran eastbound across Vermont Avenue and he made it 
through the, past the center median, at which point myself and my partner 
continued on foot behind him and where we detained him at gunpoint and 
where he ultimately gave up, raised his hands, and then gave up. My 
partner then took him into custody but I was still on the radio advising my 
assisting units of the, that we had the suspect detained and we're taking 
him into custody and | had my units look for the vehicle. 


And then did you advise, as this was happening simultaneously, the 
direction that the vehicle was last seen traveling? 


Yes, | saw the vehicle turning westbound on 107" Street and | advised my 
assisting units to start checking the area of Budlong Avenue, which is a 
street that, that, that was the next west street in the direction that the 
suspect vehicle was traveling. 


And, and then, at some point, moments later, the suspect surrenders and 
is taken into custody by your partner and, and yourself? 


Yes. 


Thank you. Going off tape. 


End of interview. 
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Adragna: Going to be going back on tape. Again this is Detective Adragna and 
Detective Takashima, Deputy Mandoyan. It is approximately 9:00 in the 
morning, March 20% on Friday. Going to be doing a photographic mug 
show up. Deputy Mandoyan, I’m going to read you an advisement and 
we'll go from there. You'll be asked to look at a group of photographs. 
The fact that the photographs are shown to you should not influence your 
judgment.

Mandoyan: Yes. 

Adragna: So lm going to have you sign that in a minute. Actually, I'll just have you 
sign it now. And so, subsequent to that advisement I’m going to show 
this group of photos and you can tell me if you recognize anyone in that 
list of photos that was in that vehicle. 

Mandoyan: Yes. 

Adragna: Апа who do you recognize? 

Mandoyan: | recognize the male black wearing a blue shirt and number five. 

Adragna: | Who was he in the vehicle? 

Mandoyan: He was the driver. Although in this picture he doesn't have, he had 
designs on the right side of his hair and in this picture he doesn't have it. 
But | was able to get a clear look at him as he drove right past us оп 107" 


Street. 


Adragna: And that was basically the initial start of this incident when you guys first 
saw the car? 


Mandoyan: Yes. 


Adragna: They almost collided with you, you got a good look at the driver? 
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Mandoyan: Yes. 

Adragna: lm just going to have you circle that picture and then just underneath it put 
your initials. And then I'm gonna have you just write actually I'll just write 
photograph five on here that you identified. Going to be going off tape.

The review includes your 
performance before and after the shooting. My last name is spelled 
Smeltzer, S-M-E-L-T-Z-E-R. 

I'm Sergeant Brian Godwin, G-O-D-W-I-N. 


And Deputy Mandoyan, if you could just spell your last name since you've 
already introduced yourself? 


It's M-A-N-D-O-Y-A-N. 

Leslie Wilcox, W-I-L-C-O-X, for ALADS. 

And Deputy Mandoyan, do you also go by Carl? 
Yes, sir. 

And what is your employee number? 


And prior to this interview, | provided you with an Admonition of Rights 
Force Shooting Investigation Form. Did you have an opportunity to read 
the form? 


Yes, | did. 
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Do you have any questions regarding the form? 

No, sir. 

All right. And I’m looking at the form and | see that you answered the two 
questions as "Yes" and placed your initials next to the answers. Is that 
correct?

One was your transcript regarding your IAB 
retrieval of your firearm, and two transcripts were related to your OSS 
interviews. Have you had an opportunity to review the transcripts? 


Yes, sir. 


And | also provided you a copy of your supplemental report. Have you 
had an opportunity to review that report? 


Yes, sir. 


And do the...does the content of the transcripts appear accurate as to what 
you recall during the interviews? 


Yes. 


And does the content of your supplemental report appear accurate as to 
the facts of the incident as you knew them at the time you wrote the 
report? 


Yes, sir. 


| also have some video footage related to the incident that we will review 
at some point during the interview. | will first conduct the interview, and 
then | will provide you an opportunity to review the video footage, and to 
provide additional statements. Do you understand that? 
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Yes, sir. 


Tell me about your Department history, starting with your academy class 
going up to where you're currently assigned. 


Гуе been with the Sheriff s Department since 2000. | started out with, as 
a reserve of the Department, and assigned to Lennox Station. | was a 
reserve for six years then | became...applied to be full-time with the 
Sheriff s Department in October of 2006, at which point, | was assigned to 
Inmate Reception Center from October, 2006 to February of 2007, at 
which point | was assigned to West Hollywood Sheriff Station from 
February, 2007 to February of 2013, at which point | transferred to South 
Los Angeles Sheriff's Station from February, 2013 to currently where I’m at 
now. 

And what academy class did you attend? 

| went to El Camino Reserve Academy, and also Rio Hondo. 

So you did not attend a Sheriff's Department... 

Right right. 

And at the Rio Hondo Academy, did they go by class numbers or...? 

That rate is Module D Class 10, which gave us our full certificate. 


And so what station did you receive your field training at? As far as when 
you were a sworn member? 


West Hollywood. 

And who were your Field Training Officers at West Hollywood? 
George Semenez and Greg Taylor. 

Do you know the spelling on Semenez? 

S-E-M-E-N-E-Z. 

All right. And Taylor? 
T-A-Y-L-O-R. 


What was his first name? 
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Greg. 
Thank you. 
Allright. And have you been in any prior shooting, prior to this one on 


March 20%, 2015? 

Yes, | have, sir. 

And how many have you been involved in?

Prior to the shooting on March 20", 2015, how many hours of sleep did 
you have prior to the incident?

And what was your, what's your height and weight? 

| am 5'9 7” and | weigh 178 pounds. 

And were you working with a partner on that shift for March 20", 2015? 
Yes, | was. 


And who was that? 
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It was Deputy Chris Quinones. 
All right. And who was driving that night? 

Deputy Quinones was. 

And how long had you worked with Deputy Quinones prior to this incident? 
Hours or times? 


Whatever you have a better recollection of. 


That was the first time l've ever worked with him, and our shift started at 
9:00 p.m. that evening. 


So you had not been regular partners prior to that? 
That's correct. 


Were you scheduled to be, or are you currently scheduled to be regular 
partners, or was that just...? 


No, sir, just...| think his partner was out that day. 
And on March 20", 2015, were you the bookman? 
Yes, sir. 


All right and what, what is your understanding of what the responsibilities 
of the bookman are? 


Bookman, you're the bookman, you write the reports, you run plates, 
provide support to the driver, and.... 


Do, does...and | do recognize that every station and every two-person car 
may handle things a little bit differently, but what, at South L.A., what is 
your understanding of the bookman as far as who handles the radio, 
generally? Is it the driver, or is it the bookman? 


It's...predominantly, its mainly the bookman. Yeah, the bookman 
handles the radio if he's for some reason incap-, unable to do it, then of 
course the driver will have to do it. But yeah, it's predominantly the 
bookman's responsibility, because the driver will be occupied with driving 
and keeping his eye on the road and the vehicle.

And prior to this incident, did you have an opportunity to discuss tactics 
with Deputy Quinones, like at the start of the shift? 


No, sir. 


Did you have any conversation with him as far as expectations of each 
other as far as, you know, roles for the night in the car? 


We pretty much...we've trained the same way, we work the same 
way, SO we...everybody in our station for the most part knows what the 
responsibilities of roles are, each partner has, with the bookman and 
driver.

Now when you say rear passenger, did it appear he was more to the left or 
the right, or could you tell?

Did it appear that the Volvo; the driver of the Volvo was maneuvering the 
car well? 


No, no. When he turned right at a high rate of speed, his vehicle came 
out really wide which led him into the westbound lanes. He actually made 
an abrupt right turn, causing his tires to screech. He didn't apply the 
brakes. lt was an abrupt right-hand turn on 106", eastbound. And once 
he made that abrupt turn, from the northbound lane, and he immediately, 
once he turned right, he came really wide into the westbound lane and 
accelerated, still staying in the westbound lane.

In your OSS interview, in the area of page 5, you stated that you initiated 
the vehicle pursuit radio traffic on your handheld radio. Is that correct? 


That's correct. 
And was there a reason why you chose your handheld over the car radio? 


Yes. |t was, it was оп my lapel, my mic, that's, that's how I’m trained, 
that's how | always do it. 


And why did you choose the handheld over the patrol car radio? 


It's just a habit. That's how I trained, sir. And my radio was operative, 


and | had tested it before shift. 


When you began your broadcast on your portable radio, did that, did you 
get any feedback or distortion from the car radio?

| started to. | advised that we were in pursuit of a reckless DUI vehicle, 
and at which point | was going to put out the rest of the information that's 
required by our Department policy, at which point, at that point, the red 
Volvo slammed his brakes and came to an abrupt stop. And on the radio, 
І said hold on, and | let go of the microphone at that point. 

Now was that the first time the vehicle stopped abruptly? 

Yes, sir. 

And what is the speed limit on Budlong between 106 and 107? 
Twenty-five miles an hour. 

And what is the speed limit on 106 between Budlong and Vermont? 
Twenty-five miles an hour. 

Are those streets residential? 

Yes, sir. 

Did the Volvo speed exceed 20 miles an hour over the speed limit? 

Yes, sir. 


By how much? 


Twenty miles? Ра say, | was guessing that there was...he was driving 
about 40 or 45 miles an hour.

What direction was his waistband area? 


In his waistband, right, and he came out, was instantly right there. 


So let’s be specific. 
area? 


Was his hand actually in his waistband, or just in the 


Just in the area of his waistband. 


What direction was he facing when he had his hand in that waistband 
area? 


When, when he exited the vehicle, he...normally, when somebody exits 
the vehicle, they go to their right and head to the right. This time, when 
he exited the vehicle, he got out and he turned to his left, in our direction. 
At which point, somehow | thought he might have gotten stuck on the 
seatbelt, ‘cause just the way he kind of turned his body. And when he 
turned his body towards us, that's when | was able to see his hand and | 
was also, | was able to clearly see the firearm that was in his hand. 


So, and | just want to be very clear on this. So let’s say he’s sitting in the 
passenger seat of the car and he exits, and he’s facing the front of the car, 
as if he was sitting in it. When he turned, did he turn maybe 90 degrees 
towards his car, or did he turn basically 180 degrees back towards you? 


It's somewhere between 90 and 180. Because, | just thought, that’s why | 
thought somehow he might have gotten stuck on the seatbelt or whatnot, 
because when he got out, there was like a brief pause where he turned his 
body in our direction. And then, and then he, then he fled towards the 
side, the south sidewalk. 


In your, in your OSS interview, it appeared that you started to say that the 
suspect held the handgun in his right hand and he exited the car, but then 
you said hand. And let me....

Yeah, and then | wanna, let me point that out specifically 'cause it's 
something that | wanted to clear up. So I'm looking at page 6 of your 


interview by Deputy, or Detective Adragna, and if you look kind of up to the 


top half of the page here. Let me start the sentence. Basically, well 
basically, it's a long sentence, but l'Il start right here. It says he was 
possessing a, a black handgun in his right, and then you stalled in there, 
and then it said in his hand. Can you clarify was that, his right hand or 
was it in the left hand? 


It was in his left hand. Yeah. 


How much distance separated you and the suspect when he exited the 
Volvo? 


| would say a car and a half, maybe. Acar, car and a half. 

Did you have any cover or concealment when he exited the Volvo? 

My door. 

And where was he specifically when he turned to the left? And what | 
mean by that was he still in the street right next to the car? Was he on 


the sidewalk or the grass? 


He was still, he was still in the street, next to the car. 
when he first exited the vehicle? 


Do you mean that 


Yeah. 

Yeah. 

Well when you saw him make that turn. 
Yeah. 

The left turn? 

Yeah. 

Yes. 


When the suspect exited the Volvo, did he say anything? 
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No, sir. 

Did you say anything to him when he first exited? 

No, I, | immediately told my partner that he was armed. | said he's 417. 
And did your partner respond to you when you said that? 

| didn't hear him. 

When the suspect ran from you and you began to chase the suspect, did 
you communicate with your partner? Апа l'm not talking about when you 


first saw the gun, I’m talking about now you're starting to chase him. Did 
you say anything to your partner at that point? 


No, | didn't say anything to him, but | was able to...| know | was parallel to 
him and | was able to see, see the radio car with the lights on still to 
my...in my peripheral vision. And as soon as the suspect ran, | noticed 
that the red Volvo simultaneously fled eastbound in that direction towards 
Vermont. 

And was this a tactic that you had discussed with Quinones at any point? 
And what | mean by that, a tactic as far as you running after the suspect 
and then him paralleling or following you in the patrol car? 

No, not before the shift, sir. 

In your OSS interview, you stated the suspect ran five to 10 feet and then 
he turned towards you and you saw a handgun in his left hand. Is that 
correct? 

Yes. 

Describe the moment when you saw the suspect's gun. 


When he exited the vehicle? 


No, no, I'm talking about, so we're...he's running now and at some point 
you said that he had turned. 


Right. 
Some sort of turn where you could see.... 


Right, initially when he first came out and now we're on the sidewalk as 
you ran...as he, he ran, he, he, he looked back. He kind of looked, turned 
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his head, looked back and the firearm was, was low to his left thigh. That 
was the first time that...not the first time | saw the gun, but that's, that's the 
first time he kind of turned and looked in my direction and he continued 
running. 


Let me...how...now how many times did you see the gun? And let me, let 
me lay this out a little bit. So you saw the gun when he first exited 
the...his car, the Volvo, correct? 


Right. 


And then as you're chasing him, you see him look back and you see the 
gun again, correct? 

Right. He, he made...he kept the gun in his hand. The gun was in his 
hand. 


And then you said that was down near his thigh area? 


Yeah, he had it...yeah, literally his, it was in his hand as he was running, it 
was...he kept it low. 


And then is there a third occasion that you see the gun again? 


| never not see the gun. | mean he had it and once he...as he 
approached closer to Vermont, he, he distanced himself a little further from 
me. Atthat point, that's when he bladed his body, his upper body and, 
and his head and | could see his hand coming up, at which point | could 
see my partner driving in that direction and | was behind him. As soon as 
| saw him turning to blade his body in my direction while as he ran, his 
upper body of course, that’s when | felt that he was gonna engage me and 
my partner and that's when | engaged him twice. | fired in his direction 
and | reassessed and he continued running southbound on Vermont. 


At some point did you order the suspect to stop? 
Yes. 

Do you recall what you said specifically? 

| said, “Let me see your hands. Drop the gun.” 


Was that prior to the shooting? 


Yeah. 
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Did the suspect say anything to you? 

No, sir. 

Did he acknowledge you in any way? 

No, sir. 

When you chase the suspect, did you consider yourself in foot pursuit? 


Initially, | was. 1, | mean | wanted to stay peripheral with my partner, but 
also maintain observation on him to where he was going for containment 
purposes. Our focus at that point became the suspect, the armed 
suspect reaching the idea that he was more of a threat to the community 
at that point had he entered somebody's yard or, or residence. So we 
focused our attention on him. But as far as, my goal was to follow him to 
contain him, to try to keep a distance. | never, | never actively engaged to 
catch him, | just wanted to follow him to a distance where | can make an 
observation on him. 


When you chased the suspect, did you have an opportunity to broadcast a 
foot pursuit? 


Yes, | did. 
At what point did you do that? 
After | was involved in the shooting. 


It all happened really fast. 


As you ran after the suspect, do you recall, did you follow him on the 
sidewalk, the street, the grass? 


On the sidewalk. 


When the suspect exited the Volvo and you saw the firearm and then he 
ran, why did you choose to run after an armed suspect? 


To, like I said, I, I, at that point | prioritized my focus on the armed suspect. 
| deemed that he was more of an imminent threat to the community, at that 
point. | wanted to make sure that | can see where he was going and 
maintain observation on him. 


Do you think you were acting independently, independently from your 
partner? 


No, sir. 
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Did you consider it partner splitting when you ran after the suspect and 
your partner monitored from the patrol car? 


No, sir. We maintained visual on each other the entire time. 1f we 
weren't parallel to each other, we were, we were...we saw each other the 
entire time. We were...each one of us were. 


Were you able to utilize any cover or concealment as you ran after the 
suspect? 


Initially, when | was оп the sidewalk, I, | got on the sidewalk and then | . 
started running along...l was gonna...! started positioning myself close to 
the parked cars just in case, using the parked vehicles for our 
concealment, but | don't remember if there were that many parked cars. 
There was a mouth of the alley but | was already past it. So I didn't think 
about it and | was trying to find a parked car closer to the northern 
sidewalk. 


га like to draw your attention to page 7 of your, your interview transcript. 
And l'd like you to clarify something. Basically, you said the suspect turns 
to the left and then Adragna said and then you, you said something and 
then replies the right. So did he turn to his left or his right? 

He turned to his left. 

So then, and let me...I want to point it out to you. 


Oh, | said right, like.... 


So Adragna says, and then at that point, the suspect turns again towards 
his left and then you said right. 


Right, meaning correct. 

| just want to make sure. 

Where's your lawyer when you need? 

When the suspect turned toward you and you fired your gun at him, what 
exactly was the suspect doing? Describe his actions as far as what, what 
made you shoot at the suspect. 

As he, as he...well as he ran, like | said, he, he maintained the weapon in 


his lower, at his low thigh area on his left hand. As he was approaching 
Vermont, his entire upper body started turning towards me and as he 
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turned, my partner was | believe coming up somewhat parallel to me and a 
little closer to him. As he, as he started turning, once he looked back, | 
noticed that the firearm started to rise. At that point | thought he was 
either gonna engage me or my partner and | was quite a distance behind 
him. That's when | felt that he was gonna fire on me or fire my partner. 
That's when | engaged him. 

Do you feel that he was aiming at you? 


He, he was possibly...yeah, he was aiming in the direction of me and my 
partner. 


And did he, at that moment did he have one or two hands on the gun? 
He had one hand. 

And it was just his left? 

Left, yes, sir. 


Did you see, at that moment, did you see the suspect holding anything 
else in his either, in his left hand or in his right hand? 


No, sir. 

At any point did you see the suspect holding a wallet? 

No, sir. 

When you shot at the suspect, were you aware of your backdrop? 

Yes, sir. 

And what was your backdrop? 

Well you got...it was, it was past midnight and there was a large white 
brick building across from Vermont and | noticed that there was no 
pedestrian traffic and | knew that all the businesses were closed and there 


was hardly...there was really minimal to none vehicle traffic on Vermont. 


Did you see any passing cars in the background (talking over) when the 
shooting occurred? 


I did not. 
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When you shot at the suspect, did you have an opportunity to use your 
handgun sights? 


l...yes, my front sight. 

Did you have an opportunity to line your sights up from the rear? 

No, sir, I, |...it was, it was quick. Once he turned, once he turned, | raised 
my firearm and | engaged him twice. 1, | tried to line him up with my front 

sight. 

What made you stop shooting at the suspect? 

Once | fire at him twice, he turned his body and continued to run. At that 

point, | didn't feel that he was a threat to me anymore, or my partner. 


That's when | disengaged and I, and | continued following him. 


And did you have a flashlight in your hand when you shot at the suspect? 


No. 
You did not? 
No. Ihada, | had a flashlight on my weapon. 


Did you illuminate the suspect as you shot at him? 


Yes, ‘cause l...when | squeeze the, the butt of my firearm, my light comes 
on automatically. Yeah, | had the light in his direction. 


Now that night there was a small flashlight found out on 106" right near 
the corner, was that your flashlight? 


Yes, sir. 


And so what, what's your explanation as far as how that ended up on the 
ground? 


It fell out of my sap pocket. | usually carry my light on my sap pocket and 
it fell out while | was running. 


So | just want to be very clear. When, when you exited the car and you 
started to run after the suspect, you didn’t have your flashlight in your hand 
at all? 


That's correct. 
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And so your handgun had a tactical light mounted to it? 
Yes, sir. 
And do you feel that that helped you at all in this incident? 


| don't, | don't remember. | was able to...l knew that | was able to see the 
suspect and | was able to line up my front sight as quickly as possible. 


Do you re-, specifically recall activating the tactical light? 
| dont...again, it was...| was focused on my front sight and the light was 


on, you know, | don't remember. 1 know | do, | know | did ‘cause that's 
how | trained with it and my light automatically comes on when |, when | 


grip it. 

When you shot at the suspect, were you running as you shot at him? 
Yes. 

Have you trained to do that? 

Yes. 

Where did you train to do that? 

Wayside and | do tactical training at other places when | train. 


Did you receive like Department training on like chasing after and running 
after and shooting? 


No. 

Or was this something you'd done on your own time? 

Something that I've done оп my own. Usually | plan on either, you know, 
approaching vehicles and somebody abruptly turns on me, so | try to think 
of any scenario possible that | would be ready for in case it does happen 
as far as engaging and disengaging and whatnot. 

So you, so you practiced this type of tactic before on your own? 


Yes. 


Do you feel comfortable shooting as you're running after a suspect? 
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l...yeah. 
In this situation, did you feel comfortable? 
| felt, | felt comfortable. 


What was the distance between you and the suspect when you shot at 
him? 


Actually, you know, I’m sorry just to go back. | know when 
l...when...yeah, yeah, | was running. | was trying to think if 1...1 know | 
slowed down and | started slowing down just, you know, ‘cause once | 
drew it and | ran, slowed down and fired and...yeah. 

So just to be very clear.... 

No, no, | was running, | was running, yeah. 

You were moving? 

Right, right. 

And going back to the.... 

(Talking over) like everything. 


No problem. So going back to the question | had just asked, what was 
the distance between you and the suspect when you shot at him? 


| would say maybe between 10 and 15 yards. | mean it could be a little, a 
little...| can't really estimate, but yeah, it was right around in that ballpark. 


What was the lighting like at the time of the shooting? 

Street lighting. 

Do you? (Talking over) Go ahead. 

Street lighting. | know...yeah, it was just mainly street lighting. | know 
that there was a liquor store across the way that's got bright lights, so 


l...yeah. 


You...was, was, was the suspect illuminated good enough that you could 
see everything and...? 
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Yes. 

Where was your partner located when you shot at the suspect? 

| remember him in the corner of my eye. He was, he was, he was driving. 
He was a little, a little bit ahead of me and behind the suspect, | believe, 


on, on 106" approaching Vermont. 


So your recollection is he was slightly ahead of you? Your part-, your 
partner? 


Yes. He was, he was, he was in our vehicle and as | was running and 
you see that he had just started driving towards the direction of the 
suspect. 


All right and did you have any issues or concerns with where your partner 
was located when you shot at the suspect? 


No, sir, ‘cause | knew that my partner was parallel to me or he's behind me 
at that time. Or yeah. But yeah, he was never in the line of...he was 
never in, in the line of fire with me. 

What, what did the suspect do when you shot at him? 

Nothing. He kept running. 

Did he say anything? 

No. 

Did he drop anything? 

No, sir. 


Did he throw anything? 


| didn't see it. He continued running southbound on Vermont where I 
momentarily lost sight of him. 


And going back to your flashlight, you said you, you keep that in your sap 
pocket, which sap pocket, left or right? 


Right. 


Did you actually feel it fall out or you're just asssuming? 
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Oh yeah, | felt it, | felt it fall. | knew when it fell out ‘cause | came back to 
look for it and | noticed that it was there and | left it alone ‘cause I’ve 
always been told you don't touch anything from the crime scene, so.... 


At any point do you think the suspect had an advantage over you since 
you were pursuing him, chasing him? 


No, he never had the upper hand, but had, had he turned and fired, I’m 
sure anything could've happened, but.... 


Did you have any concerns about running with your firearm out of the 
holster? 


No. 


And when you shot at the suspect, how close was he to the corner of 
Vermont? And obviously you're on 106". 
| know he was approaching Vermont. He was west of Vermont. 


Do you have any idea or estimate of how close he was to rounding that 
corner? 


NO, sir. 


On page 8 of your OSS interview transcript, you stated the suspect jerked 
backward, is that correct? 


Yes. 

And what did you mean by jerked backwards? 

Actually yeah, | don't...when | fired the second, when | fired the second 
shot, | kind of felt (INAUDIBLE). | thought I еі... appeared that he kind 
of jerked backwards and that's when I, | thought | struck him. At that 
point, | thought that my second round hit him. Yeah. 

You're making a movement of your head (talking over) jerking back. 
Right. 


So was it his...just his head or was it his (talking over)? 


(Talking over) his upper body. 
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So when you saw that action from him, you thought you had struck the 
suspect? 


Yes. 
And then when he jerked backwards, then what happened? 
Then he continued running. 


And in your previous interview, you had mentioned that you lost sight of 
the suspect for a bit of time. Is that correct? 


Yeah, for...until | made, until | got on Vermont myself. 


So where...l'd like to just try and pin down, where did you lose sight of him 
and then where did you reacquire him? 


He went...as soon as he turned southbound on Vermont, I'm trying to think 
ІНІ, | can see his figure ‘cause І, I’m trying to... think there's like a chain 
link fence or a wrought iron gate on that corner 'cause there was nothing 
really solid. | was, | was...! lost sight of his physical, but | can see his 
appearance as he kind of ran southbound. 


Like a shadow? 


Yeah, like a sha-, yeah. I’m trying to...| don't remember. l'm trying to 
think if it was a wrought iron gate or a chain link fence as soon as he 
turned, but | remember knowing where he was and then once | made it to 
Vermont, | would say maybe a few seconds, three to four seconds, if that, 
maybe a little more or less. | don’t...| can't estimate that, but yeah, there 
was like a split, like a short period where once he turned the corner and 
then he...my...then that's when | lost sight of, but | knew, somehow | just 
knew where he was. 


So the, the fence at that corner, your recollection is the type of fence, 
whether it'd be chain link or, excuse me, or wrought iron that you could 
see through, correct? 


Yes. 


And so when you reacquired or saw him again after those three or four 
seconds, where was he positioned at that point? 


He was still on the...he was on the west sidewalk running southbound on 
Vermont towards 107. He was about, now at this point he was probably 
about like close to half a block south of where my location was. 
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Describe what your partner did after the shooting occurred. 


My, my partner drove...l maintained observation on my partner. He drove 
southbound on Vermont and, and as he, he passed the suspect in the 
vehicle and then at some point once he passed him, |, | guess somewhere 
about mid-block Vermont between 107" and 106^, he positioned his 
vehicle in a southwestern position and he exited the vehicle and he stood 
by. He came out by his vehicle and then he drew his firearm on the 
suspect. 


Did you continue to chase the suspect after you shot at him? 

Yes. 

And did you...were you concerned about a crossfire situation with your, 
your partner being out ahead of the suspect and then you being on the 
back end of the suspect? 

Well my partner wasn't quite on the sidewalk. We're kind of positioned 
this way. At that point, | wasn't concerned about it ‘cause | knew my 
partner stayed by the vehicle and | was on the sidewalk. 

So.... 

We weren't, we weren't like face to face. We were at actually at an angle 
to a point where...this way. | guess | was here and my partner was іп a 
southwestern position. 

And since the recorder can't obviously see what you're describing with 
your hand, l'Il...you just correct me if I’m wrong. So basically you're on 
the south...on the sidewalk... 


Running southbound. 


...funning southbound on Vermont and the suspect is on the sidewalk 
also? 


Yes, in front...in my direction. 
And then your partner positions the car.... 
Southwestern position. 


And is he standing on the sidewalk or is he out in street area? 
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He, he’s by the...he’s in the street area near his vehicle by the door. 


So he wasn't on the sidewalk where you guys would end up in a face to 
face situation. 


Correct. 


Is there anything you could've done to prevent the shooting from 
occurring? 


No, sir. 


Where were you positioned when you broadcast that you had been 
involved in a shooting? 


| was approaching Vermont. | was, | was approaching Vermont, and 
actually | had just gotten on Vermont. | mean I started on 106^, and | was 
like approaching Vermont and then | continued broadcasting it as | was 
running on Vermont. 

So right in the area of that corner and then you continued southbound... 
Yes, sir. 

...aS you were putting out the broadcast? 

Yes, sir. 


And where was the suspect when you were broadcasting that information? 


He was running southbound, he was about, he was about maybe half a 
block, maybe a little less than that south of me. 


And was your partner following the suspect in the car as you broadcast 
that shooting information? 


Yes. 
And how was the suspect taken into custody? 


When the suspect at that...once my partner took a southwestern position 
on Vermont, suspect then turned around and began running my direction 
for probably maybe like 10 or 15 feet. Atthat point, | ordered him, let me 
see your hands, let me see your hands. As soon as he looked in my 
direction, he immediately ran eastbound across Vermont. Then myself 
and my partner followed him or chased him across Vermont. There was 
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no vehicle traffic. As soon as he crossed the center median on the east 
side of Vermont, at which point we detained him at gunpoint where he 
raised his hands and proned himself out. As we detained him, Deputy 
Quinones took him into custody. 


And | want to...you had said and | just want to make sure that I’m clear on 
this. Going back to where your partner was positioned, you said 
southwest and | want to be sure. So if, if we use the north south sidewalk 
on the west side of Vermont and your partner is out slightly in the street, 
would he be southwest or southeast? 

The vehicle or.... 

Where he was located with the vehicle. 

Southwest. He was, he was next to, he was near his driver's side door or 
right at the fender area when, when |...when he contacted him, when he 
first pulled up. 

So if...we're talking about the west sidewalk on Vermont, correct? 


Yes. 


So was your partner's vehicle on the west side of the sidewalk or the east 
side of the sidewalk? 


Oh, on the west side of the sidewalk. 

So he.... 

Oh, no, you mean like the vehicle on the sidewalk itself? 
Yeah. 


| don't remember if it was on the sidewalk itself, but | know, | remember it 
being facing southwestern position. | don't (talking over). 


Other cars facing south? 


Right, right. | don't know if he got on the driveway. 1 don’t know how far 
on the sidewalk he was or if he, even if he was on the sidewalk. 

Honestly, | don't recall that. | just remember that his vehicle was facing 
the southwestern position. 
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And that's what | want to clarify. So the vehicle was facing in a southwest 
position, but where was your partner? Would he have been (talking 
over)? Would he have been east or west of the sidewalk on Vermont 
there? 

Oh, he was, he was east of the sidewalk. 

That's what l.... 

I’m sorry, yeah. 


| just want to make sure that | was clear (talking over). 


Yeah, yeah. Мо, he was not...| never saw my partner on the sidewalk. 
He, he maintained his...yeah, he was east of the sidewalk. 


And Deputy Quinones was the one that handcuffed the suspect? 
Yes, sir. 

Was any force used on the suspect as he was handcuffed? 

No, sir. 


Did you or your partner place a knee on the sus-, on the suspect's back 
during the handcuffing? 


No, sir. 

Nobody placed a knee on him? 

No. 

Did the suspect resist the handcuffing at all? 

No. 

Did he complain of any pain? 

Not to my knowledge, sir, no. 

After the suspect was handcuffed, did you talk to him? 
No. 


Did you inspect the suspect for injuries to see if he'd been shot? 
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My partner did. | was, | was...once he was taken into custody, | 
was...yeah, | was, | was putting out radio traffic. We had like one other 
unit in the field. We're very shorthanded, so at that point I, | took over the 
radio and | was broadcasting the information out. 

And did the suspect say he had been injured? Did he tell you that? 

No. ldidn't speak with him. My partner dealt with him. 

And what, what happened with the suspect once he was handcuffed? 
| believe he was escorted to a patrol vehicle. 

Who escorted him? 

My partner. 

And were you with your partner during that escort? 

| wasn't with him. | was right there in the area. Yeah, | was... 

In the general vicinity? 

In the general vicinity right. | was, | was putting out radio traffic trying to 
get units to secure the crime scene, try to get somebody to, to start a 


command post and putting out the last seen direction of the red Volvo. 


And when he was, when the suspect was, where was he located after that 
escort? Was he.... 


The last time, the time | saw him afterwards was in the backseat of a, a 
patrol vehicle. 


Of your patrol car or somebody else's? 


Somebody else's. | believe it was Deputy Keffers. | don't know if he 
was placed in ours first or and then | don't, | don't, | don't...because | went 
back to the scene as soon as he was, he was secured. | went back to 
106" and Vermont and that's when everybody else got there and | was 
like, | advised my sergeant what happened. 


When the suspect was taken into custody did you direct any profanity to 
the suspect? 


No. 
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Did your partner direct any profanity towards the suspect? 
No, sir. 

At any point did you threaten to kill the suspect? 

No. 

Did your partner threaten to kill the suspect? 

No. 


And, and when he was handcuffed, be very clear, was he handcuffed in 
the median or in lanes of traffic? 


In the #1 lane of, of the south, of the northbound lanes. 
Northbound Vermont? 

Yes. 

And at any point did he say anything about the handgun? 
Not to me. 

And.... 

| had no other contact with him after that incident. 


Did he, | know | asked you earlier if you saw him holding a wallet, did he 
ever say anything about a wallet to you? 


No he told another deputy 

Do you know who that was? 

| believe it was my partner or Deputy Keffer. Because | asked him, | said 
hey, wait a minute, what did he say? | asked him what he did with the gun 
and then initially he said, oh | got a, | had a wallet. So. 

And did you ever see the suspect throw the handgun? 


No, sir. 


Did a sergeant respond to the scene? 
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Yes. 
And who was that? 
It was Sergeant Reynaga and Boldon. 


Note: Sergeant Bolder was assigned to the shift at the time of the 
shooting. 


They both responded? 

Yeah. 

Did you tell one or both of them basically give them like a safety statement 
as far as the weapon, a public safety statement as far as what had 
happened? 

A, a very short synopsis. 

And who was that to?

Where did you, where did you have your PR-24? 

In the trunk. 

In the trunk of...okay.

And at the time of the shooting did you have a Taser on you? 

Yes. 

And did you ever have the opportunity to use a Taser during this?

And why is that?

At, during the foot pursuit did the suspect ever enter the building, enter a 
building?

And did you ever lose communication with SCC?

And what kind of tactical light do you have on your, your handgun? 
Surefire X300. 


What I'd like to do now is | need to advise you, give you an advisement 
and then after that | have two video clips that | would like to show you and 
then what we'll do is we'll come back on tape and, and after you view that 
video if there's anything that you want to provide additional commentary or 
related to what you've seen. Okay, you are about to be shown a video of 
the incident. This may assist the Department in obtaining a more 
thorough representation of what occurred in that you can provide 
additional comments and/or address any discrepancies or omissions. It 
will also allow the reconciling of discrepancies between your initial 
statement and the video so that your actions can be properly evaluated 
and assessed. With this in mind, please be advised the following 
limitations of video. Video cameras generally record only a portion of an 
incident and lack the contents, the context of the event. A video is a two- 
dimensional representation of an incident from a particular perspective and 
tends to distort distance and other factors associated with depth of field. 
In general, a video does not faithfully record light levels and does not 
represent what a human being in the incident would perceive. A video 
does not present the incident as viewed through a human's eyes. 
Differences between human and mechanical processing of information 
prevents a video from exactly matching what a person sees and hears 
during a critical confrontation. These differences have to do with field of 
view, focus of attention and interpretation. Video cameras that record 
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less than 10 frames per second can leave out significant aspects of an 
incident that occur at speeds faster than that. So, | show the time as 
being 1119 hours. I’m going to stop the recorder, give you as much time 
as you'd like to review the video clips and then we'll come back on tape, 
okay?

Sergeant Smeltzer back on tape. | show the time as 1129 hours. Deputy 
Mandoyan we just watched two video clips. One was titled CH11 and the 
other was titled CH13. I put, | offered you to watch the entirety of both 
videos, did you take that opportunity?

And do you, | mean you watched the video, did you attribute that 
illumination to the tactical light on your firearm, or from you firing your 
weapon at the suspect? 

Either or, sir. 

You can't tell? 

| couldn't, | wasn't sure, right. 

When you shot, or, or can you tell where...you're watching that video clip, 
CH11, can you tell where you were when you shot at the suspect in 
relation to where your partner was? 

Yes. 

And where, how were you guys? 


We were parallel to each other. 


But | want to be clear, could you tell in the video, watching the video, could 
you tell when you shot at the suspect? 


There's muzzle, there's muzzle flash or appears to be muzzle flash by the 
chain link fence area. I’m assuming that's where it was because that's 
where | located one of my casings so that's, that's where | ‘m assuming it 
was when | engaged him. At that point | remember when | did fire | 
remember seeing my partner in my peripheral vision as being parallel to 
me, to my left. As far as the video I’m not really certain but in the field | 
know that it was like a chain link fence area. 
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When you believe you saw the muzzle flash, could you see the suspect in 
the video? 


No, sir. 

Did, now that we've reviewed that video clip, is there anything that makes 
you aware of anything that maybe is a discrepancy or anything that maybe 
you didn't say in the first part of the interview prior to the watching the 
video. 

The only thing is the distance from the first stop to the second stop. Just 
on the video it seemed a little longer than 15, 10 or 15 yards. І just, 
yeah.

What kind of...what kind of firearm do you carry? 

Its a Smith & Wesson M&P. 

So your issued Smith & Wesson 9mm? 

Yes, sir. 

And so we're gonna work our way around your gun belt from the gun, 
working from right to left, what's next, and then just describe what you 
have on your gun belt, working around. 

Okay. It would be my gun, followed by two handcuff cases, | have a 
baton ring, followed by an ASP holder, and a collapsible baton inside, my 
radio holder is next to that, followed by a key ring, and then two magazine 
pouches, and on the other side of my clasp will be my OC spray. 

And are you right handed or left handed? 

Right handed, sir. 


On last night's shift, when this incident occurred, were you the driver or the 
passenger of your guys' vehicle? 


| was the driver. 

And were you driving a L.A. County Sheriff s Department black and white? 
Yes, sir. 

With the insignias on both sides of the vehicle? 

Yes, sir. 

And the vehicle is equipped with a light bar across the roof? 

Yes. 


Correct? And it has four facing red lights in the bumper as well as in the 
light bar, correct? 


Yes. 
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Let's start with how this incident began. You guys were working patrol in 
the area of Budlong and 107% Street and a vehicle caught your attention. 
Why don't we just start from there? What happened? 


We were driving northbound on Budlong Avenue, approaching 107" 
Street, | slowed for the posted stop sign that was there, it was then | 
noticed a red four door Volvo sedan, older model, traveling eastbound on 
107" Street approaching Budlong, and I could tell that the vehicle was 
driving at a high rate of speed, stopped my vehicle, and did not proceed 
into the intersection because the vehicle was traveling at a high rate of 
speed into, fearing that he was gonna run the stop sign, didn't want the 
vehicle to collide with our patrol car. 


So did the vehicle eventually blow through that stop sign at 107'^ and 
Budlong? 


Yes, it did. 
And then what happened next? 


Vehicle blew through the stop sign and turned northbound onto Budlong 
Avenue from 107" Street. 


When that car, | don't mean to...let's back up a little bit, when that car 
almost hit you guys and essentially blew the stop sign and turned north, 
did you get a chance to see how many people were in the car? 

Yes. 

How many people? 

Three. 

So you had, just describe to me how the layout of the vehicle was. 

There was a male black adult driver, a male black adult seated in the front 
passenger seat, and a third male black adult who was in the rear 


passenger side of...rear passenger side seat. 


So then the vehicle turns north onto Budlong and now you're behind it, 
after having to brake, and what happens next? 
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The vehicle then accelerates and then makes a immediate, or, or a quick 
eastbound turn onto 106" Street, without signaling, and | was able to get 
behind the vehicle, at which time | saw it traveling on the opposite side of 
traffic on 106'^ Street. 

Is, is there a stop sign also at 106" and Budlong? 

Yes, there is. 

So he turned without signaling and then blew the stop sign? 

That's correct. 

And then when he blew that stop sign at a high rate of speed without 
signaling, he...the vehicle essentially went into the westbound lanes of 
travel, essentially going on the opposite side of the street? 

That's correct, sir. 

So then you guys continued... 

Yes, sir. 

...and what happened next? 

We, l initiated my forward facing red lights in order to initiate a traffic stop 
with the vehicle, at which time the vehicle accelerated again, or, driving 
towards Vermont from Budlong. As...once the vehicle accelerated, | 
remember my partner putting out radio traffic that we were involved in a 


vehicle pursuit of a reckless DUI driver. 


So the vehicle did not stop when you activated your red lights and 
attempted to stop it? 


No, it did not. 
And it continued accelerating... 
Correct. 


...you heard your partner put out emergent traffic, essentially, that you 
guys were in a vehicle pursuit, and then what happened next? 
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| saw the vehicle quickly brake, or suddenly brake, | could see that the, | 
could hear the wheels screech and | see the vehicle was swerving from 
side to side, and was rapidly slowing, smoke was emitting from the tires of 
both sides of the vehicle, at which time me and my partner both exited our 
vehicle, to try to approach the vehicle. Then the vehicle slowed...it 
slowed and then it continued on again eastbound on 107" Street...or 106" 
Street. 


So this vehicle essentially is traveling eastbound at a high rate of speed 
and it comes to an abrupt stop to a point where it's screeching the tires, 
you could see smoke coming from the tires, you brake, and you, you and 
your partner exit your vehicle essentially in, in an attempt to conduct a 
felony traffic stop?

At the, at the time that he turned towards me and | could see his hand at 
his, at his waistband, he was still inside the frame of the vehicle. 


So you're, you're at an angle, at a position where you can see from where 
you're standing, him turning to his left and grasping his waistband, you see 
the handle of the firearm?

And then what happens? 

At that time, the vehicle, or actually the, the suspect then turned and run 
onto the south sidewalk of 106" Street, at which time my partner also exits 
the vehicle and goes onto the south, or the south side of, sidewalk of 106" 
Street, and the red Volvo accelerates at a high rate of speed eastbound on 
106%, and then southbound onto Vermont. 

So you see your partner exit, he begins to follow the armed suspect on the 
south sidewalk and you see this red suspect vehicle continue east and 
turn southbound to Vermont and you're still standing outside your vehicle?

| saw the suspect then | saw the suspect who fled from the vehicle begin 
to run eastbound on the south sidewalk, at which time | got back into my 
patrol vehicle, and drove eastbound onto 106" in an attempt to try to cut 
the suspect off and contain him. 


And you have visual of your partner while you're doing that from your 
vehicle? 


That's correct, sir. 

As well as the suspect?

And at this point, the suspect vehicle has gone beyond the suspect 


because it's driving faster than he can run, and it hits Vermont, turning 
south before the suspect does? 
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That’s correct. 


So then you enter your vehicle before that prior and then you continue to 
follow that suspect in just an attempt to track him in, in, in a manner to 
track him, and what happens next? 


Shortly after me proceeding, getting back into my vehicle and proceeding 
eastbound onto, on 106 Street, | was able to see a visual of my, of the 
suspect, in the meantime | was paralleling my partner, who was running 
after the armed suspect, at that time | saw the suspect turn to his right, 
towards my partner, after which | heard two gunshots coming from where 
my partner was.

And prior to this shooting incident, how long have you worked with Deputy 
Mandoyan? How many occasions prior to the incident? 


That was the first shift in a patrol car, yeah. 
First time working together? 


Yes, sir. 
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Were you regularly assigned partners after that incident or was this just a 
one-time thing? 


It was just a one-time thing due to my regular partner having the day off for 
personal issues. 


Prior to this incident occurring, did you discuss tactics with Deputy 
Mandoyan? 


No. 

Have you discussed...did you have an opportunity or did you discuss 
expectations of each other on how you would react to various situations 
prior to the incident? 

No, no. 

And when the red Volvo failed to stop for the eastbound side...stop sign at 
107" Street and Budlong Avenue, how fast would you estimate the Volvo 
went through that intersection? 

Estimate probably like 25 to 40 miles an hour. 

And was it dark at the time that you saw the Volvo? 


Yes. 


When you saw the Volvo in the area of Budlong and 107, where was the 
rear passenger seated in the car? 


He was in the rear, rear seat on the passenger side. 
Did you see something unique about the driver at all? 


Yes, he had, like, his haircut had like shaved designs into the side. Of his 
head, on the side of his head. 


When the Volvo turned from northbound Budlong to eastbound 106", the 
Volvo crossed to the west side of the roadway, or the west bound side of 
the roadway, is that correct? 


Yes. 


Are there any traffic lines on 106" Street separating eastbound and 
westbound traffic? 
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No. 


Were there апу vehicles traveling westbound 106% as your vehicle 
followed the Volvo eastbound on 10782 I’m sorry, on 106? 


No. 


Did it appear the driver of the Volvo was maneuvering the Volvo well? 
Was he driving...was he handling the driving okay or...? 


Prior to...or at the time that he made his, his right hand turn, it was just 
erratic. But he was handling the vehicle at the time, yes? 


You saw several traffic violations, correct? 
Correct. 


When the vehicle pursuit radio traffic was announced, who announced that 
radio traffic? 


Deputy Mandoyan did. 
And where was your patrol car located when that broadcast was initiated? 
We were up...on 106% Street, directly behind the vehicle following it. 

And when you activated the overhead lights, was the siren also activated? 
No, at the beginning | initiated the front forward red lights, at which time 
they failed to yield. My partner put out the radio traffic and then the full 
rotating lights were, were activated. 
And was the siren eventually activated? 
From what | remember, no, it was not. 


No, I don't believe so. 


How far ahead was the Volvo from your vehicle when Deputy Mandoyan 
initiated the vehicle pursuit radio traffic? 


Can you repeat the question real quick, sir? 


So, how far ahead was the Volvo from your vehicle when Mandoyan 
initiated the vehicle pursuit broadcast? 
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Га say 10 to 20 yards. Approximately. And going back to the, the siren, | 
didn't, | don't remember the full siren being on but | do remember hitting 
the welp, or the wail button in order to gain the vehicle's attention, so there 
was some sound that was produced from the vehicle prior to the initial... 
To gain their attention? 

...to gain their attention, correct. 


Which radio did Deputy Mandoyan use to broadcast the vehicle pursuit? 


I’m not sure, | don't know if it was his handheld radio or his...or the car 
radio. 


Was Deputy Mandoyan able to broadcast all of the required vehicle pursuit 
information? 


No, he was not. 

And why is that? 

Because the, the vehicle came to an abrupt stop and then that was when 
the, within a second, that's when the front passenger had exited the 
vehicle and was armed, and we could see that he was armed. 

And what is the speed limit of Budlong, between 106" and 107? 

Well, it’s a residential area so it'd be 25 miles. 

And what about the speed limit of 106", between Budlong and Vermont? 
That'd be 25 miles an hour. 

Is that also residential? 

Yes, it is. 


Did the Volvo's speed ever exceed the speed limit by 20 miles an hour? 
So if the speed limit's 25, did the vehicle ever go over 45 miles an hour? 


Forty five...we had paced it between 35 and 45 so it may have gone over 
45, but | couldn't tell you exactly how fast it was going. 


And when you paced the speed, was that on Budlong or was that on 
10642 
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That was on Budlong. Prior to getting to 106^ so...or actually, yes, it was 
on Budlong, correct. 


What were the weather conditions at the time of the vehicle pursuit? 

It was clear and the roads were dry. 

During the pursuit, were there any other vehicles driving on 106" Street? 
No, not that I recall. 

Were there any pedestrians or bicycles on 106" Street? 

No. 

During the vehicle pursuit, did you ever lose sight of the Volvo? 

No. 


Did you recognize the Volvo as a vehicle you had stopped on prior 
occasions? 


No. 


During the vehicle pursuit, do you feel that radio communication was good 
with SCC? 


Yes. 


Now you mentioned the Volvo had braked hard at some point, is that 
correct? 


Yes. 
Where did that occur? 


Approximately midblock from 106" Street, in between Vermont...or 
Budlong and Vermont. 


Did the patrol car ever contact the Volvo when it braked hard? 
No. 


How close do you estimate the patrol car came to the Volvo when it, when 
it stopped?

Prior to the suspect exiting the Volvo did you see movement inside of the 
vehicle? 


| could just see the, іһе...! could see the front passenger and the rear 
passenger moving, but I could not tell or make any assumptions as to what 
they were doing within the vehicle. 


And where specifically did you see that movement occur? Was that while 
you were pursuing the vehicle or was that when it had stopped... 


(Talking over) right before they had stopped and right, right before they 
had stopped and as it was coming to a stop. 


And was that the first stop or the second stop? 

Both. 

Both? Okay. When the suspect exited the Volvo, did he say anything? 
No, he did not. 

Did you say anything to him? 

No. 

Did your partner say anything? 

| heard my partner say, yell at me, he's got a gun, and then at which time | 
heard him yell at him, at the suspect, who was fleeing, to stop and show, 
and show his hands. 

So Deputy Mandoyan did alert you that the suspect was armed? 


Yes. 


Did you also in turn tell him or acknowledge him that you had seen the 
gun? 


No. 
When the suspect ran and Deputy Mandoyan chased the suspect, did you 
and Deputy Mandoyan communicate? Was there any communication 


that went on between the two of you as he started to chase the suspect? 


No. 
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Was this a tactic, and what I’m speaking of is when Mandoyan ran after 
the suspect and you then began to parallel or follow Deputy Mandoyan, is 
that a tactic that you discussed at any time prior to this incident? 


Not with Deputy Mandoyan. 


And what was your intention as far as following the suspect and Deputy 
Mandoyan in the patrol car? 


My intention was to follow him and if at, if possible to get on the other side 
or...in order to contain him, be able to maintain a visual on him. When 
saw the suspect was running southbound on Vermont, and the other 
vehicle had fled the area, passing the, the armed suspect, |, we did, we 
made the conscious decision to go after the armed suspect, what's when | 
proceeded and passed him and, still maintained a, was still looking at him 
while | was still in my patrol car, and that was when | positioned my vehicle 
in front, the direction that he was travelling, not directly in front of him but 
just passed the direction where he's traveling. 
We'll get, we'll get to that part a little bit later. What did the Volvo do after 
the suspect exited the car? 


It immediately continued, or sped off eastbound on 106" Street and then 
made an abrupt turn southbound on to Vermont and sped away out of 
view. 

Did you consider pursuing the Volvo? 


No. 


When Deputy Mandoyan chased the suspect, did you consider him to be 
in foot pursuit? 


Yes. 


Did you or Deputy Mandoyan broadcast that Deputy Mandoyan was in foot 
pursuit? 


| did not, no. 
Do you know if Deputy Mandoyan did? 
The...l'd have to hear the radio traffic to see exactly what he said, but ! 


know he did say that we had the suspect running from us southbound on 
Vermont. 
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So you remember him putting that out...? 
Putting that radio traffic out, yes. 


Do you feel that you were acting independently from your partner when 
you stayed with the patrol car? 


Can, can you repeat the question, please? 


Do you feel that you were acting independently from your partner by 
staying with the patrol car? 


No. 
Do you feel it was right to coordinated (talking over) effort? 
Absolutely, absolutely. 


Do you feel that Deputy Mandoyan acted independently when he pursued 
the suspect on foot? 


No. 


Did you consider it partner-splitting when Deputy Mandoyan ran after the 
suspect and you paralleled him in the patrol car? 


No. 


When the suspect turned to his right, toward your partner, could you see 
the suspect's handgun, and this...you discussed within the area of page 
seven of your prior interview, do you recall what...could, could you see the 
suspect's handgun? 


Let me see (background noise). 


Well, | can, maybe | can help you get there a little quicker. So it looks like 
it's the third paragraph down here, and you're describing that you were 
paralleling your partner, who was running after the armed suspect, at that 
time, you saw him turn to his right, towards your partner, after which you 
heard two gunshots from.... 


But, he, when he, the suspect was running, | was able to see the suspect 
while, obviously, I’m parallel with Deputy Mandoyan, saw that the 
suspect's upper body, so the torso and head, turned to the right, looking 
back and his body, essentially, blading itself to, to Deputy Mandoyan, that 
was the time that | heard the two gunshots that Deputy Mandoyan fired. | 
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was unable to see the, the firearm due to the fact that there, there was 
some obstruction, some...a vehicle or two that were parked on the side of 
the road, on the north, excuse me, on the south side of the road on 106" 
Street. 

So parked vehicles on the south side there? 

Correct. 


And could...so, at that moment, and | just want to be clear on this, you 
recall the suspect turning to his right, right? 


Yes, the suspect's right. 
And so you could not clearly see the handgun at that moment? 


Correct, and plus, | was in the patrol car, so there are obstructions that 
were.... 


And so could...and, and you, just to be clear, could you see the suspect 
holding the handgun at that moment? 


At that moment, no. 


At any point, did you see the suspect aiming the firearm at Deputy 
Mandoyan? 


| did not, no. 


Could you tell if the suspect had one or two hands on the gun at that 
moment? 


No, | could not. 

Did you see the suspect holding anything else? 

No. 

When Deputy Mandoyan shot at the suspect where were you located? 

| was directly next to him, or | was in the, in, | was seated in the patrol car 
paralleling him, so my patrol car was moving and | was in the street, in the 


middle of the street on 106% Street. 


When you heard the gunshots was the suspect illuminated? 
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Не was...| was...not by me so | don't, | don't, I’m not sure if he was 
illuminated by Deputy Mandoyan or not. 


Was Deputy Mandoyan running as he shot at the suspect? 


| don't know. I, he may have been...| knew that he had ran to the 
sidewalk, I'm unsure if he had stopped prior to firing his rounds. 


And what did you think when you heard the gunshots? 
| had assumed that the suspect had pointed the gun at my partner. 


And was it clear to you when you heard the gunshots who had fired the 
gunshots? 


To me, yes. 
And it was clear to you it was Deputy Mandoyan shooting at the suspect? 
Yes. 


What was the distance between you and the suspect when Deputy 
Mandoyan shot at, at the suspect? 


About 15 yards. 15, 20 yards, l'd assume. 
So 15 to 20? 


Yes. 


What was the distance between Deputy Mandoyan and the suspect when 
the shooting occurred? 


No, I couldn't tell you the exact distance there. 

You have no estimate? 

Maybe 10 yards approximately? 

What was the lighting like at the time of the shooting? 

There was a, it was visible, there were streetlights that were on the 
corners of 106^ and Vermont, Vermont's a very well lit street. | believe 
there was some street lights that illuminated the parking lot of the liquor 


store that's on the corner of 106" and, and Vermont, so lighting conditions 
were, were fairly good considering it was in the middle of the night. 
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That liquor store that you're mentioning, is that...where is that 
located...compared to where Deputy Mandoyan and the suspect were, or 
where is that liquor store? 


From where the shooting occurred, it's directly north of it, on north side of 
the street. 


Of 106" Street? 

Of 106", yeah, it would be on the northwest corner of 106^ and Vermont. 
And where was Deputy Mandoyan when he shot at the suspect? 

On the south sidewalk of 106 Street. 


And was he...in relation to you specifically, how was he located? Was he 
ahead of you, parallel, behind? 


He was parallel to me. 


Did you have any concern about Deputy Mandoyan's location when he 
shot at the suspect? 


Did | have concern about his...about him or his location? 

About him and his location. 

Well, l...l'm sure | was concerned about him but | could see that he was 
continuing to chase the fleeing armed suspect, but no, | have no concern 
about his location. 

Did the suspect do...what did the suspect do after the shooting occurred? 
The suspect continued to run southbound on Vermont Avenue. 

After the shooting occurred, did the suspect say anything? 

No. 

Did he drop anything? 

| did not see him drop anything. 


And did he throw anything? 
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| did not see him throw anything. 


At any point do you think the suspect had an advantage over you or your 
partner? 


No. 

Do you think the suspect was attempting to shoot Deputy Mandoyan? 
Yes. 

Prior to the shooting did you give any verbal commands to the suspect? 
Yes. 


And where were you and what did you say? At what point did you give 
the verbal commands? 


| gave verbal commands to him as | was driving southbound on Vermont 
Avenue and | had passed him, my win, my windows were down and | 
remember ordering him.... 

Okay, no, I’m, I'm talking prior to the shooting. 

Prior to the shooting, no, | did not. 

But later on... 


Later on.... 


...8S you were travelling southbound on Vermont, you were giving him 
instructions as you drove by him? 


Yes. 

And what exactly did you say at that point? 
| told him to stop. 

And did he acknowledge you? 

No, he did not. 


And prior to the shooting, do you recall specifically anything that Deputy 
Mandoyan said to the suspect? 
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No. 


When the shooting occurred, how close was the suspect to the corner of 
Vermont and 106? 


Within five feet. 


And when the shooting occurred, when you heard the shots, can you 
describe how the suspect was positioned at that moment? 


At the time that, that Deputy Mandoyan fired the shots, the suspect was 
turned towards Deputy Mandoyan, so his body was essentially facing, 
even though he was running eastbound, his body, his upper torso was 
facing southbound, and, essentially, his torso was bladed and his arms 
were at his side so his right arm would be pointed towards Deputy 
Mandoyan. 


And then just to be clear, you already said that at the time of the shooting, 
the suspect was, basically, west of Vermont, the intersection there at 106" 
and Vermont, right about five feet, correct? 


Approximately, | wouldn't be able to give you the exact...five, five or 10 
feet. 


And when the suspect bladed to the right, what is your opinion on that as 
far as was he turning towards Deputy Mandoyan or do you feel that he 
was potentially preparing to turn to the corner to go southbound on 
Vermont? 

No, his, the bladed body position and the way that there was the, the fence 
was there just before he reached that corner, my assumption was that he 
was turning to shoot Deputy Mandoyan. 

What kind of fence was located at the corner? 

Chain-link. 


Could you see through it as far as, as the corner there, 106" and 
Vermont? 


Yes, yes. 


Did you see the suspect have a reaction when Deputy Mandoyan shot at 
him? 


No. 
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Did you see the suspect jerk in a backwards...jerked his body in a 
backwards motion when the, when you heard the gunshots? 


No. 

At any point did you lose sight of the suspect? 

No. 

At any point did you ever lose sight of Deputy Mandoyan? 
No. 


Was there anything that obscured your vision of the suspect or Mandoyan 
during this incident? 


No. 


You had mentioned earlier parked cars, but that was at the time when the 
suspect exited the Volvo, is that correct? 


Right. 


Once Deputy Mandoyan pursued the suspect on foot, did any of those 
parked cars obscure your vision at all? 


At the time that the shooting occurred, there was a, | believe there was a 
parked car that was there, that was there, that was blocking the lower half 
of the suspect's body but nothing ever was able...nothing was ever in the 
way that completely blocked the suspect or made me lose sight of the 
suspect's upper torso or him personally at any time. 

Or Deputy Mandoyan? 

Or Deputy Mandoyan. 


And, and just for clarification, | think you already said this but after the 
shooting what did the suspect do? 


He continued to run eastbound on 106® and then turned southbound. 


And then you had mentioned that's where you turned the corner and then 
drove southbound on Vermont, is that correct? 


Correct. 
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And that is when you gave him, the suspect, some verbal commands as 
you drove past him on Vermont, correct? 


Right. 

Where was the Volvo located when the shooting occurred? 

I'm not sure if it was on 106" still or if it already made...it was either just 
leaving 106^^ or approaching Vermont on 106^ or it had...l...yeah, it was 
on 106" approaching Vermont. 

So it was still on 106" when the shooting occurred? 

Yes. 

Describe what your partner did after the shooting. 

He continued to pursue the suspect. 

And at some point did you pass Deputy Mandoyan? 

Yes. 

And where did you pass him? Was it on 106" or was it on Vermont? 

| was on 106^. Just approaching Vermont, right at the corner. 

When you passed Deputy Mandoyan, did you two communicate at all? 


No. 


And where were you positioned when Deputy Mandoyan broadcast that a 
shooting had occurred? 


| think | had already...l was driving southbound on Vermont, about to 
approach or pass the suspect then. From what | remember, that's when | 
heard Mandoyan put the radio traffic out. 


And where was the suspect located when the shooting broadcast was 
initiated? 


He was on the...he was on the west sidewalk of Vermont Avenue, running 
southbound from 106%, 
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As you passed the suspect on Vermont, did you see him holding the 
handgun? 


No. 


Did you have any concerns about passing an armed suspect in the patrol 
car as you passed him? Did you have any issues with that? 


Absolutely but | was, | was able to see both of his hands prior to, prior to 
passing him, and so |, I, when | passed him, | knew that he had not, he 
was not armed at that time. 


So when you drove passed him, you could see that he was not holding the 
handgun? 


Correct. 
At any point did you see what happened to the handgun? 
No. 


Did you have any concern about going ahead of the suspect and then 
having him running towards your direction? Basically, having your back 
to him as you passed him as he got down the street? 


No, no, 'cause my back was never really towards the suspect. The 
suspect was still in my peripheral vision, or more than my peripheral 
vision. Ав І passed him, | turned and was able, made, was able to 
maintain full complete visual of that suspect as | drove past his location, so 
he never, he was never behind me at any time. 


So, and correct me if I’m wrong, so basically, as you passed him, you were 
turning your head looking back at him as you drove past him? 


Correct, and it wasn't in a means where he was behind my patrol car, he 
was, in relation to where my, as my patrol car was about to pass him, he 
was maybe at the rear passenger side door. That's about how he would 
be in relation to my patrol car as | was passing, so | was able to turn drive, 
maintain a visual of him, at which time | could see he was giving him his 
orders and | could see that he wasn't going to stop. 


As you passed him did you have your handgun out of the holster at all? 
Yes. 


And were you pointing it at him? 
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Yes. 

Or how did you have your handgun positioned? 

| had my handgun positioned, | was pointing it at him. 

And was the right front passenger window of the patrol car down? 
Yes. 


Did you have a concern about creating a crossfire situation when you 
stopped your patrol car out, out in front of the suspect's path he was 
traveling with Deputy Mandoyan coming behind him? 


No. 
And if you could explain why that wasn't a concern for you, 


Because | knew that Deputy Mandoyan, from my peripheral vision, was 
still on the sidewalk of 106^^...or on, excuse me, on...on Vermont Avenue 
just south of 106^. Where | positioned my patrol car was not on the 
sidewalk but was essentially east of the sidewalk, still on the street. My, 
my vehicle hadn't even reached the, | would say the gutters of the, the 
street gutters of Vermont Avenue. My patrol car was positioned pointing 
southwest, just west, or excuse me, just east of the west curb line of 
Vermont Avenue. Essentially, what !...l effectively was trying to do was 
in...position my vehicle so that if the suspect was to continue running 
southbound, | would be able to get out of my patrol car and be able to 
contact him and actually have a little bit of lead. And essentially contain 
him, hoping that he would go back towards Deputy Mandoyan or give up 
there because he knew he didn't have really much place to go. 


So in essence, you, you had the suspects movements blocked north and 
south and then was there a fence to the west? 


Yes, there was a fence to the west. 
So at that point, he only had one avenue to escape? 


No, he could have still ran southbound, 'cause the sidewalk was 
completely open. My, there was nothing blocking his, his movement 
southward, if he wanted to continue to run southbound, and that was why | 
passed him slightly with the patrol car so that if he did continue to run 
southbound, he would, | would actually have, you know, 10 to 15 feet in 
order to put the car in park, get out of my patrol car, and be able to pursue 
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him and be right on his heels as opposed to just stopping my patrol car 
right next to him and then him having 20 or 30 yards on me by the time I’m 
able to get off, you know? 


You having to catch up to him? 
Exactly. 


When, when you...in the area where you stopped and positioned the 
patrol car, were there any other people out standing in that area? Were 
there any witnesses in that area? 


No. 
Explain how the suspect was taken into the custody. 


Well, after positioning my patrol car in front of his direction of travel, the 
suspect stopped, ran northbound on the west sidewalk of Vermont Avenue 
for approximately, Га say for about four to 10 steps, at which time | think 
he, what I’m assuming is that he saw Deputy Mandoyan. |...that, those 
four to 10 steps allowed me enough time to put the car in park, exit my 
vehicle, at which time | saw him begin to run eastbound through the, 
through the street of Vermont Avenue. | pursued him on foot, at which 
time | was giving him verbal commands to stop, | was able to close the 
distance on him a little bit, at which time, when he reached the northbound 
lanes, the #1 lane of northbound traffic of Vermont Avenue, he raised his 
hands, stopped, and laid on the ground. 


All on his own? 

| was giving him verbal commands to raise his hands and to stop running, 
and once he stopped, | gave him more instructions to lay down on the 
ground. 

And he complied with that? 

That's correct. 

And who handcuffed him? 

| did. 


And describe how he was positioned when you handcuffed him. 
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He was...his head was facing west, his feet were facing east. From what 
| remember he had his hands behind his back, but | could, I'm not sure. | 
knew that Deputy Mandoyan, | could see Deputy Mandoyan directly 
behind me, so once | saw that he was there readily able to assist me 
should a confrontation take place, is when | handcuffed him with the, with 
my handcuffs with his hands behind his back. 


And, and so when you handcuffed him, how close was Deputy Mandoyan 
to you and the suspect at that point? 


Ten to 20 feet | would assume. 


So he was within 10 to, 10 to 20 feet when the suspect surrendered 
and...? 


Correct, I, | remember seeing him in my peripheral vision taking a few 
steps in my direction, he was already in, on Vermont Avenue and 
approaching the center median and we were just on the other side of the 
center median. 

Was any force used against the suspect as he was handcuffed? 


No. 


Did you or your partner place a knee on the suspect's back during the 
handcuffing? 


No. 

Did the suspect resist the handcuffing at all?

Did he complain of any pain to you?

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At any point did the suspect say anything about a wallet to you? 
No. 


Do you recall anything...him saying anything about a wallet to anyone, any 
deputy that was there? 


Not that | recall. 

And you, did you specifically inspect the suspect for injuries? 

| did once and | know another, or another deputy had done it again twice. 
And who...do you recall who that was? 

| believe it was Deputy Keffer. 

And at any point did the suspect say he had been injured? 

No. 

Once the suspect was handcuffed, what happened then? 

| walked him to my patrol car, placed him in the backseat, and | was trying, 
| was...several units were arriving to our location and we were trying to get

| did not. | know that...| don't know if Deputy Mandoyan carried...has one 
in...with him or if he had one on, on him, | know that different units carry. ... 


At South L.A., how are the Tasers issued or distributed to the patrol 
personnel? 


They're assigned from what | understand is they're assigned to certain 
people if they're, if they're available, as their assigned Taser, which they're 
able to bring.... 


Assigned for the shift or assigned long-term? 


Long, long-term. From what I’m, from the way | understand. | am not 
assigned a Taser so | know that | did not have one on...with me. 


You didn't use any profanity and you didn't hear your partner use any 
profanity towards the suspect. Did you hear any other deputy use 
profanity? 

No, | did not, sir. 


And the same with threatening to kill the suspect? You didn't do that and 
your partner, you didn't hear that from nobody else? 
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No, sir. 


What I’m gonna do right now is give you a little advisement and then once 
I’m down with that, we'll go off tape and give you the opportunity to review 
a couple video clips, and you can watch them as many times as you'd like, 
and then we'll go back on tape and see if you have anything additional to 
say. All right, so you are going to be shown a video of the incident. This 
may assist the Department in obtaining a more thorough representation of 
what occurred in that you can provide additional comments and/or address 
any discrepancies or omissions. It will, it will also allow the reconciling of 
discrepancies between your initial statement and the video so that your 
actions can be properly evaluated and assessed. With this in mind, 
please be advised that the following limitations...of the following limitations 
of videos. Video cameras generally record only a portion of the incident 
and lack the context of the event. A video is a two-dimensional 
representation of an incident from a particular perspective and tends to 
distort distance and other factors associated with depth of field. In 
general, a video does not faithfully record light levels and does not 
represent what a human being...what a human being in the incident would 
perceive. A video does not present the incident as viewed through a 
human's eyes. Differences between human and mechanical processing 
of information prevents a video from exactly matching what a person sees 
and hears during a critical confrontation. These differences have to do 
with field of view, focus of attention, and interpretation. Video cameras 
that record less than 10 frames per second can leave out significant 
aspects of an incident that occurred at speeds faster than that. And with 
that, | show the time as 12:46. I'll pause the recorder and then we'll 
review the video. Okay, Sergeant Smeltzer. It's 12:52. We're going 
back on tape. | showed you two video files, one titled CH11, and one 
titled, CH13. | offered you the opportunity to view each file in length, 
which would be approximately 10 minutes. Did you take that opportunity 
to view the whole 10 minutes?

Let's talk about CH11 first. Basically, we looked at roughly between two 
minutes and 10 seconds and two minutes and 25 seconds. Was there 
anything that you see in that video clip that helps you clarify anything 
about what you said in the first part of this interview?

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Just the distance between the initial time, the vehicle stopped the first time 
as opposed to where the vehicle stopped the second time, when the 
armed suspect came out.

You're heading 
towards Vermont, at some point, does the car stop and you get out? 
So, like, the middle of the street, | got away. 

And then did it take off again? 

A little bit, yeah. 

And then, then what happened? 

Then that's when | got out the car and | got shot at by the officers. 
So you got shot at by the deputies? 

Yes, sir. 

And you were running from them? 

Yes, sir. 

Do you know why you got shot at? 

| don't have the slightest inclination. 

Really? 

Really. 

SO.... 

| get out the car, tore ass, the next thing | know | heard shots. 


So if | were to tell you that you had a gun... 
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Thomas: 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 


Adragna: ...and that you threw a gun, we found that gun that you threw... 

Thomas: Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 

Adragna:  ...you, you think that that's, just, we're just making that up? 

Thomas: | don't know. 

Adragna:  'Cause we do DNA, we do fingerprints, the, the main thing is DNA. It 
doesn't take much. Okay? So if, if you had any contact with this gun 
that we found, right where you were running, you're done. But now's your 
opportunity to be honest, so if you want to play this, | have no idea why | 
just got shot at by deputies.... 

Thomas: What l'm saying that is | have no idea why | got shot at is ‘cause like, | 
wasnt like a threat or nothing like that. 

Adragna: So did you have a gun? 

Thomas: | recall having my wallet and | recall picking up something (INAUDIBLE). 

Adragna: Where do you recall picking up this object that was more than likely the 
firearm? 

Thomas: | was picking up everything like this like from the floor of the car. 

Adragna: Of the car? 

Thomas: Yeah. 

Adragna: So do you normally pick up things that you think are firearms or did you 
know it was a gun? 

Thomas: | was trying to move, to be honest with. | was trying to get off, so | wasn't 


like, | picked up guns before yes, so | would say yes. 


Takashima: So did you...okay, so, let.... 


Thomas: Let me put it like this. Let me put it like this. 


Takashima: Go ahead. 


Thomas: | picked up the gun and | picked up my wallet. 
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Takashima: You said it was on the floorboard? 
Thomas: It was on the floor. 


Takashima: So basically, this, let me just, correct me if I'm wrong, so you're sitting in 
the front passenger seat? 


Thomas: Yeah. l'm sitting like I’m just sitting right here. 

Takashima: Yeah, the front passenger seat. 

Thomas: Yeah. 

Takashima: So, you notice you, the lights in the back, however you see them.. 
Thomas: | see them like this, and l'm like... 

Takashima: ...however you see them, and you're like, oh, shit, something like that? 
Thomas: Рт, Рт like, Рт like, oh, okay. 

Takashima: So you go down... 

Thomas: Yeah. 

Takashima: ...you grab your wallet and the gun... 

Thomas: Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 

Adragna:  ...and then you get out of the car?

Takashima: So as you're getting out of the car, you have the wallet and the gun, like, is 
it...how do you have it? Like, like...? 


Thomas: I’m, | believe | had my black wallet in my hand like this and | had.... 
Adragna: And that’s your, your right hand? 
Thomas: Yes. | had my wallet like this, | had the what's it name like that. 


Adragna: So you...don't say what's it name, just call it a gun. 
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Okay, okay, | had my wallet like this, | had the gun like this. 
The gun in the left hand, (Talking over)? 


And l'm going like this to run. | end up dropping my wallet when | got 
shot. And then my hand flipped up like that, you know? 


So when you're running, so...okay, so let's say you're facing Vermont, 
okay? You go like this, you pick up the gun and the wallet. The gun's in 
this hand, you open the door and then you get out and then you have the 
gun like, like in your hand and the wallet like this, and then you kind of get 
out, the deputies are behind you so now you're kind of like this? 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 

So did the, did the deputies yell at you to stop or something? 
No. 

So you're running with a gun.... 

| can show you how | got out and everything. 

Go ahead. 


So | got it like this, say like this is the seat, | got it like this right here, | got it 
like this, | took my first step out like that. Took my first step out, | had my 
wallet right here and | had the gun right here in my hand. So I went down 
like that and then | got out and | turned, | just ran. I didn't hear them tell 
me freeze or nothing. Iran, that's when the shots started, boom, boom. 
The shots got...boom, boom, | ran and | dropped my wallet in fear, 
basically of shooting, so when | turned like, and | go like that, and | drop 
my wallet and then, boom, boom, my hands went up like that, you know 
what! mean? That's what I’m saying.... 


And that's when the gun went....? 


That's when my hand went, like everything ‘cause | was trying to like you 
know, damn | ain't gonna get shot. 


So from the time you got out of the car, so you...so, let's say this is the car 
here... 


Let me tell you where the car stopped at...the car stopped between the 
alleyway... 
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Takashima: ...yeah, and Vermont 


Thomas: Апа Vermont. So, they were shooting, they basically shot at me when | 
kind of got to the corner, like, like that. 


Takashima: So you were near the, so you got up, so and, and again, you're running so 
this happens like that, it’s like a split second, so you get out, gunning, | 
mean, wallet in your right hand, the, the gun in your left hand, you get out, 
you kind of, obviously the car's facing this way, to get out and the door's 
here, so to get out you have to kind of turn like this, you get out.... 


Thomas: Тһе door, no, ‘cause the car wasn't straight when he stopped, right? Тһе 
car stopped at an angle. 


Takashima: And then, like, facing which way? 


Thomas: It kind of stopped say like. Like, it kind of stopped like this. Car kind of 
stopped, say, like, this is the store, it, it kind of stopped like this. 


Takashima: So you guys are.... 

Adragna: So it’s kind of partially facing north... 

Takashima: Okay. 

Adragna:  ...northeast. 

Thomas: Facing, you could say like.... 

Adragna: Kind of towards 105^... 

Thomas: Yeah, north... 

Adragna: ...somewhat? 

Thomas:  ...northeast. 

Adragna: Yeah. 

Takashima: Northeast, okay, so it's pointing that way, northeast, so when the door 
opens, the door's kind of like parallel to Vermont? Do you see what I’m 
saying? 


Thomas: It's semi but not really, okay? 
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So, it's kind of, so you have, you stop and get out, and you have to get out, 


wallet in your right hand, gun in your left hand, and you have to get out 
and go sideways at least...you have to run this way? And then you run 
very quickly, that way (talking over) towards Vermont? 

When | got out...! got out...| don't know how І got out. My body's like 
positioned towards Vermont. So it wasn't like no turn like that, my body 
was already that way. 

So you're kind of like this and now you, you (INAUDIBLE).... 

I’m pretty swift footed on my feet. 


And then within, probably like a second and a half, you're already at the 
corner? 


| can't say a second and a half. 

Well, like.... 

| don't, | can't put it, | can't even put an estimate of time for you on that. 
But it was quick? 

It was quick. 

Before you knew it, you're out the door and then before you know it.... 
Before | know it, | was out the door, before | knew it, I’m, and I’m hearing 
shots. That's all | know. 1 didn't return no fire or nothing like that, just 
ran. 

Nothing, no one's saying you did. No one's saying you did. 

So. 

You're saying that you never heard anything from the deputies? 

| never heard anything from deputies. | never heard, |, when | finally 


heard a freeze, when | was in the middle of the, what's the, the like the 
island, that's when | finally heard freeze. That's when | heard freeze, 


freeze, freeze, we're gonna kill you, you know what I’m saying? And | just 


got down like that and then some people in a white car that was sitting 
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right there, | guess that would be 106th, in a white Ford and there was 
some homeless people at the store. 


So you run out of the car, and you get to almost the corner, what, what did 
you see? 


What you mean? 

Like, | mean, did you see the deputies behind you? 

| didn't see the deputies behind me at all, | seen the car. (Talking over). 
The police car? 

| seen the police car parallel to me kind of like when | was on Vermont. 

But | didn't see no deputies behind me at all. So when, when | seen the 
car like that, | went across like that, and when | went across like that, that's 
when, that's when the deputy got out the car, and was like freeze. 

Well, let, let's start from the corner. So you get out of the car.... 

When | got to the corner, | didn't see...| didn't see nothing. 1 didn't look 
behind me. I didn't look behind me to see if | seen anything. I just kept 
on going in front of me, so when | kept going in front of me, that’s when the 
car came around like that. | saw the car in my peripheral, once the car is 
in my peripheral, | looked like that. When I looked, | turned like this, and 
went across Vermont. When | went across Vermont that's when the 
deputy, | guess had got the car, and he was telling me, like, freeze, freeze, 
freeze. And he was like, I’m gonna shoot you, I’m gonna shoot you. He 
was like, freeze. And I, by the time | was right there, | didn't have a 
choice, freeze, that's when | was like (INAUDIBLE). 


Well, here's the thing, okay? The issue with that, okay, oh, well, this is, is 
this the gun? 


| believe so, yeah. 
Okay. Is it, who's was it? 


It's not mine. I can tell you that much. It wasn't mine. It was in the car 
when l.... 


Do you normally.... 


| don't keep firearms on me. 
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Okay, but let me finish my question, ‘cause |, l...so far, you seem to be 
very, being very honest, lm very appreciative of that, because, we don't 
like to waste people's time, | appreciate your honesty, but do you normally 
reach down and just grab guns and run from the cops when you have a 
warrant? 

No, it was actually, me grabbing that, | was grabbing it because my friend 
in the back seat that was his. And | didn’t find out that he had the gun 
with him in the car until.... 

So, it, it was Dave's gun? 

Yeah. And | didn't find out that it was even (INAUDIBLE). 

How do you know it was Dave's gun? 

Because he told me it was his. 

So at some point you're driving around and what does he say, | got a gun? 
No. 


Or was it when you got stopped (talking over)? 


| didn't know that the gun was even in the car (INAUDIBLE) in the car until 
the police had got behind us. 


And then what did Dave do? Did he give it to you or what, how do you...? 


He's like, oh, man, bro. I’m like oh, man bro what? He's like, man, | got 
a gun in the car. I'm like, what the fuck? 


And then what, what does he do? 

And he's like, like, what we gonna do, what we gonna do? l'm like, | don't 
know, and that's when the driver, ‘cause he was driving, Dave's like shit, 
what to do (INAUDIBLE), | don't know, and | just go pick it up. 

Okay but Dave's behind you in the backseat? 

Yeah. 


He says, man, l've got a gun. 
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He already had it like that in the back seat (talking over). 


So, does he reach over and throw it on the floor because you said, you 
reached down and picked it up. 


(Talking over), he kind of like slid it like that. Like, like (INAUDIBLE) by 


the door. 


So like he slid it by the door and then worked it's way, landed up on the 
floor board? 


You know, you know, you know like where the seat slip up? So he slid 
that by my door kind of like right here. 


And so then you were like, what, fuck it, I’m gonna, I’m gonna run with it? 


Yeah, I'm like, I'm gonna run with it and I’m gonna just toss it wherever, | 
guess, you know what I’m saying? 


When you...let's talk about when you tossed it. 

I'm telling you, when I tossed it, it was when the shots was ringing out. 
Well, let's talk about that a little bit. Show me how you tossed the gun. 

| had it like this in my hand, in this hand right here? 

Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 

| had the wallet in this hand right here. When | was running, and | heard a, 
pow, you know hear like when a bugs whistles past your ear, my hand 
went like that and | dropped the wallet. My hand was like ooh, like that. 
I’m not gonna lie, my brain, my initial, my initial thought was to throw it that 
way, but then | was so scared 'cause | was being shot at, my (talking 
over). 

Wait, so whose wallet was it? 

It was my wallet. 

So is your ID in it and everything? 


My, it was has pictures in it. (INAUDIBLE). 


Takashima: So is there any form of ID? 
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(Talking over), it has my, it has my social security card, and then it has a 
picture of my daughter, and then a picture of my son. 


So the, the, wallet you dropped, you just dropped it, it just fell on the 
sidewalk (talking over)? 


(Talking over) by itself when | heard the shots. 
We'll have to find the wallet. 


You know, we'll have to look into that, | could...'cause like | said, | don't, 
Pm, I’m not sure. 


Hey, man, I’ve been telling them all night, 1, | dropped my wallet, | dropped 
my wallet. 


Well, ГІІ be honest with you, you have a lot bigger problems than a lost 
wallet right now. | mean, you do have to realize that you jumped out of a 
car, with a gun in your hand. From your perspective, you lifted it up over 
your head and tossed it as you heard the shots, and you're saying you 
never looked back... 

| never looked back. 

...you never even saw the deputies...? 

| never, | never looked back to see what was behind me. 1 seen the car, 
the lights and all that, but when | got out when | was running, | didn't look 
back to see if somebody hopped out the car. 

Okay then, but, but, from, that's from your perspective, and we talked 
about how the car was angled, northeast, so the way you exited the 
vehicle, you weren't, the car wasn't street, or straight, perpendicular, you 
know, a straight parallel to the sidewalk... 

(Talking over) parallel to the sidewalk. 


...50 when you came out, you were at an angle to the deputies, so, at no 
point did you look back and make eye contact or see...? 


At no point did ! look back and make eye contact. 


But ‘cause you understand what I’m getting at, when you get out... 
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I'm getting at... 

...you're upper body and your arms... 
...| never looked back at the police. 
Right, but I’m, I’m just saying.... 


(Talking over) say this is the seat right here. When | got out, this is how 
the car was facing, like this. 


Right. 
So when | got out, it was like this, the door was kind of like that. I’m not 
gonna look back right here to see if | see a deputy, not one time. | didn't 


even notice the deputy is out the car, until | went like that.... 


But because of the angle, when you exited the car, your torso is angled 
somewhat behind you. Its not straight. 


It's not, my torso was angled like behind me towards them, my torso was 
angled at a way to where it was kind of like facing, | guess, like what's that, 
that...the head start. 

A school. 

Yeah, yeah, a.... 


A school. 


Yeah, so my body was angled kind of like toward that, facing that, but not 
really facing all the way. 


So in like a, a southeasterly direction, somewhat? 
Somewhat. 

Yeah, all right. 

What, when, when did you notice the deputies? 


| didn't notice the deputies behind me.... 


Takashima: No, no, | mean when did you notice the deputies? 
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Thomas: | noticed the car when I got kind of like on 106th. 

Takashima: No, but | mean before that, like, when you got out of the car.... 

Thomas: | didn't notice the deputy until | crossed Vermont like | told you, when | 
noticed the car. The car had, you know, like I’m paralleling you, and | 
stop and like that, that's when 1, like, kind of looked like that and | seen 
there was a deputy like that, and | was like, oh, but the main one that was 
like freeze got out the car. 

Takashima: And then he says freeze when? 


Thomas: He says, freeze, when he hopped out the car, and | was already like, you 
know, in the island way. 


Takashima: But the where way, I’m sorry? 

Thomas: You know, you know, you know how Vermont is.... 

Adragna:  Theone, the, the, that divides the northbound and the southbound lanes? 
Thomas: The island, that's when they said freeze. 


Adragna: And then you didn't hear anything once...you're saying you didn't hear 
anything once you, the first time you left the car? 


Thomas: No, | didn't hear nothing. Only thing that, only thing | heard was shots. | 
didn't hear no freeze, no nothing, and | could promise you that, I'll put that 
on my daughters life. 

Adragna: The way l'm picturing this thing to go down, because, you know, the way 
you're explaining it, you at least have to understand how the manner in 
which you exited that car, the speed in which you exited that car, the fact 
that you had a gun.... 


Thomas: | mean, | understand the reasoning of why they did what they did. ! 
mean.... 


Adragna: Why do you think they did what they did? 
Thomas: Because they seen the firearm. 


Adragna: And do you think that maybe the way you got out of the car.... 
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Probably, probably the way that | exited the car, | don't know but I’m 
thinking more likely because | had the firearm. That's what I’m thinking. 


But if you exit the vehicle very quickly, with a firearm in your hand, and 
you're... 


(Talking over).... 
...at an angle that.... 


They were still in any moment or any manner to say their live was in 
danger. | understand, you know what I’m saying, the situation they're in. 


So.... 
(INAUDIBLE) incompetent. 


At the end of the day, you are saying that you can clearly understand why 
the actions that you took and.... 


Yeah, | can understand clearly by my actions, the reason why they took 
the actions they did. That's what I'm saying. But my intent, but my 
actions was to get out of the car and run, my intentions was to get out of 
the car and run. 


Because the issue is sometimes intentions, which, you know, sometimes 
intentions...that's what you're thinking. Its not what, what's showing, 
right? Like my intention... 


So it shows, it shows I’m trying to harm them or something? 
Well, the thing is that we're trying to figure out what happened here. 


‘Cause I've never...like | said, | never, | never...| didn't make no type of 
eye contact with them. When | got out of the car, it wasn't, no, like, none, 
zero, zilch, my thing was, get out of the car, get the hell on. It wasn't no, 
you know what | mean? It was get out of the car, до. | did поі... didn't 
even see the officer that was on foot, like | said, until | went like that and | 
was going to cross Vermont. ‘Cause when | heard him say freeze, | 
turned, that's when | turned all the way around, and | was like, oh, forget it 
and | put my hands up, | put my hands on my head and | lay on the 
ground. That's when | noticed, you know, the officer was right there on 
foot. Now, maybe the manner | exited the car, | exited, or whatever, 
maybe they felt like their life was in danger, so | understand, you know, the 
reasoning of why anybody would open fire, so, you know. 
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Well, you exited the car, and then within that split second, you’re already 
at the corner, ‘cause it was a short a distance from the side of the car.... 


Very short distance, very short, very short distance. 


Yeah, so by the time you get out, and then you're there, when you turned 
around the corner, by the time you.... 


By the time | hit the corner, | can tell you it's like this. By the time | hit the 
corner like this, like, | don't know...! know, Head Start it's like a house right 
there | guess? 

Yeah, there's a Head Start, the corner is more like a field. 

It's a house (talking over) it's a, it's, it's the Head Start, right here right? 
The building and all that, and then I think couple of yards and then a 
house. When I got kind of by the house, that's when the car was like 
parallel with me. The car is parallel with me, that's when | turned and I 
went like that, when | went like that... 

What about the... 

...that's when I said like (talking over). 

...(talking over)? 

That's when | seen, you know...? 

What about the first corner though? 

What you mean? 

When you got out of the car, you get off and run, and then the very first 
corner, when you turned, okay? How were you, you were, you were 
trying to, when you're trying to run, were you trying to hop the fence? 

No, I never tried to hop nobody's gate. 


You were just trying to run down to Vermont? 


And | was trying to go like that, go down to Vermont and possibly go back 
to 107^ or somewhere, like, around there or something, | don't know. 
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So you were going down Vermont...or, you got to the corner, right, of, right 
at the corner of 106'^ and Vermont, and at that point that's...that's when 
you were, like, all right, I’m gonna go down south on Vermont, you're... 
mean, obviously this is happening like in, like, split second, but you 
already... 


Everything is a split second reaction. 

You're just like I'm gonna run this way... 
| didn't want to.... 
...l'm gonna go that way, and I’m gonna go back down to 107? 
Yeah, | didn't want to run across the way where the cars were coming 
because | didn't want to get hit, by you know the cars. So my thing was 
go down Vermont, go up 107", and possibly go like through an alley or 
something like that, going south, | thought they were going to continue to 


chase the car. 


When you were running, when you were running, do you still have the gun, 
just running like this? 


No, | Һаа.. І kind of was like this, because like, when | made the corner, 
that's when | first heard the shots, so | was like, oh, like that, you know? 
So that's when everything went like that, you know what I mean? 

Well, what | mean is that when you're running, you have the wallet here, 
and you get out of the car and then you, you turn and you're going like 
this, you're just kind of like running like this? 

My hands ain't that high now. 


All right, well, | mean, you're running like this. 


| never run with my hands straight forward like this, you know what I 
mean? 


No, | just mean you're running.... 
I’m running like this, you know, in a fluid kind of motion, hands down like 


that, not like that. By the time I hit the corner, when І got to the corner, 
that's when | heard, that's when | heard the shots. 
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Takashima: So you're running like this, let's say this is the corner, let's just say this is 
106", this is Vermont, so you're running like this and then as soon as you 
kind of go like Bam, then you hear the shots? 

Thomas: No, it's more like exit, tear ass, phew, right when I’m about to hit the 
corner, I’m kind of like, kind of like that, that's when | heard the, boom, 
boom. 

Takashima: So like right at the moment when you're running, and right as you're about, 
you're about to hit the corner like this, boom, boom, like this, so you had 
already started.... 

Thomas: | already kind of like started to hit the corner. 

Adragna: And you still had that gun in your hand? 

Thomas: | had my wallet like this too. 


Adragna: Right. 


Takashima: So, so you're, let, let's just say, let's just say this is the gun, right here in 
this notebook.... 


Thomas: (INAUDIBLE). 

Takashima: No, no, I'll just, I'll just do it. So you're running like this, and then you're 
running, and again, this is a split second, you run, you’re running like this, 
and then as soon as you, boom, like that? That's when you hear it? 

Thomas: See, listen. l'm running like this, right when I'm about hit the corner, 
right here, that fence right here, that's when | heard the, boom, boom. 
You know what I’m saying, so I'm kind of like, I’m not that far, you know 
what I'm saying, you know what | mean? 

Takashima: Yeah, from the corner right there. 

Thomas: (Talking over), you know what I mean? It was like just get on. 


Takashima: And where you, where you threw it...? 


Thomas: No, I threw it like this, like, you know, like this, like sky hook, you know 
what | mean? 


Adragna: ‘Cause you had, you, when you were running, you had your hands low... 
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Yeah. 
...and then when you tossed it.... 


So | couldn't, so | really couldn't look much and see what, it was more like 
a (INAUDIBLE). 


Yeah, but, but | guess what I’m trying to get at is, is you're running with 
your hands low, the gun in your hand low, and then all of a sudden quickly, 
you make a motion up, to get rid of it.... 

After, after | heard, like, once | heard shots. 

Right. 

Like, oh, shit, (talking over). 

So.... 


Don't want to keep holding on to this, don't want to keep holding on to that, 
you know what I’m saying, ! don't know what the hell, my mind was like.... 


But you wouldn't, you would say though that, that the, the motion and the 
manner in which you threw the gun was very different from the motion and 
manner that, when you were running with it? You, you made a sudden, 
whoop, I'm done, I’m out, | want to get rid of this thing, with that, with that 
right hand? Or! should say, oh, l'm sorry, your left hand? 

It was my left side. 


Yeah, yeah, so | guess what I’m saying is ‘cause you described earlier that 
your hands were real low when you're running like this. 


| never run with my hands like up... 

Right. 

...kind of like this. 

But then when you motioned how you threw the gun, you... 
Yeah, he was like.... 


...real quickly with that left hand up over.... 
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It was more like...l, | don't know. 1 know...I don't know, I’m gonna be 
honest with you, I’m pretty used to certain things, | haven't been shot at 
like that. So, yeah, when | hear gunshots and being through my mom got 
shot in 2006, when | hear gunshots, my mind be like, my mind be draw like 
a blank. 

No, I mean, that's natural... 

My mind... 

...you know? 

.. like, like, you know, the nervousness and fear, | don't know. 

Well, so, okay, so yourre...all right, | get it. So you're running, you're 
Scared, as soon as you're, you're near the corner or at the corner, you just 
hear, you hear like at least one, you hear the first shot and then you're just 
like this? 

Yeah, I’m sure, | heard more than one shot. 


Well, you hear the first shot, okay, it was real quick (talking over). 


| heard, | heard, | heard more than one shot and it was, but it was rapid, it 
was real quick. 


How many shots did you hear fired? 

| would say about three, four. 

Three or four shots? 

Yeah. 

So you heard about three or four shots.... 


‘Cause it was, like, quick. It was like, boom-boom-boom, like that, so | 
think it could have been maybe like three so I’m like, oh shit. 


And that's when...so you're running, you're like this, and then just as about 
you're like this, you hear boom, boom, boom, and then you're like, oh shit? 


(INAUDIBLE). 
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Takashima: Well, different people, you know, this is the thing, dude, the way you see 
something, the way | see something, the way he sees something, it's 
always slightly different. 


Thomas: Interpretation is always different (INAUDIBLE). 


Takashima: The thing is, | mean, yeah, because the thing is is, especially when shit 
happens really fast like that, it's like, | can say | saw you running towards 
me, but then he could say | saw him kind of running this way, not exactly 
towards me, you know what | mean? So it is, you know, when things 
happen that quickly, and like you said, you admitted, the manner in which 
you got out of the car, especially with a gun.... 


Thomas: I mean... 


Takashima: ...and, and, and.... 


Thomas: ...when | got out the car, it wasn't like an aggressive way, like, I’m gonna 
get y'all, but when | got out the car, | was like, get on you know, (talking 
over)? 


Adragna: But what we were talking about earlier.... 


Thomas: The manner, the manner that | got out of the car and the reason that | had 
something in my hand, which is.... 


Takashima: You have a gun though. 


Thomas: I’m gonna tell you something, even if | didn't have a gun in my hand. Just 
having something black in my hand at night time, you know what | mean? 


Adragna: Well, now let's not go there with that because | think that, you know, when 
you've got a gun, you've got a gun. 


Thomas: | mean, when you've got a gun, you got a gun but I'm saying... 
Adragna: Yeah. 
Thomas: ...l'm saying in my mind. 


Adragna: Oh, okay. 


Thomas: If I'm, if | seen somebody hopping out of a car and l'm an officer and they 
got something black in they hand, my first mind is like, hey, you know, you 
get me? 
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Right. 
| mean, practical common sense. 


And then, but look, all I’m trying to say is that, that from the start, from 
when the time you ran to the time you hit the corner and threw the gun, it 
was like probably like a second and a half or two seconds so, it was, it was 
quick. And so different perspectives are different... 


Yes, sir. 


...you'll see something different than | see it, and he's gonna see 
something different than | see it, you know what | mean? So, and 
sometimes the, the timing is off, like, you'll say, like, oh, yeah, | saw you, 
you yelled at me when | said this, and then he's gonna say, no... 


(Talking over). 
...or whatever, whatever (talking over). 


You know what I’m saying? 1 didn't hear nobody say nothing about like, 
no freeze, nothing like that. | just heard shots, you know what I’m saying? 
But | didn't hear freeze until the officer told me like, freeze, freeze, get 
down, I'll fuckin’ kill you. And he was already on Vermont, so, you know 
what I’m saying, that's when they got out the car. That's when | was 
already over the, the, by the center divider, and that's why | said oh, fuck 
it. He already shot at me once, I’m pretty sure they will shoot me twice, 
and don't want to run down like that, when there are dark alleys back there 
end up getting murdered. Yeah, so | just laid right there, you know what 
I’m saying, put my hands on my head, you know what I’m saying, and | 
just...l've never been chased by the police before. This is my first time 
so, you know, | don't got no real bad extensive record, nothing of that 
nature. 


Do you know this dude? 

Yeah, | know him. 

Who is this guy? 

That's kind of like my brother, you could say. 


So you're close with him? 
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Yeah. 

Well, what, what do they call him? 

He ain't from nowhere. That guy plays music. 

What, what do you call him? 

His name is ШШ 

ШШ Okay. And who is...what kind of car does he drive? 

Oh, shit. | forgot. 

Come on, man. 

No, I'm trying to think, | forgot. 

If you're close to him like a brother, you know what kind of car he drives. 


He, he's like my family you could kind of say in a way, because he know 
my sister's (INAUDBILE). 


Were you in his car? 
Last night, | believe it was his car. 


But then, | mean, c'mon, you, you're doing so good, man. Don't, you 
know.... 


All right, okay. 
Let's be real. 


So you were in this Volvo, in this red Volvo, okay, so, who, were you the 
one that borrowed it or was it...? 


I’m not the one that borrowed nothing. 
So who, who borrowed his car? 
| guess the driver. 


Did you ever, did you go to his house last night? 
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| stopped by ‘cause І was in the area. 
Like about what time? 

That, | didn't remember. 

Was it night time or was it morning? 
Pretty late. 

Like pretty late like 10 o'clock, 11 o'clock? 


Pretty late. | don't know exactly what time 'cause | don't have no phone, 
nothing like that, so I couldn't say. 


When you stopped by his house were you in that, in the car, in that red 
car? 


No. No, I wasnt. 

You stopped by by yourself? 

| stopped by, me and my friend. 

One of these guys that we showed you? 
No. 

Dave? 


Yeah. 


So you and Dave stop by his house pretty late, you're not sure exactly but 
it was dark, and then you guys left? 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 
And then where did you guys go? Did you guys walk there? 


No, they, they, got dropped...actually, Dave and me we had got dropped 
off. 


Like, in what car? 
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We was in, who's car was that, this other guy we know (INAUDIBLE) that 
dropped us off at Dave's car (talking over). 


So he dropped you off.... 


Like, like, they dropped us off at Dave's truck, Dave has a black truck, you 
know what I’m saying? 


Dave was in the black truck? 

Yeah (talking over). 

What kind of black truck does he have? 

| want to say like a Suburban. 

Like an SUV then. 

Like an SUV, I’m not sure if it's GMC or a Chevy, I’m not sure. 

So then he, you guys got dropped off there? 

We got dropped off. I'm going over here to say hey what's up to ШЕШ 
you know what I'm saying? (INAUDIBLE BN, was like, (INAUDIBLE), 
and shit, then | walked out, you know what l'm saying, me and Dave was 
about to leave, that's when | guess whoever it was, you know what I’m 
saying? 

This dude, the driver. 

It looks like him. 


So the guy, this guy.... 


But to be honest with you, | don't think that's the driver though, ‘cause the 
dude that was in the car with me last night had big lips. 


So the guy that, the, the guy that was the driver, he came over when you 
and Dave were there? 


No, we were leaving. 
You were leaving? 


Yeah. 
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And then what did he do? 


| was asking him, my whole thing | was going to the store to buy some 
SIX... 


Yeah. 


...and that's, you know, we going, you know, we went around 
(INAUDIBLE), like.... 


You guys, you and Dave were leaving the apartment, you were leaving 
MM apartment, but then this dude, the driver just walked up? 


No, he was already coming up the street. 

In what? 

We was going to Dave's car. | guess it was car. 
He was already driving that car? 

| didn't go to the back and see if car was back there. 


Hang on a second. Here's where I’m gonna, I'm gonna jump іп. You're 
friends with к2у? He's like a brother to you? 


He, he's like a brother to me. 

You know his car.... 

Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE), but I'm saying I'm not sure if that was car 
though, ‘cause | didn't go the back to go and see if car was back 
there. | came in the front gate, | walk right to house, so | can talk 
to ИШ a minute, walked out. As | was walking and getting back into 
the truck, my car out there, that's when the car pulled up. 

Did say anything like, anything to the driver? 

Wasn't outside. And the guy, I kind know him, kind of like in the area 
already, you know what I’m saying? Like, so | don't know how t to explain 


it, like, | know him but I don't know him, | just know that.... 


He's an acquaintance? 
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Thomas: No, not an acquaintance, he like, you seen somebody, and they go, hey, 
what's up, and you be like, what's up, and you just keep going (talking 
over). 

Takashima: You're talking about the guy that was driving? 


Thomas: You talk to but you don't talk to, you're just more, like, hey, how you 
doing? 


Takashima: So, when you, when you and Dave were leaving, this, this driver was 
driving up (talking over)? 


Thomas: Тһе car was coming up (talking over). 
Takashima: 106", no 109th... 

Thomas: | didn't see it exit (talking over). 
Takashima: .. Ml apartment? 

Thomas: Ог nothing like that. 


Takashima: So it was just coming up the street and he was like, hey, you need a ride, 
and you're like, all right. 


Thomas: No, | was like (INAUDIBLE), he said, he was like, | know I'll take you, 
whoo whoo, we went out like that, make the right on Normandie, make a 
right on 107 and I'm sitting here like this, we make a left and that's when | 
noticed, you know (INAUDIBLE). Basically, that's all | gotta say. 

Takashima: And that's basically, that's when you notice the gun? 


Thomas: No, that's when all hell broke loose. I didn't even notice that Dave had 
that gun on him. 


Adragna: Right, but you said you, man, | got a gun, | got a gun.... 
Thomas: 1 didn’t notice that until.... 

Adragna: No, but you heard him say that. 

Thomas: | heard that when.... 


Adragna: Апа then you said you he slid the gun up (talking over). 
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| heard that when the deputies got behind us. 
when | got (talking over). 


| didn't know he had a gun 


Yeah, no, | got you on that. All right. 


That's what I’m saying, | didn't know and | did not ask and l'm not gonna 
sit there and look for no gun. 


Really quickly, the, the driver, the guy who you met the night prior, who 
you said kind of looks like that picture we showed you, but you said he's 
got bigger lips, you said they call him Little...? 

Yeah, Little something, | don't know. 

Let's think about that for a second. 


I’m telling the truth. Trust me on that, | don't know. I don't need to take 


the time | can't remember a name like that. ... 

What do you mean you don't remember names like... 

Little something. That's all | know. 

What else do you know about him? 

| don't know much about him. 

Well, what do you know about him? 

Outside of, I'm pretty sure he's from around that area. 

What area is that? 

| guess (INAUDIBLE). 

What, what neighborhood is he from? Come on. 

| don't know. | keep trying to tell you, | know he's from over in that area. 
| don't know him like that. | know him from walking down the street and | 
go to the store, (INAUDIBLE).... 

What neighborhood do you think he’s from? 


Probably from Hoover or from Pimp Town, | said | don't know. 1 don’t. | 


really don't. 
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Why do you think he would be from Hoover or from Pimp Town? 
Because he's in the area. Like I said, l'm.... 


All right. Yeah. Well... 


Takashima: Well, | mean, thank you for... 
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Yeah, you, you.... 

...honestly being straight with us. 

Yeah, I'm just telling you all, like | said, when I’m over there | don't do no 
hanging out. Ifl was hanging like that, I'm pretty sure you would know my 
face. 

No, no, I, ‘cause I’ve never seen you before dude. The thing is you didn't 
waste our time. Because the thing is it is what it is, dude. Yeah, we got 
the gun | mean, and it's, they, they didn't lose sight of you, you know what 
і mean? So it's not like, it's not like trying to make shit up, you know. 

No, dude, well, all right. Because we've been here all night dude, so you 
know. 

Anything else? 

You'll be here for a little while and then you'll go to court Tuesday. 
Tuesday. You're not on parole or probation are you? 

Not on parole or probation or anything. I've only, I’ve only had | ш 
that's, and that's for EBENE. 

All right, well, thanks for being honest, man. 


| know (INAUDIBLE). 


Yeah, all right. (Background noise). 


End of interview. 
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Today is March 23, 2015. I show the time as 0943 hours. | am 
Sergeant Smeltzer from the Sheriff s Department. My last name is 
spelled S-M-E-L-T-Z-E-R. We are in Men's Central Jail in Room 6036 
and sir, could you introduce yourself? 

My name is Arthur Thomas. My booking number is 4273125. 

And Arthur the reason I'm here today is | would like to talk to you about 
the incident that occurred on Friday morning where apparently you had 
ran from some deputies and there was a shooting related to that. So, 
what, what can you tell me about the incident? 

Not that | recall, when | had jumped out the car | had my wallet in my right 
arm, | had the firearm in my left hand and as | was running towards 
Vermont the police officers they shot at me. 

So, you had your wallet in which hand? 

My right hand. 

And then you had a, a firearm... 

In my left hand. 

Do you recall what kind of gun that was? 

No, I don't recall. 

All right, was it, was it a pistol? 

Yeah. 

What color was it? 


| believe it was black, I'm not too sure. 


Do you know what kind of make it was or what caliber or anything like 
that? 


| don't remember. 
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You don't remember? 
Un-huh (NEGATIVE). 


All right. And let's, let's talk about the wallet real quick. You said you 
had that in your right hand? 


Yeah, | had my wallet, it had my social and all that stuff up in there. 
Now, when you, did you drop that wallet at some point? 

| dropped it at the point of when | started getting shot at and | heard shots, 
‘cause my, | was so scared, you know, my hand...you know, | dropped 
something and throw like at that same time. So it was kind of like 


reaction | guess. 


So did you, did you retrieve the wallet when you dropped it? Did you 
have an opportunity to pick it back up? 


No. No, sir. 
And, and what did you do with the handgun at that point? 
| kind of threw that and dropped my wallet at the same time. 


Okay, so let me, so let's back up a little bit more. 
with some other people correct? 


So you were in a car 


Yeah. 
How many other people were in the car? 
| don't remember. 


You don't remember how many? You don't remember if it was, besides 
you and the driver, was there anyone else in the car? 


| believe so, yeah. 
And do you, where were you seated in the car? 
| believe passenger seat if I'm not mistaken. 


The front? 
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The front passenger seat. 


So just explain to me what, what happened as far as how was it that you 
ended up running? 


| mean, just kind of, kind of can't, kind of don't even really know like, | 
don't know how to explain it. It was kind of Sheriff's behind me, | know I 
had a warrant. 

What was your warrant for? 

That | don't know. 

You just knew you had one? 

Know | had a warrant. 

Do you know how much the warrant was, was for? 


| know how much the warrant is now. It's $26,000 for driving without a 


license. | Know now. 

But you didn't know then? 

| didn't know then. 

How did you know you had a warrant? 

I don't know how to explain it, but | just knew | had a warrant. 

You just had one? 

Yeah. 

You knew you had one, but you didn't know what the charge was, correct? 
Yeah, | didn't know what the charge was. 

And you didn't know at the time what the bail amount was? 


І didn't know what charge it was at that time and | didn't know what the 
bail was. 


So when you, at, so at what point did you realize the deputies were behind 
the car? 
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| guess when the lights came on. 


Now when you say lights are you talking about spot lights or are you 
talking about like the red lights, red and blue lights? 


It's like the white light. 
So like a spot light? 
Yeah. 


At any point did you, did you see red lights or anything like that? Red and 
blue? 


| don't recall seeing red and blue lights at any point. 
All right. At any point did you hear a siren? 

| don't recall hearing a siren. 

When you, what street was it that you got out of the car? 

106": 

106"? And were you close to another side street or cross street? 
| was in between | guess you would say Vermont and Budlong. 
On 106? 

Yeah. 


And so describe to me how, how you got outofthecar. Wasthe car 


moving or did it stop? 


Semi-moving. But not moving. It was kind of like, kind of like slanted, | 
guess you could say going, oh shit, what would it be like northeast kind of. 


Now, when you say slanted, you mean was it trying to (talking over) 
direction. 


No, it's like an angle, you know a car like how you stop and you're kind of 
like going diagonal like that. 


Okay. So like the front end kind of turned, what you were just motioning 
with your hand was kind of like the front end kind of went to the left? 
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Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 

And then, and then.... 

And | exit the vehicle, | wasn't running back towards the Sheriff's | was 
running the opposite way. So | started to run out, that's when they 


opened fire. 


So what, so on 106", what direct-, what street were you running toward 
when you got out of the car? 


It was a major street so it had to be Vermont. 

And then did you ever see the deputies behind you at all? 
No. 

Did you, what happened with the car after that? 

What you mean, what car? 

The car that you got out of. Did it stop or? 

| guess so. It was gone, | don't know. I didn't see them leave either. 


Well, did it drive past you at any point? 


| didn't see them at all. The only thing my focus was to get the hell out 
the way. Because they was shooting. 


How many times, or how many gunshots did you hear? 
That I recall, had to be like three or four. lm not sure. 
Three or four gunshots? 

Yeah. I’m not sure. 

And you weren't hit by any of the gunshots? 
Damn near. 

But you weren't hit? 


| wasn’t hit, but damn near. | heard one of them whistle past my head. 
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And then so and, and correct me if l'm wrong, so it sounds to me like you 
got out of the car you were running on 106" towards Vermont... 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 


...and where exactly were you when you heard the gunshots. Were you 
on 106^ or were you on Vermont? 


| was on 106", | was getting close to Vermont when | heard the gunshots. 
So you were close to the corner? 
Yeah. 


And is that when you heard the gunshots, is that when you dropped your 
wallet? 


When | heard the gunshots that's when everything kind of like just, you 
know what | mean? 


| mean so what does that mean? When you say... 


Basically it means | dropped. | dropped my wallet and everything in my 
hand, just went like that you know. 


And so.... 


Like ooh, like you know if you're running, like you hear like a gunshot, you 
know kind of it startles you. So it like startled the hell out of me, because | 
know | haven't been shot at that many times in my lifetime. You know, 
especially by an officer and also when they were shooting it kind of 
startled me so | went like, the, the firearm | threw and the wallet fell out of 
my hand. 


So, you're saying you dropped the wallet and threw the, the gun at the 
same time? 


All at the same time. It was like whoop! 
Okay, and then and that was while you were still on 106? 


Yeah, kind of like 106% here. 
corner kind of. 


Kind of like, kind of like meeting like the 
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And then so after you dropped the wallet and threw the gun then what 
happened? 


| kept running and then when the sheriff, the sheriff | guess in the car had 
caught up to me and that's when | was crossing Vermont and that's when 
he had his gun out on me and he was like, he like three or something to 
me, like you fucking move, I’m gonna kill you. Іт gonna kill you. So! 
thought to myself like shit, | don't want to keep running. Around 
somewhere in the dark and they kill me in the dark or something you 
know. And I decided not to die, and | got a daughter you know | mean so 
bs 


You got kids? 

Yeah, an 11 year old. 
Just one? 

Yeah. 


So when you heard the gunshots were you, where were you? Where 
were you exactly? Were you on the street, or on the sidewalk? Grass? 


To be honest with you | don't even recall whereabouts in the street. 
Sidewalk or the grass. | don't know exactly like where my body was at 
that moment | just know | was running toward Vermont. But if I’m not 


mistaken not trying to think clear, because | Mb cforel| 


came here. If I’m not mistaken I’m trying to think clearly, | had to be like 
on the sidewalk. 

And then... 

Kind of like between the sidewalk and grass. Kind of like, you know. 


All right, was there a chain link fence there? Do you remember seeing a 
fence of some sort? 


| know there's a, Head Start right there. 


Oh, the school? 


Yeah. It's, it's a Head Start and a liquor store across the street. That! 
remember. 
All right, so.... 
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Thomas: I’m not really too familiar with the area. 
Smeltzer: — All right. But now, do you live in the area? 
Thomas: No. 

Smeltzer: | Where, where do you live? 

Thomas: | live in Inglewood. 


Smeltzer: In Inglewood? Okay. And then were you born and raised in the, that 
area? 


Thomas: No, Inglewood. 

Smeltzer: Inglewood. Did you go up north for awhile? 
Thomas: | Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 

Smeltzer: Northern California? 

Thomas: Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 

Smeltzer: What, what city did you live in up there? 
Thomas: Uh, like Oakland. 

Smeltzer: Oakland? 

Thomas: Yeah. 

Smeltzer: Okay. About how long, how long did you live up there? 
Thomas: | can't recall. A few years. 

Smeltzer: At what point did you come back to the L.A. area? 
Thomas: | came back to the L.A. area | was like 21. 
Smeltzer: So you've been here roughly 10 years then? 
Thomas: No. Back and forth. 


Smeltzer: Oh, you, so.... 
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Still back and forth. | can't, | can't put an exact definite time on it, not that | 
feel the need to do that. That's a little too personal. 


Well, that's fine. So roughly the age of 21 you've kind of started going 
back and forth, no problem. 


Actually Га say about 20. Because my daughter was born. 


Twenty, okay. So once, once you heard those gunshots did, did you go 
to the corner and then start running on Vermont? 


Yeah, kind of like turning the corner trying to get out of the way cause | 
didn't know if they were gonna keep shooting at me. 


Now, you say turn the corner, were you, would that be going like to the 
right or to the left? 


| would say south. 
South on Vermont? 
Yeah. 


All right. Апа then as you were running south on Vermont, tell me about 
what happened then when you were running? 


That's when | seen the sheriff's car and that's when | was crossing 
Vermont. 


So when you see the, saw the sheriff s car, where, where did you see it? 
| saw it coming down Vermont as | was crossing Vermont. 'Cause | was 
running and | made the right, when | was crossing over Vermont going 
toward like 107". 

So did the patrol car at some point get in front of you? 

| guess you could say that. l'm not too sure. 
So well when you saw it... 

| don't know how you would say in front or in back because as | seen them 


crossing like that coming from around the corner | was like crossing the 
street. 
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Well, then let me ask this. Let me ask it to you this way. As you're 
running south on Vermont did you, at first, did you stay on the sidewalk 
area there or were you in the street? 

Kind of on the sidewalk. 


Kind of on the sidewalk? Did you see the patrol car pass you? Drive past 
you? 


Not, not yeah, but no. (Talking over). 

What do you mean, yeah but no? 

Yeah, but no because | was on the sidewalk, but then when | was going 
on the sidewalk, | was going toward the grass. To cross over and | was 
going on the grass to cross over and that's when | see the police car zoom 
past me. 

So it passed you? And then at that point you were going... 

i was already going across the street. 

They were starting to go across Vermont then? 

Yeah. 

And then what happened after you... 

That's when | gave up. 

Did you give up in the street on Vermont or? 


Yeah, | gave up in the middle of the street. 


In the middle of the street? Now when you say middle are we talking 
about middle of like in the street or middle like in the median? 


No, | mean like in the street. 

In the street? 

Yeah, kind of went up, | didn’t want to be nowhere in the dark. You know 
what I’m saying? Somewhere | can possibly get shot or something like this 


so | just gave up like in the middle, where you know, people can see me. 


And now | know Vermont is a big street. | mean there's pretty wide. 
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Yeah, and it has a center island like a little divider and all that. 


All right, so when, when you actually were handcuffed and arrested, were 
you... 


Out in the northbound lane. 
In the north, in the north...so you had crossed over the median then? 
Yeah. 


So you had just gotten over the median then? Okay, and then describe, 
describe to me how you gave up. Or how... 


| just gave up. It wasnt like no, no not no big old argument or like that 
dude. He was like freeze I’m gonna shoot you, I’m gonna kill you. Yada, 
yada. Whatever, whatever so | just like kind of stopped, you know, put 
my hands on my head and | got on my knees on the ground. And | laid 
on the ground. 

In the street. 

In the street. 

And then they handcuffed you? 

Yeah. 
All right. At any time, were you injured at all during this incident? 
Yeah, the officer put his knee all in my damn neck and then he put his 
knee in my back and then he called me all kinds of sons of bitches and 
bastards and all that shit. 

When you, when you.... 


| never got hit. I didn't get grazed 


nothing like that. 


When they shot at me | didn't get hit. 


So as far as being injured, do you have any visible injuries? 
| don't know. 


I'll take a look. You're talking about the back of your neck? 
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Yeah. | mean, like right here and like right here. But it's like kind of 
sore, it's still sore but l've been taking Tylenol and all that for it. 


Did you tell, did you go to the hospital at all? 
No. 


You did not go to the hospital? Did you, when you came here to the 
Central Jail did you tell anyone that you were injured? 


Yeah. 
shit. 


| told them | had like back, like back problems and back pain and 


Did you have back problems before this incident? 

Semi yeah, but not really. Not as bad. 

What, what was your back problems prior to this incident? 
Prior to this event | had a, | had got in a car accident when | was younger. 
Like how old were you? 

Shoot, 31 so | was like 26. 

And then what, what happened to your back in that incident? 
| just, just real bad back pains. 

Was it a pretty bad car crash? 

Semi, but not really. 

All right. 

It was bad enough to where | messed my back up though. 
Did you have any surgery or anything relate to that? 

No. 


So, when they handcuffed you, you're saying that one of the deputies 
placed his knee on your back? 


Uhm. 
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Smeltzer: Or the back of your neck or where? 
Thomas: At the back, like kind of at the back of my neck. Like right here. 
Smeltzer: So you're pointing to the upper part of your back? 


Thomas: Yeah, like right where your spine, right where your neck and your, your 
back meet. There's a circle there. 


Smeltzer: Not on your neck, but right below it? 

Thomas: Yeah. 

Smeltzer: — And so did that occur, were you laying face down on the... 
Thomas: | was laying face down. 

Smeltzer: ...and that was all, in the roadway? 

Thomas: Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 

Smeltzer: All right and do you, do you recall which deputy that was? 
Thomas: NO, sir. 

Smeltzer: Do you recall any of the deputies names at all? 

Thomas: NO, sir. 


Smeltzer: Now, when you heard these gunshots, do you know, were you aware if a 
deputy was running after you? 


Thomas: | wasn't aware on that. 

Smeltzer: So do you, do you know where the gunshots even came from? 

Thomas: No, | know they came from the deputies for sure. 

Smeltzer: No, | understand that but. 

Thomas: But what I’m saying is | wasn't aware, | wasn't aware of who was behind 
me or nothing. Only thing | was thinking was get away, get out the way. 
You know, get out the way. Get оп, geton. That's what | was thinking. 


| wasn't thinking nothing about, | didn't even think to look back and see 
who was behind me. 
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All right. Do you, so you've already spoke to nurses here? 
Yeah. 


And do you need any other kind of medical attention? Ог they taking care 
of... 


No. 

...or, you've already talked about, they gave you some Tylenol? 
Yeah, | mean for the most part I'm all right | guess without that, but. 
You just felt some pain? 

Yeah, just felt some pains. | was trying, | really was trying to figure out 
what's going on like during all this, like why am | going through all the 
talking and all that. 

Well, | understand you're going to go to court on Tuesday. 


Yeah. 


And that's where you'll get arraigned. They'll, they'll talk about your case 
to you. And then they'll, that's when you'll get all that kind of information. 


Yeah. 

Did anything else happen when you're handcuffed? 

Nothing else happened. 

So just basically one of the deputies placed his knee. ... 

For the most part the deputies, they, they were all right. Outside of me 
getting shot and all that they were cool. You know they didn't like you 
know beat me up or anything of that nature. 

So they didn't do anything that you thought would be excessive? 

No. They didn't do nothing else excessive. Nothing out of the ordinary. 
Now | just want to be clear on this. | understand you said you, you felt 


some pain from when one of the deputies placed his knee on your back. 
Is there anything else that... 
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| mean other than him telling me he was gonna blow my face off. Yeah. 
That's a little excessive. 


Okay. 


You know what l'm saying? Telling me you know shoot me and all that 
crap. 


You never tried to shoot him? 

No, | never tried to shoot at them. 

At either deputy? 

| never tried to shoot at them at any time or any point. And I'm quite sure 
that if that was said I’m quite sure you can look on the video cameras and 
it will show you. | never tried to shoot at them, never did | raise my hand 
up toward them or anything of that nature. 

Yeah, | don't think there's any allegation that you did. 1, that you shot at 
them. l'm just asking, | have to ask to, to, to get a full comprehension 


story of the incident. So, at no point you shot at them? 


No point | shot at them, no point | made an attempt to shoot at them or 
anything of that nature. 


Now, describe to me when you got out of the car, where was the gun 
located? Was it in your hand, was it in your waistband? 


It was in my, it was in my left hand. 

It was in your left hand? 

Yeah. 

And do you recall how you ran as far as how you ran with your hands... 


I ran with, | never run with my hands to the side, my hands always in the 
front of me. 


So when you were running, you were running with your hands in front of 
your, your chest? Your waist area? 


Yeah. 


At any point did you turn towards the deputies to look and see? 
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| didn't turn, | never turned towards the deputies. | never even seen the 
deputies. | keep reiterating that. 1 told the first investigator about this. | 
never even turned and never even seen the deputy behind me. 

You never saw him? 


| never seen nobody behind me because | never looked behind me to see 
what was behind me. 


When you were first running, before the gunshots, did you hear either 
deputy say anything? 


| don't remember anything like that. No freeze or nothing. 
You didn't hear anything? 
No. 


All right and, and then after, and correct me if I’m wrong, it sounds like to 
me that when you heard the gunshots and you said three to four correct? 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 

That, that's when you dropped the wallet and you threw the gun? 
Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 

Now how hard did you throw the gun? 

| can't recall because | wasnt, it wasn't like, | can't recall that. ‘Cause it 
wasn't like my mind was oh, yeah just throw the gun. You know what | 
mean? |t was like, oh snap I’m getting shot at, you know? 


You just wanted to get rid of it? 


It was like just throw, | didn't want anything in my hands. I thought for 
some reason like just rid of everything out of your hands and just go. 


And do you, did, based on what, | mean you were there | wasn't — based 
on what happened that night you think that it's, what are your thoughts as 
far as the deputies shooting at you? You think they could have thought 
you were trying to hurt them? 
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| mean in any situation like that І don't know. I can't say ‘cause I’m not a 
deputy. And I don't know what they've been trained to do and | don't 
know what's going on through their mind. | don't have the slightest 
inclination. You know, now, if it was now, if | turned toward them and | 
was like you know pointing at them then | would understand logically. But 
being the fact that | was running away from them, | don't see what was the 
point in shooting at me. But at the same time it is what itis. What's 
done is done. You know. Іт just ready to just go ahead and get this 
over with. And get this out of my life so | can get back to the streets to 
get back to my daughter. 


Yeah. 

Now, do | feel like per se, am | a monster or the devil? No. 

| just want to make sure besides the pain that you felt to your upper back, 
when the deputy placed his knee, you're not, you aren't injured in any 
other way during this incident? 

No, | had like a minor little scratch and little shit like that but. 

How did you get the scratch? 

When | was on the ground. 

Oh, so when you were laying on the ground? And then you just held up 
your right arm and showed me something kind of towards your elbow 
down there on the inner part of your arm, correct? 

Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 

All right, well I'll get a picture of that when, when we get done here. And 
you, and you said that you, when you got to the main jail here that they, 
that you told them about the, about your pain to the back of.... 

| told them | had the pain, but | didn't tell them where it came from. 

Oh, you didn't? 

Uh-uh (NEGATIVE). 

You just told them that you had back pain? 


Yeah. 
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What about do you need any medical attention today or do you think what 
they gave you the Tylenol is that good enough? 


| mean, | can get medical attention if it'll make it any better. 


Well, no I'm asking you. Do you need it? Or, do you think that where 
yourre at right now as far as your situation is.... 


і mean, | don't know. It's like ongoing. You know what I'm saying. | 
can't say today, and | can't say tomorrow it won't, | can say today no and I 
can't say tomorrow will be any, | don't know. 

So does your back pain kind of come and go? 

It comes and goes. 

It wasn't like that before this incident? 


No. 


But you have the ability to get like Tylenol or pain medication if you need 
it? 


Yeah. 

Let me ask you a few background questions. Did you use any alcohol... 
No. 

...or had you drank any alcohol prior to this incident? 

No. 

No, okay. Did you use any drugs prior to this incident? 

No. 

Have you had mental health issues in the past? 


And what issues were those? 
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Just things going on? Does that keep your mind active, you think about 
that stuff a lot? Okay. When you write things are you right or left 
handed? 

Ambidextrous. 

You do either or? 


Yeah. 


When, now | just want to make sure I’m clear on this. 
of the car, the gun was in your hand correct? 


When you got out 


Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 


All right and then you ran and you already told me about how you dropped 
the, the wallet and threw the gun. Just right before you got out of the car, 
why was the wallet in your hand? 


| took my wallet out of my pocket earlier. 
Your pants pocket or shirt pocket? 


1, out of my sweater. 1 took it out of my pocket earlier when | was going to 
through it, | was trying to get my social out and all that different things, so 
when | put it back | didn't think to put it back in my pocket or anything, | 
just kind of set it down. You know, just kind of moving too fast. Stuff out 
of my mind, because my mind be moving too fast and | be thinking so 
quick that | don't be, you know, on point to think okay, you put this back 
there. Putthat back there. So | just kind of set it down, you know. 
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So when, why, why were you pulling your Social Security card out? 
| had my, | had done that way earlier in the day. 

Oh, okay. 

So I kind of had the wallet in my hand, like do, do, do. 


So you weren't pulling your wallet out in preparation for the deputies to 
contact you? 


To be quite honest, | really don't recall. 


Now, correct me if I'm wrong, so when you exited the car, you had your 
wallet in one hand... 


The wallet in one hand and what its name in the other. 
...and the gun in the other. Now, how did the gun end up in your hand? 


Because it was on the floor and I, the guy that was in the back of me, 
that's when he, you know, he laid back, | guess they got up on us and 
that's when he said, oh man | got you know. Gun оп me whatever. You 
know. Iwas like oh, snap. So | was kind of like, | already knew | was 
gonna run, whatever 'cause | had a warrant and | didn't want to go to jail 
for, for no amount, for no warrant. 1 just didn't know how much it was but 
| do recall, you know what I'm sayin’, when | got pulled over like prior to 
this like some months ago they told me | had a warrant but the officers 
that told me | had a warrant let me go on about my way, like you know I'll 
get it taken care of. So | already knew that and | didn't know, know what 
was going to happen you know what I’m saying’ this particular night so | 
kind of just ran and the gun was like when it slid up and | was like, good 
I’m gonna take this and run you know. Whatever. 


So, just correct me if l'm wrong, so did the gun slide up underneath your 
seat to the floor area where your feet were? 


Uh, no. It slid right there but it didn't slide all up under the seat. 
l'm confused. So, so how did you.... 
You know you sitting back? Like I’m sitting in back of you. You know 


how the front seat is of the car. You know how, you can slide something 
up there. It was slid up there. 
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But when it was slid up there, was it underneath your seat or like on the 
side ofthe seat? 


Kind of like on the side І guess. | don't know. I can't, | don't have eyes 
in the back of my head so | can't say. 


Well, | mean at one point you saw the gun down there on the floor or did it, 
or was there somebody actually hand it to you? 


It was like, kind of like in the back. It was kind of like handed to me. 
So you basically received it from the guy in the back? 

Yeah. 

And you don't know who the guy is? 

| know his name, but I just know his first name, that's it and that's all. 
What's his first name? 

Dave. 

And you don't know him very well or? 

| know him well or not well, | just know him. 

Just, just from the street or? 

Yeah. 

He's not somebody you hang out with regularly? 

No. 


And what about the driver? You recall anything about the driver? Okay, 
you're shaking your head no, but the recorder can't.... 


Not being, no. | don't know too much about the driver. 


All right, and what was, what happened before the deputies got behind 
you. Was, was the driver, how was he driving? 


Cool, | guess. 


You don't, do you remember anything specific about how he was driving? 
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I’m not trying to remember nothing about that night, to be honest with you. 
| just want to get this over with. 


Well, just, just answer me this. 1 get it you're saying you're trying not too, 
are you trying not too because.... 


No, | mean | remember certain things but things | don't remember my 
mind is like... 


So you remember certain parts but not others? 
Yeah. 


And you, | know you said earlier you just want to get this behind you at 
this point, correct? Okay. 


And like | told you too, | MW со before | came right here. 


So, my mind is like.... 


So when you gave up did you, you said at some point did you, did you put 
your hands up and then you got on your knees? 


When | gave up | was like this, and he was like freeze dude. And | 
stopped, | put my hands up like this and | went just like this right here. 


So you got down on your knees? 
Yeah. And then | laid down because that’s when they you know. 


So I’m just and you can correct me if I'm wrong, but since obviously the 
recorder can't see what you just did, you were standing towards me. 


| got down on one knee 
Then I laid on the 


Yeah. With my hands on the top of my head. 
and | got down, and then | put my other knee down. 
ground. 


And then you laid down, chest first on the ground”? 


Yes, chest first. And that's turn my face to the, to the right, no | turned my 
face to my left and that's when the deputy came and he put his knee all in 
my back and all that and called me bastards and sons of bitches and all 
this bullshit. 


So when you, where exactly did you place your hands once you were 
laying down. 
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Right here on the back of my head. 


So, it looks like to me you, you had your fingers interlaced and the palms 
of your hand on the back of your head, is that correct? 


Yeah. 


That's what you're showing me. All right. So anything that, | mean, do 
you, do you remember hearing any sirens at all that night? 


No, I don't remember hearing no sirens at all. Not until, not until | was in 
the back of the damn police car and then | hear other sirens coming. 


No, | get that but I’m referring to as far as like deputies trying to pull you 
over? 


No. 


And how quickly do you think, from the time you got out of the car to the 
time.... 


To the corner? 
Yeah. 

How fast | got there? 
Yeah. 

| don't know. Iran pretty fast, though. I can't say. 


You look like you'd be a fast guy. 


Yeah, I'm a pretty quick sprinter. 1, | don't know. | don't have the slightest 
idea how long it took me. | know it wasn't that long. 


Do you have an estimation of how far you ran from the car to the corner? 
No, | don't know. That! don't know. | didn't know that because | don't, | 
don't know what's the yardage from you know the stopping point to, you 
know, to the corner. 

| know but you might have an idea in your head. 


| don't know. 1 just know, | know everything happened quick. 
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And then what about from the corner going down on Vermont. Before 
you went to the street. Do you have any idea of how far that was? 


A couple of yards, I, | should say. 

A couple of yards? 

Yeah, a couple of yards. | don't know how many yards, and | can't even 
say like a couple, | don't know. It wasn't far. For me to know that, | 
would have to be tooken out there and then | can look and say oh from 
here to here. And all that stuff. But.... 

And then do you have an idea how far, | know we talked about Vermont 
being a pretty wide street, do you have any idea how, what would your 
estimation be, how, how.... 

(Talking over). Like | say when | was running, before | crossed over | was 
going southbound so | ended up in the northbound lane. But! ended up 
in the northbound lane where you kind of be making a left hand turn. 
Yeah. 

And whose car were you in that night? 

| don't recall. 
Don't recall. What, what kind of car was it? 
| don't recall. 

You recall what color it was? 

І don't recall. 


What about.... 


| told you, I think I said | ЕЕЕ so my mind is like, kind of like, you 
know brain farts. 


Allright. And then just.... 
| mean from what, if you want me to be like, I’m being honest with you. 


No, | get the feeling that you're being very forthright with me. 
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But, it’s just the whole situation be mad, it's kind of like, it’s stupid. You 
know what | mean? You know, it's my, it's my fault not accepting 
complete accountability for my actions. You know what | mean and as far 
as I’m concerned, you know, | can understand you know that the situation 
at hand. 


Now, | know you said that you knew you had a warrant and you were 
thinking that you were going kind of run because you weren't sure what 
would happen tonight, whether you go to jail or not? Is that correct? 
Yeah. 

As far as the guy in the back who, who gave you the gun did, did he talk 
about running at all or did you just tell him, hey I’ve got a warrant I’m 
gonna run and then he.... 

Yeah, basically | told him. 

And so then he just handed you the gun? 

Yeah. 

And you, you had no idea what, when you got out of that car.... 

| have no, once I got out the car... 


Which direction it was going or? 


...When | got out the car whatever they did, | have no idea. All | was 
worried about was me, myself and I. You know. 


All right. And, all right and, and you think there's anything that, that | 
haven't asked you that you think is important to this? 


| don't know, | mean you would know better than | would know. 


I know. Maybe there's something that is in your mind right now that you 
know, like isn't he asking me this or you know? 


I mean | don't know. I mean like, like | said there's no allegations about 
me firing a firearm, there's no allegations about me pointing a firearm at 
them or anything of that nature. So, | mean on that note, I’m cool. You 
know. As long as there's nothing that, that they're trying to say as far as | 
put their lives in danger I’m fine. 
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Did, did anyone, in the car right before, did anyone say the car was stolen 
or anything like that? 


No, sir. 


What about was there anyone on 106" where, where the shooting 
happened, did anyone there see, did you see anybody out on the street? 


What you mean? 

Were there any witnesses on 106" where the shooting happened? 
| seen some people in front of the liquor store. | guess | don't know. 
Now, which liquor store was that then? 

It was on my left hand side. | don't know the name of the liquor store. 
You don't know the name of it? 

No. 

Liquor store was still open at that time? 

Yes, sir. 

What, what time of, what time did this incident happen? 

That | don't’ know. 


Do you know if it was.... 


| don't know. It had to be probably around 12 or something like that. I'm 
not too sure. 


Like, like midnight? 
Yeah. 

It was dark outside right? 
Yeah. It was pretty black. 
All right. 


And I, actually I, | was actually headed to the liquor store in all honesty. 
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The three of you, or just you or? 


Just me actually. | was headed to the liquor store. | was gonna get 


dropped off at the store. 
At, oh really? What were you wanting to get there? 
| was gonna get me a bag of chips and a soda. 


And were you they gonna wait for you when you went in to go buy this 
stuff or? 


| don't know, probably so. 

Or were they just dropping you off? 

If l asked they probably would have waited. 

| mean did you have plans to spend the night with these guys? 
No, | actually had plans to get back to my old lady. So you know. 


All right. The gunshots that you heard, | know you already said you heard 
three to four... 


Yeah, it would be anywhere from like three to four, or two to four, I’m not 
sure. 


...S0 two to four or three to four.

The purpose of this supplemental report is to provide active additional information regarding the above incident. 


While stopped at the solid red stop sign on Budlong Avenue in our marked black and white patrol vehicle just 
south of 107th Street facing northbound, we saw a red older model Volvotraveling eastbound on 107th street 
approaching the solid red stop sign at Budlong Avenue. As the red Volvo neared the stop sign, we noticed that it 
was occupied by three (3) male blacks and was traveling a relatively high rate of speed for a vehicle that was 
nearing a stop sign. | saw that the driver had a short hair cut with designs shaved into it. The red Volvo then 
drove directly through the stop sign without stopping, and accelerated northbound onto Budlong Avenue 
(Violation 22450(a) CVC). 


After observing the above traffic violation, we drove northbound on Budlong Avenue in an effort to catch up to 

the vehicle to conduct a traffic stop. As we neared the red Volvo, we paced it traveling at speeds of 35 - 45 miles 
per hour on residential streets (Violation of 22350(a) CVC). At this point, | was able to obtain the license plate 
er (California plate of of the red Volvo, and entered into our vehicle's Mobile Digital Computer 
MDC). 


Still traveling at a high rate of speed, the red Volvo abruptly turned right (easthound) onto 106th Street without 
signaling (Violation 22108 CVC); this unsafe turn caused his tires to screech. As the vehicle continued on 106th 
Street, it drove eastbound in the westbound lane (Violation 21650 CVC) at a high rate of speed. My partner, 
Deputy Quinones (9 ЕН accelerated to close distance with the red Volvo. The above driving pattern of the 
red Volvo was consistent with someone who was operating a vehicle while under the influence of drugs and/or 
alcohol, My partner turned on our overhead red and blue rotator lights in an effort to gain the driver's attention 
and pull his vehicle over.

Due to above flagrant reckless driving pattern of the red Volvo, | believed he presented a clear danger to other :*, 
drivers and pedestrians. Deputy Quinones activated our vehicle's siren, and | initiated emergent traffic over my | 3 
handheld radio advising my assisting units that we were involved in a pursuit of a reckless 0,01 vehicle. Upon | 

initiating my radio traffic, the red Volvo locked its brakes abruptly and came to a stop approximately mid block 
on 106th Street. 


When the red Volvo came to an abrupt stop, myself and my partner exited our vehicle in order to initiate a 
felony traffic stop of the vehicle. During our attempt to exit the vehicle, the red Volvo accelerated and 
continued eastbound on 106th Street for approximately 10-15 yards, then came to a brief stop just west of 
Vermont Avenue, When the vehicle came to à brief stop, the front passenger (later identified as S/Thomas) 
exited the front passenger door.

The purpose of this supplemental report is to provide active additional information regarding my actions and 
witnessing of force used on S/Thomas. 


On the indicated date, my partner (Deputy Mandoyan) and I were on routine patrol in a marked patrol vehicle (as 
unit 31B). 


While stopped at the posted stop sign on northbound Budlong Avenue just south of 107th St, i saw a red older 
model Volvo sedan (LICH EEN traveling eastbound on 107th St approaching Budlong Avenue at a high rate 
_of speed for a vehicle approaching a stop sign. Believing the vehicle was not going to stop for the posted stop sign 
on eastbound 107th St, ( did not continue into the intersection for fear that the vehicle would collide with us. The 

vehicle then ran the posted stop sign on eastbound 107th St (Violation of 22450(a) CVC), and turned onto 
northbound Budlong Avenue. As the vehicle was making its northbound turn onto Budlong Avenue, | could see 
the vehicle was occupied by 3 male black adults between the ages of 25-35, 


After observing the above traffic violation, | followed the vehicle northbound on Budlong Avenue in order to 
initiate a traffic stop. As [neared the vehicle, | looked at my speedometer and estimated the vehicle was traveling 
at 35-45 miles per hour through the residential neighborhood (Violation of 22350(a) CVC). The vehicle then 
accelerated and made an unsafe eastbound turn onto 106th St without signaling (Violation of 22108 CVC), 

and failed to stop at the posted stop sign on northbound Budlong Avenue at 106th St (Violation of 22405(a) CVC.

Í initiated my forward facing red light and rotating blue lights to gain the driver's attention and initiate a traffic 
stop. The driver did not yield his vehicle, accelerated eastbound on 106th St towards Vermont Avenue. 


At this point, we reasonably believed that the driver's flagrantly reckless behavior presented a clear and present 
danger to other users on the roadway. If we did not attempt to apprehend the driver, he posed an imminent and 
life threatening danger to the public, t activated my vehicle's siren in addition to my red lights, and Deputy 
Mandoyan initiated emergent radio traffic. He advised SCC and other units that we were in pursuit of a reckless 
driver under the influence. 


After Deputy Mandoyan initiated the emergent radio traffic, | saw the vehicle lock its brakes. Smoke emitted 
from the tires, and the vehicle swerved from left to right in the roadway; it almost came to a stop midblock on 
106th St. I stopped my vehicle behind the suspect's vehicle, but the vehicle accelerated again on eastbound 
106th St towards Vermont Avenue. The vehicle traveled another 10-15 yards and came to а stop. 1 stopped my 
vehicle and exited from the driver's side, and Deputy Mandoyan exited from the passenger's side. However, the 
vehicle's front passenger door swung open, and a male black adult (later identified as S/Thomas) exited.

| was tasked to canvass the area and focus our attention on 10601 Vermont Avenue (Slatr Head Star) where 
evidence associated with the incident was observed. Deputy Gomez (AÑ, Deputy Covian ("EN Deputy 
Loera (Hand | formed a skirmish line to conduct a thorough search of the area. During the search | used 
my flashlight to illuminate the area in front of me. While illuminating the area in front of me, | saw a black semi- 
automatic handgun on the ground. The handgun was approximately 45 feet west of the west sidewalk of 
Vermont Avenue, in a brushed area south of the property. 


| n. ied the handling unit regarding my findings and stayed with the handgun to maintain the integrity of the 
evidence. Upon the arrival of Forensic Identification Specialist Nakia Berry #4 stepped away from the 
handgun as she recovered the handgun.

The purpose of the supplemental report is to provide active information on the above file number. 


I responded to the area of 106th St. and Vermont Ave. Los Angeles, regarding a deputy involved shooting 
incident. 


While at the scene Deputy Cobian Ш and Deputy Thompson Hl (handling unit), assigned me to 
canvass a targeted area for evidence related to the incident. The targeted area encompassed 106th St. west of 
Vermont Ave. and Vermont Ave. between 106th St. and 107th St. 


V. |. ¡the assistance of Deputy Hayes Ш and Deputy Johns И we began our canvassing on the 
south sidewalk of 106th St. commencing from 1014 w. 106th St. towards Vermont Ave. During the canvassing, 
from the sidewalk, | saw one expended shell casing located inside the property of "Slater Head Start School" 
(10601 Vermont Av). The shell casing was located in the play area of the property, approximately 10-12 inches 
from the north chain link fence, which faces 106th St. 


| continued the canvassing of evidence to the northeast corner of 106th St. and Vermont Ave. There, | saw one 
expended round on the ground. The round was located on the south side of "Playa Dorada" (10522 Vermont Av), 
which faces 106th St.

Deputy Covian 82 nd | conducted a scrimmage search of MM Vermont Ave. During the canvasing 
Deputy Priestly advised me he noticed a firearm. The firearm was observed during the scrimmage search of the 
school's landscape area located south of the school property.

NARRATIVE 


On 03-20-15, I was assigned to investigate the incident that occurred and was reported under the 
above file number. 


| responded to scene of the incident and began my investigation. 


|, along with Detective Takashima + [J went to the intersection of Vermont Avenue and 106" 
Street, where the Deputy Involved Shooting took place. | conducted to walk through of the scene and 
was given a brief synopsis of the incident by Deputy Cobian 


Los Angeles County Sheriff's Crime Lab: 


Los Angeles County Sheriff's Crime Lab was notified. Crime Lab Technician Deputy James 8 
and Forensic Identification Specialist Berry AM responded and processed crime scene. The 
scene was photographed and items of evidence associated with this incident were collected. 


While canvassing the crime scene, Deputy Gomez + located a spent .45 caliber bullet 
cartridge and a spent bullet. 


Los Angeles County Homicide Bureau CSST Volunteers Mafud # and Khachatryan 
responded to the scene and located a second spent .45 caliber bullet casing inside the north fence 
line of 10601 South Vermont Avenue "Slater Head Start School." 


Crime Lab Technician Deputy James and Forensic Identification Specialist Berry were directed to 
the above items. They were subsequently photographed and collected. 


Location and recovery of Suspect Thomas' firearm: 


Manhattan Beach Police Department K-9 Officer Olivares + and Palos Verdes Estates Police 
Department K-9 Officer Winiford MM responded to scene in order to assist with locating the firearm 
Suspect Thomas was seen in possession of prior to being taken into custody. 


Officer Olivares and Officer Winiford focused their search in the properties Suspect Thomas had run 
past during the beginning of the foot pursuit when he was seen with the firearm, until he was taken 
into custody by the handling deputies. They were unable to locate a firearm. However, both K-9 dogs 
repeatedly alerted to a particular heavily weeded area located on the south end of the property at 
10601 South Vermont Avenue "Slater Head Start School." 


Deputies Gomez Hl. Loera EM. Covian AB and Priestley ШШШ formed a 
search team and focused an additional search in the area where the K-9 dogs had previously 
alerted. Deputy Priestly located a loaded Glock .40 caliber semi-automatic pistol from that area. 
Forensic Identification Specialist Berry photographed and collected the pistol as it was found. 


It should be noted. The area where the pistol was found, was in close proximity to the path of travel 
Suspect Thomas took when he ran from the deputies. 


Location of Suspect vehicle a ssi 


The vehicle the deputies had initially gone in pursuit of for reckless drunk driving was a 1998 Volvo 
570, red in color, California license Т с vehicle is registered to 
partment ll Los Angeles, per the California Department of Motor Vehicles. 


|, along with Detective Takashima, went to the location in an attempt to contact the owner of the 
vehicle. 


We walked to the rear parking area of the multi-unit apartment complex (covered carport) and saw 
the vehicle parked there. The engine area of the vehicle was warm to the touch. 


It should be noted, a Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department Aero Unit had initially responded to 
the above location in an attempt to locate the suspect vehicle, minutes after the pursuit had taken 
place. The vehicle was not observed from the air. However, the Aero Unit saw people getting into a 
"black SUV" and leaving the location.

Interview with Mr. 


|, along with Detective Takashima, contacted [lat South Los Angeles Station. The following is a 
synopsis of our recorded interview: 


Prior to interviewing ШЕШ advised him of his Miranda rights. [stated he understood his 
rights and agreed to speak with me without an attorney present. Under Miranda and in response to 
direct questioning, [stated the following: 


He had gotten home around 0200 hours on Wednesday morning 03-18-15. He has not left his house 
or driven his car since. 


| asked Ро would have driven his car, if anyone, during the approximate time of the incident 
in this case (early morning hours of 03-20-15). [stated if anyone had taken his vehicle, it would 
have been “without his knowledge.” 


BEE aided however, on numerous occasions, “unknown people” enter his home and retrieve his 
car keys. These people are allowed access to his vehicle to “smoke”, “hang out”, “sit”, and 
sometimes “take” his vehicle without his knowledge. 


Mi stated a person named “Terrence” was sitting in his vehicle the night of the incident in this 
case. stated further “Terrence” was the last person he saw in his vehicle, around 2100 
hours, and it was a "possibility" that “Terrence” somehow acquired the keys to the vehicle. ШЕШ 
described “Terrence” as a male black adult, light complexion, 5'7" tall, medium build, approximately 
30 years of age. 


EN stated there was a person who he used to “treat like family" that would borrow his car on 
occasion, named “Edward Rachel.” сессгіресі “Edward” as a male black adult, light 
complexion, 5'10” tall, thin build, who commonly has “different types of designs" cut into his hair. 
stated "Edward" used to be from the “112 Hoover" criminal street gang going by the 
moniker “Little Trigger.” [has not seen “Edward” since last Saturday or Sunday. 


MM stated sometime between the hours of midnight and one in the morning on today's date, 
“Edward” called him asking if he had spoken to “Terrence.” “Edward” sent text messages 
as well, around the same time. 


Utilizing department resources and databases, | identified Edward Joseph Rachal, date of birth 
12-20-90, CI! # | ЕЕЕ | printed out a colored photograph of Edward Rachal. | also printed out a 
colored photograph of Suspect Arthur Terrence Thomas, date of birth 11-23-83. 


Later the same morning, | interviewed [la second time. 


| showed Milli A e photograph | had printed out of Edward Joseph Rachal. identified him 

as “Edward.” [stated the “Edward” he was speaking of in our previous interview (being from 
“112 Hoover” going by the moniker “Little trigger"), was the same “Edward” in the photo | showed 
him. 


| showed Milli n e photograph | had printed out of Suspect Arthur Terrence Thomas. BB 
identified him as “Terrence.” [stated the “Terrence” he was speaking of in our previous 
interview, was the same "Terrence" in the photo | showed him. | 


Interview with Suspect Thomas: 


I, along with Detective Takashima, contacted Thomas at South Los Angeles Station. The following is 
a synopsis of our recorded interview: 


Prior to interviewing Thomas, | advised him of his Miranda rights. Thomas stated he understood his 
rights and agreed to speak with me without an attorney present. Under Miranda and in response to 
direct questioning, Thomas stated the following: 


Thomas was in the front passenger of the Suspect vehicle when he saw a Sheriff's patrol vehicle 
following behind him. He was in the area of 107" Street and Budlong Avenue. Thomas saw the red 
lights of the patrol vehicle “come on" when they reached 106" Street, and they turned east. The 
driver of the Suspect vehicle stopped midway on 106^ Street, between Budlong Avenue and 
Vermont Avenue. The vehicle then continued towards Vermont Avenue, stopping again. When the 
Suspect vehicle stopped the second time, Thomas exited and quickly ran from the vehicle towards 
Vermont Avenue. 


Thomas explained that prior to running from the vehicle, the rear passenger who he knows as 
"BB: лес a handgun from the rear seat, onto the front passenger floorboard where Thomas 
was seated. Thomas reached down to the floorboard of the vehicle at his feet and retrieved the 
handgun from the floorboard along with his wallet. Thomas said he figured he was going to "run with 
the gun and just toss it." 


Thomas quickly exited the front passenger door and ran from the Deputies with the handgun in his 
left hand and his wallet in his right. Thomas ran east towards Vermont Avenue and heard "shots." 
Thomas quickly "tossed" the handgun by raising the handgun over his head, and throwing it. Thomas 
made a motion of raising the handgun in his left hand over his head while explaining how he threw it. 


He then continued running south on the west side walk of Vermont Avenue. Thomas denied having 
ever turned towards the Deputies when he ran with the pistol in his hand. 


Thomas heard the Deputies say "freeze" as he stood in the north lanes of travel on Vermont Avenue. 
Thomas surrendered without incident. 


We showed Thomas a photograph of the pistol recovered at the scene. He identified it as the gun he 
ran with from the vehicle and then "tossed." 


At one point during our interview, we discussed the manner in which Thomas had exited the vehicle 
and ran from the Deputies with a gun in his hand. Thomas said, “I understand the reasoning, in why 
they did what they did. Because they saw the firearm and the way | exited the vehicle. They would 
feel that their life is in danger. | understand." | asked Thomas to explain. He said, “| can understand 
clearly by my actions, the reasons why they took the action they did." Thomas clarified further by 
saying, “| can understand the reason why anyone would have opened fire." 


We showed Thomas a photograph of MI Thomas stated was like a “brother” 
to him, and it was his vehicle that he was in prior to being contacted by the Deputies. Thomas stated 


he had gone to [house earlier in the evening. Thomas stated he and “ (who drives a 
black truck) were at house when the driver of vehicle pulled up. All three got into 
the vehicle and left. 


We showed Thomas a photograph of “Edward Rachal." Thomas stated that the photograph looked 
similar to the driver of the vehicle. Thomas stated he knew the driver to go by the moniker "Little" 
"something." Thomas stated further the driver may possibly be from *Hoover" or *Pimptown" 
gangs. 


We questioned Thomas regarding any possible criminal street gang membership. Thomas denied 
any such membership.

Interview with Deputy Mandoyan: 


| interviewed Mandoyan at South Los Angeles Station regarding the incident. The following is 
synopsis of my recorded interview: 


Deputy Mandoyan is currently assigned at South Los Angeles Station. On the night of the incident he 
was working uniformed patrol, early morning shift, Unit 31B. He was working with a partner, Deputy 
Christopher Quinones. Mandoyan was іп a marked Los Angeles County Sheriff s Department black 
and white patrol vehicle. Mandoyan was the passenger. He was wearing his issued Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's tan and green uniform, Deputy Sheriff Badge, and name plate. 


At approximately 0040 hours, Mandoyan was stopped facing north, at the intersection of Budlong 
Avenue and 1071 Street. Mandoyan's attention was drawn to а red Volvo (California license plate 

hereafter referred to as the Suspect vehicle. The Suspect vehicle was travelling east on 
107" Street, approaching Budlong Avenue at a high rate of speed. 


The Suspect vehicle continued through the intersection without stopping, at a high rate of speed, 
turning north on Budlong Avenue. Mandoyan and his partner attempted to follow the vehicle north on 
Budlong Avenue in order to conduct a traffic stop for the violation. Mandoyan entered the Suspect 
vehicle license plate into the Mobile Digital Computer. Mandoyan paced the Suspect vehicle's speed 
at approximately 30 to 45 miles per hour. 


The Suspect vehicle made and abrupt turn east on 106" Street, from Budlong Avenue, failing to 
signal. It was now travelling in opposite lanes of travel east on 106'^ Street, at an increasing rate of 
speed. Mandoyan observed the Suspect vehicle weaving back and forth between the east and west 
lanes of travel. 


Quinones activated the patrol vehicle's forward facing red lights in an attempt to stop the vehicle. It 
did not yield and continued accelerating east on 106 Street. Based on the Suspect vehicle's driving 
pattern and failure to yield, Mandoyan initiated a vehicle pursuit and advised via his hand held radio 
that they were in pursuit of a reckless drunk driver. Quinones activated the rotating lights and siren of 
their patrol vehicle. 


"Seconds later”, the Suspect vehicle "locked its breaks" and came to a sudden and complete stop, 
midblock on 106" Street, between Budlong Avenue and Vermont Avenue. Mandoyan exited the 
passenger side of his patrol vehicle. The Suspect vehicle then accelerated. Mandoyan got back into 
the patrol vehicle and the pursuit continued. 


The Suspect vehicle made another sudden stop, before reaching Vermont Avenue. Mandoyan and 
his partner stopped behind the Suspect vehicle. The front passenger (Suspect Thomas) quickly 


exited the vehicle. Thomas turned to his left with his hand in his waistband area and faced 
Mandoyan, who was now exiting the patrol vehicle a second time. Mandoyan could see Thomas had 
a black handgun in his left hand. Mandoyan advised his partner Deputy Quinones that Thomas was 
"armed." 


Suspect Thomas ran to the south sidewalk of 106^ Street. Deputy Madoyan ran to the south 
sidewalk as well, remaining parallel to his partner, while keeping a visual on Thomas. Thomas then 
ran east on the south sidewalk towards Vermont Avenue. Thomas ran approximately five to ten feet, 
and again turned towards his left, in Mandoyan's direction, with the firearm in his left hand. Deputy 
Mandoyan ordered Thomas to stop and drop the gun. Thomas did not comply and continued running 
east. 


Mandoyan drew his service pistol and ordered Thomas to drop the weapon. Thomas did not comply, 
and advanced towards Vermont Avenue on foot, while Mandoyan gave chase. When Thomas 
reached Vermont Avenue, suddenly and without warning, he turned his head and upper torso to his 
left, towards Mandoyan. Simultaneously, Thomas' left arm and hand "raised", firearm in hand. 
Mandoyan, fearing he was going to be shot by Thomas, fired two (2) rounds to stop him. Thomas 
was not struck. Madoyan advised via his hand held radio he had fired his weapon. Thomas turned 
south on Vermont Avenue. Mandoyan followed, briefly losing sight of Thomas. 


Mandoyan observed Quinones drive their patrol vehicle parallel to him until he reached Vermont 
Avenue. Quinones turned the patrol vehicle south on Vermont and was able to maintain a visual on 
Thomas. Quinones positioned his patrol vehicle south of Thomas on Vermont Avenue. 


When Thomas reached the area of IM Vermont Avenue, he stopped and ran back north towards 
Mandoyan. Thomas then turned east and ran through north and south lanes of travel on Vermont 
Avenue. 


Mandoyan and Quinones (who had exited the patrol vehicle) chased Thomas across Vermont 
Avenue. Seconds later, Thomas surrendered and was taken into custody without further incident. 


While chasing Thomas, Deputy Mandoyan observed the Suspect vehicle accelerate away east on 
106th Street, then south on Vermont Avenue. It turned west on 107th Street and out of view. 


Interview with Deputy Quinones: 


| interviewed Quinones at South Los Angeles Station regarding the incident. The following is 
synopsis of my recorded interview: 


Deputy Quinones is currently assigned at South Los Angeles Station. On the night of the incident he 
was working uniformed patrol, early morning shift, Unit 31B. He was working with a partner, Deputy 
Caren Mandoyan. Quinones was in a marked Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department black and 
white patrol vehicle. Quinones was the driver. He was wearing his issued Los Angeles County 
Sheriff's tan and green uniform, Deputy Sheriff Badge, and name plate. 


At approximately 0040 hours, Quinones was slowing for the posted stop sign at the intersection of 
Budlong Avenue and 107th Street. He saw a red Volvo (California license plate 

hereafter referred to as the Suspect vehicle, travelling east on 107th Street, approaching Budlong 
Avenue at a high rate of speed. 


The Suspect vehicle continued through the intersection without stopping, at a high rate of speed, 
turning north on Budlong Avenue. When the vehicle made the turn, Quinones could see that there 
were three occupants in the vehicle (driver, front passenger, and rear passenger). Allthree were 
described as male black adults. Quinones attempted to follow the vehicle in order to conduct a traffic 
stop for the violation. 


The Suspect vehicle made and abrupt turn east on 106th Street, from Budlong Avenue, failing to 
signal. It was now travelling in opposite lanes of travel east on 106th Street, at an increasing rate of 
speed. Quinones saw that Suspect vehicle was swerving in and out ofthe east and west lanes of 
travel. 


Quinones activated the patrol vehicle’s forward facing red lights in an attempt to stop the vehicle. 
However, it did not yield and continued accelerating east on 106th Street. Based on the Suspect 
vehicle's driving pattern and failure to yield, Quinones activated the rotating lights and siren of their 
patrol vehicle and initiated a vehicle pursuit. Quinones heard Mandoyan voice over the radio that 
they were involved in the pursuit of reckless drunk driver. 


Moments later, the Suspect vehicle "braked" causing the wheels to "screech" and it came to a 
complete stop, midblock on 106th Street, between Budlong Avenue and Vermont Avenue. Quinones 
exited the driver's side of his patrol vehicle. The Suspect vehicle then accelerated again. Quinones 
got back into their vehicle and the pursuit continued. 


The Suspect vehicle "abruptly" stopped, before reaching Vermont Avenue. Quinones stopped his 
patrol vehicle and saw the front passenger (Suspect Thomas) quickly exited the Suspect vehicle 
from the front passenger door. 


Quinones observed Thomas turn to his left, facing him. Quinones can see Thomas' hand clenched 
around a black firearm which was in his waistband. Thomas turns and runs to the south sidewalk of 
1061 Street. Quinones sees Mandoyan exit their vehicle and position himself on the south sidewalk, 
parallel to their patrol vehicle. Quinones saw the Suspect Vehicle continue east on 106" Street, then 
turn south on Vermont Avenue. 


Quinones re-enters his patrol vehicle and begins following Thomas who is now running east on 106" 
Street, maintaining a visual on both Thomas and his partner Mandoyan. Quinones saw Thomas turn 
his body towards his right, towards Mandoyan. Quinones heard two (2) gunshots coming from the 
immediate area of Mandoyan. 


Quinones turned his patrol vehicle south on Vermont in attempt to follow Thomas who continued 
running south on Vermont Avenue, along the west sidewalk. Quinones continued driving 
approximately 50 yards and positioned his vehicle in front of the Thomas' path of travel and exited 
his vehicle. 


Thomas stopped and quickly turned running north, back towards Mandoyan who was following 
behind on foot. Thomas then turned east and ran through north and south lanes of travel on Vermont 
Avenue. Quinones chased Thomas across Vermont Avenue. Seconds later, Thomas surrendered 
and was taken into custody without further incident.

| advised Deputy Quinones of the photographic mug show-up procedures. Deputy Quinones stated 
he understood and signed the admonition form. Deputy Quinones identified Edward Joseph 
Rachal, date of birth 12-20-90, in position #3, as the driver of the vehicle (California license 


| advised Deputy Mandoyan of the photographic mug show-up procedures. Deputy Mandoyan stated 
he understood and signed the admonition form. Deputy Mandoyan identified Edward Joseph 
Rachal, date of birth 12-20-90, in position #5, as the driver of the vehicle (California license 


Surveillance Video: 


Los Angeles County Fraud and Cyber Crimes Bureau Technical Crew Detective Goddard HAM 
was notified and responded to assist with the investigation. 


Detectives Bottomley ЭЙ and McDonagh HI canvassed the surrounding area in order to 
locate any possible surveillance video cameras that may have captured the incident. 


Detective McDonagh located a surveillance video system at 10537 South Vermont Avenue "My 
Vermont Liquor Store.” He contacted and met with the owner Мг. Detective Goddard 
retrieved the surveillance video footage from the time of the incident. Two of the exterior cameras at 
the business captured the incident. 


Detective McDonagh located a surveillance video system at 1339 West 109th Street, Los Angeles. 
He contacted and met with the property manager 57.21.1221 The system archives footage for 
three hours. Due to the time of day, any footage pertaining to this investigation was no longer in the 
system. 


On 03-23-15, I contacted Mr. MY an employee of the "New West Tech Academy" 
located at 10531 South Vermont Avenue, Los Angeles, regarding a surveillance video camera 
located at the east facing entrance to the school. Mr. ЙЕ stated the school is has been closed 
and would have to check if the surveillance system was operating. 


Follow-up with Mr. EE regarding the video camera system is required. 


Evidence processing:

NARRATIVE 


Arrest of Suspect Rachal: 


On 03-31-15, Rachal was seen exiting the residence at West 101*' Street, with four (4) 
additional unidentified male black adults. He was subsequently arrested. 


Interview with Suspect Rachal: 


|, along with Detective Castaneda, interviewed Rachal at South Los Angeles Station. The following is 
a synopsis of our recorded interview: 


Prior to interviewing Rachal, | advised him of his Miranda rights. Rachal stated he understood his 
rights and agreed to speak with me without an attorney present. Under Miranda and in response to 
direct questioning, Rachal stated the following: 


On the night of the incident, Rachal was driving with his “brother” named “Terrence.” “Terrence” 
was seated in the front passenger seat of the vehicle. A third person (male black adult with dark 
complexion), was seated in the rear passenger seat of the vehicle. Rachal did not know his name, 
stating he is a friend of Terrence's. Rachal was driving a vehicle belonging to ^ 


Rachal was driving in the area of Budlong Avenue and 109' Street, when he saw a Sheriff's patrol 
vehicle pull behind him. He saw the red lights come on when he reached 106" Street. Rachal did not 
stop and continued driving. At some point, Rachal remembers "slowing down” in the area of 106" 
Street and Vermont Avenue. When he slowed, “Terrence” opened the front passenger door and 
fled from the vehicle armed with a handgun. Rachal continued driving until he returned to "MEME" 
house located at [Hc returned the car keys to “land left the location 
with the rear passenger of the vehicle (Terrence's friend). 


Throughout the day and that evening, Rachal had been smoking Methamphetamine. He stated he 
was “high” when driving the vehicle. He was also in possession of a Methamphetamine pipe. In 
addition, he knew his driver's license was suspended. It was for these reasons, Rachal did not stop 
the vehicle when he saw the red lights of the Sheriffs patrol vehicle. Rachal admitted his memory of 
the incident is somewhat unclear because he was high on methamphetamine. 


Rachal stated he did not know “Terrence” was in possession of firearm. Just prior to “Terrence” 
exiting the vehicle, he told Rachal he “had something on him.” “Terrence” began to pull something 
from his waist area and opened the door to the vehicle. Rachal slowed and “Terrence” exited. 
Rachal saw the "spotlight" from the Sheriff's patrol vehicle illuminate the black firearm “Terrence” 


was holding. 


| showed Rachal a photograph of Suspect Arthur Terrence Thomas. Rachal identified him as 
"Terrence", the person he was speaking of earlier who had exited the vehicle he was driving, armed 
with a firearm. 


| showed Rachal a photograph of MN Rachal identified him a “Еге person he 
was speaking of earlier who is the owner of the vehicle he was driving. 


Gang enhancement: 


| am a detective assigned to Operation Safe Streets Bureau (OSS) of the Sheriff's Department, at 
South Los Angeles Sheriff's Station. OSS is responsible for investigating gang related crimes that 
occur in the Sheriff Department's jurisdiction. At South Los Angeles Station, | am responsible for 
investigating crimes that involve the criminal street gang known as “112 Hoover.” 


“412 Hoover” is a predominately African American criminal street gang located in the South Los 
Angeles Station patrol area. | have conducted and/or assisted in investigations involving “112 
Hoover" for various crimes including, but not limited to, murder, attempted murder, and assaults with 
and without firearms, robbery, weapons possession, burglaries and vandalism. 


During my interview, Rachal stated he is a member of the “112 Hoover” criminal street gang, going 
by the moniker “Tiny Hitman.” He has been a member of the gang since 2004. 


In addition to Rachal's self-admitted active membership in the “112 Hoover" criminal street gang 
during my interview, | was able to confirm his self-admitted active membership in the “112 Hoover” 
criminal street gang on prior contacts with law enforcement by means of Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
Department Field Identification Cards on 01-25-14 and 04-25-14. 


Based on my training and experience, most gang members have identifying characteristics unique to 
their specific clique or gang. These include, but are not limited to tattoos. Tattoos help a gang 
member gain respect within their group, and mark them as members for life. 


| observed several “112 Hoover” criminal street gang tattoos on Rachal’s body. Specifically, “112” 
on his left wrist, *H" and “112 Hoover Criminal” on his left interior forearm, “HCG” on his right 
wrist, “Hollister” symbol on the right side of his neck. | photographed Rachal’s gang tattoos. 


It is my opinion Rachal committed the crime in association with, and to assist the “112 Hoover” 
criminal street gang. 


Based on the above, | am requesting for a gang enhancement on Rachal under section 186.22 of 
the California Penal Code. 


With respect to the firearm possessed by Thomas in this case. Based on my training and 
experience, it is common for criminal street gang members to possess firearms. They commonly use 
firearms to commit crimes such as assault, robbery, extortion, and illicit drug sales in order to further 
the дапа 5 reputation and status among rival gang members. Additionally, this status allows gang 
members to intimidate community members who are often reluctant to report crimes to law 
enforcement. 


Gang members cannot possess, or purchase a firearm as a result of their past criminal history. 
Therefore, in most instances, a firearm possessed by a gang member has been obtained in an illegal 
manner. Gang members most often obtain their firearms through some kind of theft, usually burglary, 
or buy or trade the firearm from some unknown person on the street who obtained it through some 
illegal means. 


A gang member will often obtain a firearm from a fellow gang member or a closely aligned gang. It is 
common for gang members to pass and trade these firearms, or weapons, amongst each other so 
that they may be used by all members of the gang. Gang members place a high value on the guns 
they have in their possession or have access to. It is also common for gang members to hide 
weapons after the commission of a gang related crimes to prevent their discovery and/or 
prosecution. 


It is my opinion, Thomas was armed with a loaded handgun for the benefit of, in association with, 
and to further the “112 Hoover” criminal street gang. 


Based on the above, | am requesting for a gang enhancement on Thomas under section 186.22 of 
the California Penal Code.

Describe tactics used during the operation: 


Deputies Quinones and Mandoyan (unit 31/0) were in vehicle pursuit of a suspected reckless D.U.l. driver when the vehicle suddenly stopped in front of 
Be ne Los Angeles, to let the front passenger (S/Thomas) out. S/Thomas exited the vehicle and was seen retrieving a black handgun from his 
waistband by Deputies Mandoyan and Quinones. Upon the deputies observing S/Thomas run eastbound on the south sidewalk of 106th Street toward Vermont 
Avenue, they terminated their vehicle pursuit and Deputy Mandoyan initiated a foot pursuit of S/Thomas. Deputy Quinones paralleled Deputy Mandoyan during 
the foot pursuit eastbound on 106th Street, in the patrol vehicle, maintaining visual contact of Deputy Mandoyan. A "Non-Hit" Deputy Involved Shooting ensued. 
S/Thomas continued running eastbound along the south sidewalk of 106th Street to southbound Vermont Avenue, along the west sidewalk.

Could the tactics that were used, be improved upon? 
Yes, Deputy Quinones could have remained in the patrol vehicle paralleling Deputy Mandoyan during the foot pursuit until S/Thomas surrendered or a 


containment could be established. This could have prevented a potential crossfire situation that Deputy Quinones might have created by wedging S/Thomas 
between him and Deputy Mandoyan, if S/Thomas had still had possession of his firearm at that point and decided to use it against either deputy. 


Could there have been other tactics for this particular operation? 


No, if Deputies Mandoyan and Quinones did not track the suspect on foot, it would have been difficult to determine appropriate borders for a containment, if 
needed. The foot pursuit allowed for a better chance at apprehending the armed suspect. The foot pursuit also allowed for a better chance to locate the 
suspect during a search, if he had succeeded in outrunning the deputies. 


Although Deputy Mandoyan initially engaged in a "one person" foot pursuit, he immediately established radio communication with SCC regarding the foot 
pursuit and the Deputy Involved Shooting. Deputy Quinones paralleled the foot pursuit and maintained visual contact with Deputy Mandoyan and remained 
readily accessible to him the entire time. Deputies Mandoyan and Quinones foot pursuit tactics were appropriate and within Department policy. 


This incident was debriefed with all involved personnel and on all three shifts. The Department's foot pursuit policy and related tactics were discussed during 
shift briefings.

Describe tactics used during the operation (cont’d): 


Once Deputy Mandoyan initiated the foot pursuit and 998 radio traffic, Deputy 
Quinones paralleled Deputy Mandoyan to the corner of 106th Street and Vermont 
Avenue then drove southbound on Vermont Avenue past Deputy Mandoyan and 
stopped the patrol vehicle ahead of S/Thomas' direction of travel. When S/Thomas got 
within twenty yards of Deputy Quinones standing outside of the patrol vehicle giving him 
verbal commands to stop and raise his hands, S/Thomas turned back northbound on 
Vermont Avenue and saw Deputy Mandoyan running southbound in his direction. 
S/Thomas then ran eastbound across Vermont Avenue and Deputy Quinones initiated a 
foot pursuit along with Deputy Mandoyan. S/Thomas stopped in the middle of the 
northbound vehicular lanes of Vermont Avenue and complied with verbal commands 
given by Deputy Mandoyan. S/Thomas was taken into custody by Deputies Mandoyan 
and Quinones without further incident.
